The last edition of this Directory was published in June, 1955. 
Now, over four years later, we present our edition for 1960/61. 
The long interval between these issues is regretted and it is our 
intention to investigate ways and means to ensure that this Directory, 
which we are told does fill a useful place in the business and general 
life of Uganda, appears in future with greater regularity, not less 
than once every two years and perhaps even more frequently The 
problem previously presented by the physical difficulties of printing 
has been overcome with the assistance of our printers, Uganda Argus 
Ltd., who, with this edition of the Directory, have produced the first 
number to be printed in Ussade: The problem of economic 
viability remains. 


This new edition follows to a great extent the model evolved in 
earlier editions, although there have been some important changes. 
No longer do we present names and addresses for the larger centres 
of Kampala, Jinja, Entebbe, Mbale and Masaka; such details are 
now published in these pages only for the smaller places, particularly 
for those without a telephone service. The Company Register 
section has been moved from the middle of the book to a place 
towards the end. The Classified Trades information has been 
considerably enlarged and, it is hoped, improved. The index ca-ds, 
expensive to produce and not very satisfactory in use, have teen 
discontinued in favour of photographic sections, permitting the 
reproduction of a number of photaraphs which we hope will be of 
interest to our readers: ‘

Geographical Position. Uganda is situated 
near the centre of the continent of Africa, 
though only a third of the way across from the 
eastern seaboard. Taking Kampala as a 
central point, it is about 600 miles (in a beeline) 
from the east coast and about 1,500 miles 
from the west coast. Cairo is 2, "100. miles 
to the north and Johannesburg 1,900 miles 
to the south. Uganda is bounded on the east 
by Kenya, on the south by Lake Victoria, 
Tanganyika and Ruanda-Urundi, on the west 
by the Belgian Congo, and on the north by the 
Sudan. From north to south of the Protect- 
orate it is about 400 miles, and from east to 
west about 350 miles. 


Physical Features. With a total area of 
93,981 square miles, of which 13,689 square 
miles are open water, Uganda includes part of 
the largest lake in "Africa (Victoria), which 
is also the second largest inland sheet of water 
in the world; part of Lakes Albert, Edward, 
all of Lakes George, Kyoga and Salisbury. 
It is in Uganda that the third longest river in 
the world, the Nile, starts its tortuous amble of 
3,800 miles to the sea. One-third of the 
country cannot be cultivated because it con- 
sists of lakes, papyrus swamps, game reserves 
or areas infested with tsetse fly. 


A land of contrasts, Uganda contains the 
snow-capped peaks of Ruwenzori in the west; 
the hot dry deserts in the north-east; luxu- 
riant rain forests in the west and limitless 
savannah further east; rushing mountain 
torrents on Ruwenzori and Elgon, with ex- 
tensive sluggish swamps in all quarters of 
the country. 


The highest peak of the Ruwenzori mass of 
mountain is 16,794 feet, only exceeded in Africa 
by Mt. Kilimanjaro (19,340 feet) in Tanga- 
nyika, and Mt. Kenya (17,140 feet) in Kenya 
Colony. Other mountains in Uganda are 
Elgon (14,178 feet) on the Uganda-Kenya 
border; Muhavura (13,493 feet) and Sabinio 
(11,960 feet), both on the Uganda-Congo 
border; Debasion (10,074 feet) and Moroto 
(10,116 feet) on the Uganda-Kenya border, 
and Morongole (9,022 feet) near that border. 


Climate. Over most of the Protectorate 
the weather is that of a perpetual English 
summer, with hot sunshine, cool breezes 
and showers of rain, so that the lightest of 
summer clothing is worn, except during a few 
colder days in the wet season. The usual 
trying conditions of the equator are consider- 
ably modified by the altitude of the country, 
which is some 3,750 feet near Lake Victoria. 
The ground rises towards Mount Elgon in the 
east and towards the Ruwenzori Mountains 
in the west, where mogt of the country has an 
altitude of 4,000 to 5,000 feet. Towards the 
Dorth, in -the visinity of: the Nile, where the 


elevation is only 2,000 feet, the climate is hot 
and dry and somewhat trying. In the Eastern 
Province, in the neighbourhood of Lake 
Kyoga, the climate is considered unhealthy. 


Population. According to the 1948 census 
the population of the Protectorate amounted 
to nearly five million of all races. Early in 
1959 a Non-African census was taken and the 
following figures of Non-African population 
are based on that census. At the time of going 
to press the results of the African census, 1959, 
are available in preliminary form only (see page 
31). The estimated total population of the 
Protectorate, including all the races, is 64 mil- 
lion, The Non-African population amounts to 
87,000 persons; this is made up of Europeans 
11,000 persons, other Non-Africans (mainly 
Asians) 76,000. The percentage of Non- 
African population is only 1.5% of the total 
population of the Protectorate. (For details 
of the Non-African Census see page 30). 


Races, The non-native population consists 
of Europeans, Indians, Goans and Arabs 
African inhabitants can be divided into three 
main racial groups, the Bantu, the Nilotes, 
and the Half-Hamites. The largest of these 
groups is the Bantu, which include the Baganda 
Banyoro, Batoro, Banyankole, Bachiga and 
Bakonjo in Central and West Uganda, and the 
Basoga, Banyuli, Basamia, Bagwere and Bagisu 
in the east. The Nilotes comprise the in- 
habitants of those areas which border on the 
Nile Valley; the Lango, Acholi, Madi, Alur, 
Lugbara, and in the east, the Lwo of Budama. 
The Half-Hamites are the Teso and Kara- 
mojong, and Sebei in the east. 


Languages. The principal local language is 
Luganda which carries one furthest in the Pro- 
tectorate. Its structure is similar to the 
neighbouring Bantu tongue. Lunyoro 
with its group of associated languages 
has a range to the west and south of Lake 
Victoria. Lwo is spoken over large areas 
in the north of the Protectorate. There are, 
however, several tongues such as Teso, 
Madi and Lugbara which have little affinity 
to those already mentioned. 


The lingua franca of East Africa is Swahili, 
a debased form of which is known in Uganda. 
Swahili will carry one through Kenya, Tanga- 
nyika and Uganda, far into the Congo, 
and is usually first picked up by a newcomer, 
although Luganda is a more effective lingua 
franca through the Bantu areas of Uganda. 
Latterly in Uganda, with the spread of educa- 
tion, English is becoming better known 
throughout the country. 


Administration of Government. PROTEC- 
TORATE — The Protectorate is administered 
under the Colonial Office by the Governor, 
who is assisted by Executive and Legislative 
Councils, which were first established in

1921. Full details of the existing appoint- 
ments are given in the following pages. 
Constitutional changes are likely to be an- 
nounced within the near future. The admini- 
stration of the African races is based on a 
system of decentralised or indirect rule. 
Treaties with the four territories having 
hereditary rulers — Buganda, Ankole, Toro 
and Bunyoro — form the basis of the rule in 
those areas. The country is divided into four 


provinces of which the kingdom of Buganda | 


is one. 


BUGANDA — Buganda is governed by 
the Kabaka through the Council of Ministers 
and the Lukiko. The Council of Ministers 
has six Ministers, Katikiro (Chief Minister) 
Omulamuzi (Chief Justice), Omuwanika 
(Treasurer), and the Ministers of Health 
Works and Education. The Lukiko has 
92 members and is presided over by a Speaker. 
More than 50% of the members are elected 
by the people. A system of County (Saza) 
and Sub-County (Gombolola) and Parish 
(Muruka) chiefs assisted by their councils 
and each responsible to his superior, runs 
throughout the country. The headquarters 
of Buganda is at Mengo. The Resident, 
with headquarters at Kampala, advises the 
Kabaka’s Government on Protectorate Gov- 
ernment policy. 


OUTSIDE BUGANDA — In the other 
three Provinces, Provincial Commissioners 
are in charge. For administrative purposes 
each Province is divided into Districts, Coun- 
ties, Sub-Counties and Parishes. In each 
District there is a District Council to which 
considerable responsibility has been entrusted 
under the District Council Ordinance, 1955. 
The District Council consists of chiefs and 
elected members enabling the local peasantry 
through their elected representatives to 
express their views on matters of local interest. 
Each Province has a Provincial Council 
whose functions are mainly advisory. Each 
African Local Government possesses __ its 
own Treasury and Funds, and _ estimates 
are prepared annually. Considerable changes 
in the organisation are now in process of 
development. 


The Eastern Province with headquarters 
at Mbale consists of the Districts of Busoga 
(H.Q. Jinja), Teso (H.Q. Soroti), Bukedi 
(H.Q. Mbale), Bugisu (H.Q. Mbale), and 
Mbale Township. The Western Province 
with headquarters at Fort Portal covers 
Bunyoro (H.Q. Hoima), Ankole (H.Q. Mba- 
rara), Toro (H.Q. Fort Portal), and Kigezi 
(H.Q. Kabale). The Northern Province with 
headquaters at Gulu consists of West Nile 
(H.Q. Arua), Acholi (H.Q. Gulu), Lango 
(H.Q. Lira), Karamoja (H.Q. Moroto), 
ind Madi Sub-District (H.Q. Moyo). 


Law and Justice. The law as administered 
in Uganda is mainly based on the principles 
of English law. The judiciary is composed 
of a High Court presided over by the Chief 
Justice and five Puisne Judges. Below 
that there are magistrates’ courts presided 
over by Resident Magistrates or Adminis- 
trative Officers, holding first, second or 
third class powers. Native courts, with 
powers varying according to the grade of 
chief presiding, administer Native Law; 
and the majority of cases between Africans 
under Protectorate law is also heard by these 
courts. In the case of Buganda, the Principal 
Court has complete power over the Baganda 
except in cases of rape, arson, manslaughter 
and murder 


Communities. Religions. Missions. Several 
Asian communities are to be found in Uganda 
— Arab, Goan, Indian, and Pakistani being 
the most prominent. The Indians are subdivi- 
ded into Hindus, Mohammedans (mostly 
Khoja), Sikhs, and Parsees. Pakistanis and 
Arabs are mainly Moslems while Goans are 
mainly Roman Catholics. The following beliefs 
are prominent among the Africans: 
Christianity (Protestant and Roman Catholic), 
Mohammedanism, Paganism. Mohammeda- 
nism was introduced into the country by Arabs 
in the time of Kabaka Mutesa. 


Protestant missionaries reached the country 
in 1877. Headquarters are on Namirembe 
Hill, which is now crowned with a Cathedral. 
The Uganda Diocese extends over Buganda, 
Busoga, and the west, while the Upper Nile 
Diocese is confined to the east and north of 
the Protectorate. The Africa Inland Mission 
works in the West Nile District. There are 
also branches of the Seventh Day Adventists 
and the Salvation Army; and, in Karamoja, 
stations of the Bible Churchmen’s Mission 
Society. 

The Roman Catholic Fathers arrived in 
1879 and made their headquaters at Rubaga 
(White Fathers’ Mission), where now stands 
a Cathedral. A second mission (St. Joseph’s, 
Mill Hill) has its headquarters at Nsambya. 
The White Fathers’ Missions work in Buganda 
and the Western Province; the Mill Hill 
Missions on the east of the Nile and in parts 
of Buganda. In the north the Verona Fathers 
Mission, with headquarters at Gulu, possess 
a magnificent cathedral. 


Commerce. The external trade of the 
country is negotiated almost entirely by 
non-Africans but in the retail field the African 
trader is taking an ever increasing part. In 
fact, the development has been most encoura- 
ging and some of the more prosperous are 
now seeking to enter the wholesale business. 
From that point, future development into 
the realms of external trade will eventually 
take place. Overseas buyers and manufac- 
turers alike should be giving some thought 
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LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL 


The Uganda Legislative Council consists 
of 62 members and the Speaker. The Council 
is divided into two sides, the Government 
side with 32 members and the Representative 
Members side with 30 members. The Govern- 
ment benches are made up of 3 ex-officio 
members, 14 ministers and officials, and 15 
backbenchers; the backbenchers are normally 
free to speak and vote as they wish but when 
Government applies the whip they are required 
to vote with the Government. The Re- 
presentative side has 15 Nominated Members 
(3 Africans, 6 Asians, 6 Europeans, all nomina- 
ted by the Governor) and 15 Elected Members. 
The latter are all Africans elected by popular 
vote in constituency elections, of which the 
first were held in October, 1958; owing to the 
refusal of the Buganda Kingdom to participate 
in these elections, there were as at 31st August, 
1959, 5 seats not taken up by the constituencies 
in Buganda. The composition of the Legis- 
lative Council as at 31st August, 1959, is given 
below. (Members of Council may take the 
prefix ‘“‘The Honourable” and the suffix 
“* M.L.C.” but these honorifics are omitted in 
the following list).

Constitutional Development 


It .s the declared policy of H. M. Govern- 
ment, acting through the Protectorate Govern- 
ment, that in 1961 direct elections on acommon 
roll shall be held for the election of members 
to the Representative side of Council. A 
committee, known as the Constitutional 
Committee, has been appointed ‘* To consider 
and to recommend to the Governor the form 
of direct elections on a common roll for 
Representative Members of the Legislative 
Council to be introduced in 1961, the number 
of representative seats to be filled under the 
above system, their allocation among the 
different areas of the Protectorate, and the 
method of ensuring that there will be adequate 
representation on the Legislative Council 
for non-Africans.”

Currency. The currency in circulation 
is the East African shilling which is legal 
tender throughout British East Africa, Twen- 
ty shillings make one pound sterling.

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EAST AFRICA HIGH 
COMMISSION 


The East Africa High Commission was 
established on the Ist January, 1948, to 
control and administer certain matters and 
services of common interest to the three 
Territories of Kenya, Tanganyika and Uganda, 
thus replacing the East African Governors’ 
Conference which had been responsible for all 
matters of inter-territorial interest. The High 
Commission consists of the Governors of 
Kenya, Tanganyika and Uganda, with the 
Governor of Kenya as Chairman. The 
following officers have been appointed to 
exercise the powers and duties of the High 
Commission: an Administrator; a Com- 
missioner for Transport; a Financial Secretary; 
a Postmaster General; a Legal Secretary; a 
Commissioner of Customs; and an Economic 
Secretary. 


The Services administered by the High 
Commission are: E. A. Railways and Harbours 
(this is a self-contained service under the 
Commissioner for Transport); Posts and 
Telecommunications (this is a self-contained 
service under the Postmaster General); Non- 
Self-Contained Services: Desert Locust Survey; 
E.A. Agriculture and Forestry Research 
Organisation; E.A. Civil Aviation Directorate; 
E.A. Customs and Excise Department; E.A. 
Fishery Research Organisation; E.A. Income 
Tax Department; E.A. Industrial Research 
Organisation; E.A. Literature Bureau; E.A. 
Institute of Malaria; E.A. Marine Fisheries 
Research Organisation; E.A. Institute of 
Medical Research; E.A. Meteorological 
Department; E.A. Office in London; E.A. 
Statistical Department; E.A. Trypanosomiasis 
Research Organisation; E.A. Veterinary Re- 
search Organisation; Lake Victoria Fisheries 
Service (now being disbanded); Royal East 
African Navy; Virus Research Institute; 
E.A. Leprosy Research Centre (The John 
Lowe Memorial). 


Large sums of money are spent by the High 
Commission each year on Research, e.g., 
Agricultural, Medical, Veterinary, Fisheries, 
etc. The financing of the High Commission 
is shared by the British Government, Kenya, 
Tanganyika, Uganda and Zanzibar. 


East Africa Central Legislative Assembly has 
been constituted to advise the High Commis- 
sion on matters of common interest to the 
Territories. The peoples of East Africa may 
through their representatives thus express 
their views on the services run by the High 
Commission and enact laws necessary for 
the operation of these services. The Assembly 
consists of a Speaker, six Nominated Members, 
seven ex-officio Members and twenty unofficial 
Members nominated or elected by all races. 
Uganda’s representatives are three Africans, 
three Europeaas and two Asians,

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EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 


The Executive Council, which is under the 
Presidency of and nominated by the Governor 
mainly, but nct necessarily, from amonst the 
Members of Legislative Council, consisted as at 
31st August, 1959, of 3 ex-officio members, 
8 Ministers, and Mr. C. A. L. Richards C.M.G. 
(the Resident Buganda) as follows: (1) The 
Chief Secretary, (2) The Attorney-General, 
(3) The Minister of Finance, (4) The Minister 
of Local Government, (5) The Minister of 
Natural Resources, (6) The Minister of Edu- 
cation and Labour, (7) The Minister of Com- 
merce and Industry, (8) The Minister of Lands 
and Mineral Development, (9) The Minister of 
Social Development, (10) The Minister of 
Health, (11) The Minister of Works, (12) Mr.

The Executive Council is comparable to the 
Cabinet in the western parliamentary system 
and it is in Executive Council that decisions are 
taken and policy implemented under the 
over-all authority of the legislation enacted 
by the Legislative Council. The phrase, 
which frequently occurs in Uganda laws, 
“subject to the Governor-in-Council” or 
words to that effect, means subject to the 
Governor’s decision taken in and with the 
advice of the Executive Council. 


THE LAWS OF UGANDA 


The laws of Uganda were revised in 1951 
when the previous codification, the 1935 
Edition, was brought up to date and recodified 
to include all legislation enacted up to and in 
force as at 31st December 1950. The 1951 
Edition, consisting of 8 volumes and an 
index volume, may be obtained from the 
Government Printer, Entebbe, Price 21 guineas 
(Shs.420/-) per set. The public may refer 
to these volumes without charge at Makerere 
College Library and Kampala Municipal 
Library. Legislation enacted on and after 
Ist January, 1951, is published periodically 
in the Uganda Gazette (Government Printer, 
P.O. Box 33, Entebbe, Price Shs. 60/- per annum 
and is reprinted and issued annually in bound 
volumes, also by the Government Printer. 
Laws of Uganda, 1958 Vol. 1 (Ordinances) is 
priced at Shs. 38/- and Vol. 2, (Subsidiary 
Legislation) is available at Shs.40/-.

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In 1958 the net imports of Uganda amounted 
to about £27 million. This is equivalent to an 
average annual expenditure of some Shs.100/- 
(£5) per head of the population and represents 
one-third of the total amount of money spent 
during the year by the people of Uganda. 


It is difficult to imagine what Uganda would 
be like if there were no imports, or if there was 
a substantially reduced quantity of imports. 
Most of the manufactured goods consumed in 
Uganda to-day come from overseas, as does 
the petrol that drives the motor cars, the oil that 
drives the trains, and the ink with which we 
write. The great changes that have taken 
place in Uganda during the last sixty years or so 
have depended to a very considerable extent 
upon the flow into Uganda of imported 
commodities. 


In this article we wish to discuss some 
important matters relating to Uganda’s 
imports. After some brief introductory re- 
marks by way of background we indicate 
some of the main changes that have occurred 
with respect to Uganda’s imports during the 
last ten years. We then take up in rather 
more detail two topics which are particularly 
interesting at the present time, namely the 
state of Uganda’s balance of payments, and the 
changes that are occurring with respect to 
Uganda’s trade with her East African neigh- 
bours. Then ina final section we try and look 
into the future and consider what is likely to 
happen to Uganda’s imports during the next 
five years or so. 


Background 


Less than sixty years ago the only way in 
which man could reach Uganda was by 
walking, and the way in which goods entered 
or left the country, or were transported within 
it, was on the human head. In these cir- 
cumstances it is not surprising that the quantity 
of goods entering Uganda from the outside 
world was small and the prices of them high. 


Most of the statistics used in this article have been 
taken from the 1958 edition of the Uganda Statistical 
Abstract. All interested in the Uganda economy are 

tly indebted to the work of the East African Statistical 

artment, the Uganda branch of which produced 
the Abstract and has produced so many other valuable 
publications. 


Till the completion of the railway from 
Mombasa to Kisumu in 1902 the cost of 
moving goods to and from the coast was quite 
prohibitive for all except a very narrow range 
of goods — ivory, of course, being the classical 
example of a commodity that could bear the 
cost of transport. It has been estimated that 
before the construction of the railway the cost 
of conveying goods from the coast to Uganda 
was about £240 a ton. This is approximately 
6/- per ton mile. At the present time the 
average cost of transport by rail on the East 
African Railways and Harbours railway 
network is about 20 cents per ton mile. It 
seems likely that the coming of the railway very 
probably reduced the cost of transport from 
the coast to something like a thirtieth of the 
previous figure. Undoubtedly, too, trade was 
indirectly stimulated for delivery became 
much more regular and certain and there 
was a tremendous reduction in the amount 
of capital that had to be locked up in stocks 
and working capital. 


But though the existence of a rail link with 
Mombasa was a necessary pre-requisite for 
the growth of imports the completion of the 
railway did not automatically ensure a great 
upsurge in Uganda’s consumption of imported 
goods, for imported goods have to be paid 
for! Though in a superficial sense they have 
to be paid for with money it is fairly obvious 
that, more fundamentally, it is necessary to 
export commodities so as to obtain the foreign 
exchange with which to buy imports. (If it is 
possible to persuade foreigners to lend or— 
better still—give the country foreign exchange 
then, of course, it is possible to get imports 
without first having to sell exports.) 


In 1902 it was by no means clear what was 
to be the export commodity which would 
travel down the railway and then on to the 
outside world to earn foreign exchange. 
No minerals had been discovered and apart 
from ivory the only obvious existing possible 
commodities seemed to be hides and skins, 
which were already known but had now become 
marketable with the improvements in the 
transport system, and certain wild or semi-wild 
products of the country such as rubber, coffee, 
and chillies. 


As is well known the Uganda Government 
of the day and many private persons tried a 
number of products including groundnuts, 
tea, cocoa, sugar and coffee in their search 
for one that would earn foreign exchange and 
after many attempts and experiments cotton 
turned out to be the winner. 


It was Uganda’s good fortune that the 
period following the completion of the railway 
was a period in which there was a substantial 
scarcity of raw materials in general and of raw 
cotton in particular. There was thus a ready

market for Uganda’s cotton so long as a 
reasonable level of quality could be achieved. 
Cotton production and exports expanded 
rapidly after 1905. In that year 241 bales of 
cotton were exported representing about 
£1,000. Five years later the total had risen to 
over 13,000 bales of a value of £165,000. 
By 1925 nearly 200,000 bales of cotton were 
being exported with a value of £4 million. 
With the export of cotton, money became 
available to the cotton growers, to the various 
middlemen that purchased and marketed the 
commodity and, through taxation, to the 
Government, and a good proportion of this 
money was spent: on imports. Thus the 
growth of exports helped and encouraged and, 
indeed, brought about the growth of imports, 
and goods from all over the world began to be 
available and purchased in the country. 
The Tables on the opposite page show the 
growth of exports and imports from 1905. 


In considering ‘the growth of imports 
and exports following the introduction of 
cotton, it is important not to exaggerate 
the speed at which developments occurred. 
At the end of the first world war the money 
economy in Uganda consisted of little else 
besides the purchase and export of 25,000 bales 
of cotton representing less than £1 million. 
This was after more than ten years of cotton 
growing in Uganda and after over twenty 
years of British administration. And the 
position ten years later did not really represent 
a change that could be termed an economic 
revolution. A recent calculation by Mr. C. C. 
Wrigley (lately of the East African Institute of 
Social Research) for 1928/9, which was a 
cotton season of high yields and good prices, 
estimates that the cotton crop yielded approxi- 
mately £7 to every taxpayer in Busoga and £6 
to every taxpayer in Buganda and in the other 
parts of the Eastern Province. It is clear that 
the sums of money which could then be spent 
on imports were not very great - and the 
Position at the start of the second world war 
was not fundamentally different from this. 


Post - War Pattern 


_The growth of Uganda’s foreign trade 
since the end of the second world war has been 
dramatic: in 1955 imports reached a total of 
nearly £34 million compared with only 
£3.4 million in 1945 and although there has 
been a slight decline since then these imports 
are still about nine times greater than they 
were at the end of the war. A substantial part 
of this great increase has been due to changes 
in the level of prices but the volume of imports 
has _also increased very considerably. A 
significant improvement in the prices of 
Uganda’s exports relatively to her imports, 
and a tremendous increase in the production 


and export of coffee led to a great expansion in 
the country’s money economy and thus to an 
increase in her imports. 


From an economic point of view Uganda 
is very much a dependent economy in the 
sense that a high proportion of her money 
national income is derived directly or in- 
directly from exports. In 1958 exports were 
56 per cent of the money national income, a' d 
when one takes into account the indirect 
influence of money derived from export 
earnings it is likely that more than 75 per cent 
of the money income in the country is linked to 
exports. Changes in the amount of income 
derived from exports, therefore, have a definite 
effect on the level of imports via the level 
of money income. Table 3 opposite in- 
dicates the relationship between imports, 
exports and money income in recent years and 
their interdependence. 


As soon as one tries to make a detailed 
analysis of the changes in the pattern and 
structure of Uganda’s import trade since 
the war one comes up against serious statistical 
problems. No easy direct comparison between 
the published international trade figures of 
recent years and those of only five or ten years 
ago is possible because of changes in the way 
in which they have been compiled. The 
changes made have generally been for the 
better and in the direction of achieving inter- 
national standardization, nevertheless the 
problem is there; except for aggregate totals 
and figures with respect to individual com- 
modities, changes in the grouping of com- 
modities and in the general treatment of the 
statistical material makes easy comparison 
impossible. What follows, therefore, can 
only be an attempt to indicate the broad pic- 
ture. 


First, let us consider the parts of the world 
from which Uganda obtains her imports, 
Table 4 gives, in summary form, the main 
information. It is not possible to make a 
direct comparisoh of the position between 
the periods after and before 1956. Before 
1956 the statistical material was compiled in 
such a way as to give information about 
country of origin for all Uganda’s imports. 
Since 1956 information has only been available 
for direct imports - that is to say imports 
which do not come to Uganda via Kenya. 
This is a very important point as a consider- 
able proportion of Uganda’s imports - some 
40 per cent - are invoiced in the first instance 
to Nairobi or Mombasa warehouses. This 
voint is touched on in a later section of the 
article. It is fairly clear, however, that the 
main suppliers of the Uganda market are 
the United Kingdom, Japan and West Ger- 
many.

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Secondly, it is interesting to note the changes 
in the composition of Uganda’s imports 
during the last few years. Again there are 
considerable statistical difficulties. We give 
some information in Table 5 opposite relating 
to the changes in the composition of net 
imports for 1951/1958 using the Standard 
International Trade Classification system, 


In recent years there have been few major 
changes in the composition of imports. 
Food imports are relatively more important 
than they used to be, following improvements 
in the transport system, and the great increase 
in imports of oils is associated with the 
continued growth in the number of motor 
vehicles. During the last few years imports of 
motor cars have averaged 250-300 per month 
and this is likely to continue. A significant 
feature has been the enormously rapid growth 
of imports of synthetic fabrics. As is clear 
in Table 2 piece goods, especially cotton 
textiles, have traditionally occupied a major 
place in Uganda’s imports. In the middle 
1930’s such imports accounted for as much as 
25 to 30 per cent of all imports but in more 
recent years the proportion has declined, 
being 12 per cent in 1955 and no more than 5 
per cent in 1958, These imports have been 
replaced in part by domestic production from 
Nyanza Textiles but more significantly by a 
vast increase in the inflow of synthetic fabrics. 


Some of the other trends revealed by the 
Table are associated with the changes in the 
rate of capital formation. The increase in 
imports of machinery and transport equip- 
ment from £5 million in 1951 to over £10 
million in 1955 was a reflection of the large 
scale capital investment projects at Jinja and 
the western extension of the railway, 
Kampala to Kasese, which were occurring 
at that time. 


Another interesting point to notice relates 
to the item described as Miscellaneous Transac- 
tions. These consist for the most part of 
imports by parcel post and their high level 
of over £3 million in 1955 was the result of the 
congestion in Mombasa and on the railway at 
the time ‘and the consequent slowness of handl- 
ing and moving ordinary freight. Faced with 
these problems many firms decided to have 
small packages sent by parcel post instead of 
in the normal - and cheaper - way. As the 
transport situation improved so has this 
traffic declined. 


Balance of Payments 


One of the most surprising and puzzling 
features of the Uganda economy is her favour- 
able balance of trade. Throughout the 
whole of the post-war period - and, indeed, 
in the 1930’s as well - Uganda’s exports 
have greatly exceeded her imports. Since 


1945 the excess of exports over imports has 
on average’ been about 45 per cent of her 
exports. In the light of the view stated 
earlier in this article of the effect of export 
earnings via the level of money incomes on 
the level of imports this is most ‘strange. 
It is particularly strange in that most under- 
developed and developing countries tend to 
have an import surplus (Kenya, for instance, 
has a very large import surplus. each year) 
the excess quantity of imports being financed 
by the import of capital. Instead of being a 
capital importing country Uganda seems to be 
the “‘ freak ” case of a poor country exporting 
capital 4- lending money - to her richer 
neighbours. 


In 1957 Uganda’s foreign visible exports 
totalled just under £47 million and foreign 
visible imports were slightly below £29 million 
giving an export surplus of some £18 million, 
equivalent to 38 per cent of her exports. But 
these figures do not cover the whole of 
Uganda’s ‘economic relationships with the 
rest of the world. To complete the picture 
requires information about the balance of 
payments as a whole. No such official 
estimates have been made but recent work by 
one of the authors of this article (T. A. 
Kennedy, Uganda’s Balance of Payments 
1949-1957, East African Economics Review, 
July 1959) throws some light on the whole 
complicated topic, and in particular it reveals 
some of the reasons why the balance of trade 
statistics need considerable adjustment and 
modification. The following are some of the 
adjustments that are needed. 


In the first place the simple balance of 
foreign imports and exports takes no account 
of interterritorial trade. Up till 1956 Uganda 
had a surplus on her trade with her East 
African neighbours but since then - following 
inter alia the removal of cigarette production 
to Nairobi - she has had a deficit. Secondly, 
the simple calculation takes no account of 
transport costs from Mombasa to Uganda. 
As all foreign imports and exports are valued 
at Mombasa the former are under-valued 
by the amount it costs to carry them from the 
coast to the Uganda border, and the latter are 
over-valued by the cost of the freight between 
the Uganda border and the coast. An adjust- 
ment for this item is shown in lines 3 and 10 of 
Table 6. Thirdly, there is all the expenditure 
undertaken by Uganda residents on travel 
overseas and in the rest of East Africa; pay- 
ments to foreign air and sea transport comp- 
anies, salaries and pensions remitted abroad, 
Payments to overseas educational institutions 
and insurance companies, remissions of 
interest and profits by private and official 
bodies and so on. All such payments tend 
to reduce the apparent surplus of exports over 
inports - though it must not be forgotten

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that there are payments in’ the opposite 
direction as well; for Uganda’s residents 
obtain receipts from foreigners for reasons 
other than the sale of goods. However, the 
evidence is that there is an excess of payments 
over such receipts which tend, of course, to 
reduce the apparent surplus very considerably. 
Table 6 opposite represents the best guess we 
can make at constructing an estimate of 
Uganda’s balance of payments. 


It would appear that in 1957 Uganda 
had a surplus on current account of about 
£7.6 million. The various additional material 
we have introduced has therefore reduced the 
apparent surplus of nearly £18 million to a 
much smaller total. 


However, the surplus remains and the 
question arises as to what happens to it. 
Moreover, there is fairly reliable information 
about the various external capital transactions 
of public bodies and in 1957 it is estimated 
that some £3.42 million came into Uganda on 
thiscount. It would seem therefore, that some 
£11.0 million has to be accounted for rather 
than the £ 7.6 million alone. This very large 
amount of money may have been lent or given 
to people outside Uganda. The “ may ” must 
be stressed as this final item should not be 
regarded as an exact measure of the outflow 
of private capital but more realistically as a 
measure of unrecorded items of which private 
capital movements are but one - although an 
important one. It is quite likely, for instance, 
that some of Uganda’s imports are unrecorded 
and there is also the fact that the Kenya firms, 
which handle the imports which are first 
consigned to Kenya but then enter Uganda, 
get substantial payments for their services. 
No estimate of this has been made. Whatever 
figure is placed on these items reduces the 
final balance and, therefore, reduces the 
amount that would seem to be sent away from 
Uganda. 


Nevertheless, there would seem to be 
little doubt that there is an export of capital 
from Uganda to a quite substantial extent - 
perhaps amounting to some £6 million in 1957. 
If this money had been retained and invested 
in Uganda the level of money incomes would 
have been higher and thus the level of imports. 
Alternatively, the money could have been used 
directly to bring in much needed imports of 
capital or consumption goods. The full 
explanation of the “ freak ’” Uganda position 
waits on much more detailed research than we 
have been able to do so far. 


Interterriterial Trade 


Little trade can be expected to take place 
between countries whose economies are 


closely similar, and with most of East Africa 
having a very large subsistence sector the bulk 
of interterritorial trade consisted for many 
years in the movement of food crops from 
areas of temporary surplus to districts where 
climatic conditions had produced local short- 
ages. Indeed, such movements of food crops 
still has importance. However, it is only as 
regional specialisation develops and particular 
areas come to develop cost advantages in the 
production of particular lines of goods that 
a permanent basis for trade can be established. 
This stage has now been reached in the case of 
certain regions and certain lines of production 
in East Africa. Under the combined influence 
of European settlement and the economic 
policies of the Kenya Government a flourishing 
meat and dairying industry has grown up in the 
Kenya Highlands. In Uganda there has been 
the establishment of a plantation sugar 
industry. Also, in various districts, small 
industrial centres are appearing with specialised 
Products designed to meet the needs of the 
wider East African market. It is from this 
kind of regional specialisation that the con- 
siderable and increasing internal trade between 
Kenya, Uganda, and Tanganyika has dev- 
eloped. 


It is often assumed that the existence 
of a population of approximately 20 million 
People within East Africa provides a ready 
made market to justify the establishment of 
industries, but apart from the very low incomes 
of most of this population there is the fact of 
their economic accessibility. The local 
density of population and the pattern of 
transport and communications are probably 
the most important determinants of the flow 
of trade within the region. The railway which 
provides Uganda’s link with the outside world 
is also the channel by which local produce 
passes between her and Kenya, and similarly 
the relative accessibility of the various parts of 
Tanganyika by road, rail or lake determines 
the extent to which trade can take place 
between her and her neighbours. For many 
commodities the whole of East Africa cannot 
be regarded as a single market and transport 
considerations are often of vital importance in 
determining the position and health of parti- 
cular industries. 


There are two types of interterritorial trade 
which must be distinguished. First, there 
is the transfer of goods of foreign origin, and, 
secondly, there is the trade in local produce and 
manufactures. The transfer of imported goods 
is important because it reflects the develop- 
ment of entrepot activities within the region and 
also the general structure of the firms re- 
sponsible for the import trade. It is difficult 
to obtain any exact statistical measurement of 
the changes which have taken place in these 
interterritorial transfers in recent years because 
as already noticed the method of Presenting the

international trade statistics has undergone 
changes which make comparison impossible 
over any lengthy period, but the current 
position is clear and there are certain inferences 
pick may be drawn regarding the general 
trend. 


Only about 60 per cent of Uganda’s total 
imports are directly consigned to importers in 
the Protectorate. The remainder are, in the 
main, imported into Kenya and warehoused 
there for subsequent distribution to the Uganda 
market. Thus, for example, in 1958 Uganda’s 
“direct ” imports amounted to £15.8 million 
while her “ net ” imports totalled £27.0 million 
- the balance of £11.2 million being the net 
transfers of imports from and to the other 
territories. 


A number of factors play a part in deter- 
mining the volume of these transfers and it has 
to be appreciated that the proportion of 
“ direct ” to “ net’ imports is by no means 
uniform over the whole range of commodities. 
Very nearly all government imports are directly 
consigned to Uganda and these totalled nearly 
£2 million in 1958, also all those goods for 
which import licences are required are directly 
consigned to the licensee and these accounted 
for a further £5 million. On the other hand, 
and at the opposite extreme, virtually no fuel 
and lubricating oils are directly consigned 
to Uganda. In all these cases there are 
special administrative or technical reasons 
determining the flow of trade but beyond 
these and in the vast range of other imports 
the most important factor, is the structure of 
private commerce and business in the three 
territories, which for reasons of geography and 
the economic advantages of close association 
with one another, tends to be heavily weighted 
at the Kenya point of the interterritorial 
triangle. Most of the major importing firms 
which operate on an East African basis main- 
tain head offices and warehousing and handling 
facilities for breaking bulk and distribution in 
either Nairobi or Mombasa. Kenya un- 
doubtedly enjoys natural advantages within 
the three territories for the performance of 
this entrepot function and especially vis-a-vis 
Uganda, but they are the kind of advantages 
which are cumulative and the more firms there 
are which specialise in this aspect of dis- 
tribution the greater are the advantages derived 
by others from establishing themselves in the 
same place. It is significant that no less than 
15 per cent of Kenya’s national income is 
derived from ‘commerce, finance and in- 
surance” and a significant proportion of this 
must be due to the development of the entrepot 
trade which provides incomes for workers 
engaged in warehousing, bulk breaking, and 
general handling and also profits for the firms 


concerned.

It is possible that the official statistics 


underestimate the value of imports reaching 
Uganda via Kenya. 
Uganda’s imports travel by rail and are not 
accepted by the railway authorities without 
the appropriate consignor’s declaration to the 
Customs Department there is a substantial and 
probably growing volume of traffic by road and 
this may very well be underrecorded. This 
would not only lead to an underestimation of 
Uganda’s interterritorial balance of trade but 
also to a loss of customs revenue - which 
much more significant.

The second aspect of interterritorial trade is 


the traffic in local produce and manufactures 
and this has particular relevance to Uganda’s 
position within the regional economy because 
of her geographical position - the easy rail 
link with Kenya - and her reliance now and 
for the foreseeable future on a peasant cash 
crop economy. As has been said already 


trade depends on specialisation and it is, 


therefore, of interest to see what pattern of 


specialisation seems to be developing and how 
Uganda is sharing in it. 

Uganda would appear to have two main 
advantages for the exploitation of opportuni- 
ties for interterritorial trade. First, she is 
geographically well situated in relation to the 
populous areas around the shores of Lake 
Victoria, and, second, she has already a fairly 
well developed cash economy (albeit based on 
the peasant production of export crops) which 
means that the inhibiting forces of the sub- 
sistence economy are weaker than in many 
other areas. Against this, however, is the fact 
that at present few industries which have any 
choice in the location of their activities have 
opted for Uganda, and indeed one major 
manufacturing unit has in recent years moved 
from Uganda to Nairobi. 

Since 1945 the total value of interterritorial 
trade in locally produced goods has risen from 
about £4 million to over £21 million (in 1958), 
and what is more important it has risen steadily 
year by year and without any of the fluctuations 
to which foreign trade has been subject (see 
table on page 38 above). Moreover, this ex- 
pansion means that a large part of the East 
African economy is now being geared towards 
the internal market and that dependence on 
overseas export markets is diminishing. The 
effects of this trend are, however, not being 
experienced evenly over the whole regiof as is 
clearly shown in Table 7 page 44. (In the Table 
“* Total Exports ”’ and ‘* Total Imports ” mean 
the sum of overseas trade and interterritorial 
trade.) 
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This Table No. 7 shows th@extent to which 
the three territories rely on the rest of East 
Africa as a market for their produce and 
also the extent to which they look to the other 
two territories to meet their need for imports. 
Almost one-third of Kenya’s total sales outside 
her own territorial boundaries are made to 
the rest of East Africa while in the case of 
Uganda the proportion is only one-tenth. 
On the import side Uganda receives about one- 
sixth of all her “ foreign ” requirements from 
the other two territories. 


There is a second indicator of the importance 
of interterritorial trade which may be con- 
sidered before looking at some of its wider 
economic implications. Foreign trade can 
be an important element in determining the 
size of a country’s national income and _ this is 
as true of trade within East Africa as it is of 
overseas trade. At present Kenya’s exports 
to the rest of EastAfrica are running at about 
£13 million while her total of money incomes is 
about £140 million. Approximately 9 per cent 
therefore of her money incomes are derived 
from sales to the rest of East Africa while only 
about 4 per cent of those incomes are spent on 
purchases from the other East African ter- 
ritories. 


Traditionally most of the trade between 
the three territories has been in the form of 
foodstuffs, beverages, and tobacco products, 
and even to-day these items make up more than 
70 per cent of the total. In the 1930's, 
however, the proportion was much higher, 
the range of goods much narrower, and the 
form in which they were traded was very 
much simpler. Nowadays foodstuffs are 
canned, packaged, and branded to an increas- 
ing extent and sell in direct competition with 
the imported and internationally known 
articles. The development of food processing 
industries has become an important element 
in the regional specialisation to which re- 
ference has already been made, and in any 
development of secondary industries within 
East Africa this type of activity will obviously 
havea very high place. Alongside the increas- 
ing sophistication of the traditional articles 
there is also the growing proportion of produc- 
tion and trade of goods which fall outside the 
food, drink, and tobacco groups. Almost 
one-third of Uganda’s imports from Kenya 
now consist of such manufactured goods as 
household utensils, soap, cement, steel doors 
and windows, clothing, foot-wear, blankets etc., 
and there is no doubt that in many cases these 
articles are coming to replace the articles 
imported from overseas. By contrast, and in 
spite of developments in the last two years 
when electric energy and piecegoods for 
example have been exported from Uganda to a 
value of about £500,000, the range of 
Uganda’s exports to the rest of East Africa 


remains narrowly based on sugar, tobacco, 
and cotton seed oil. An obvious consequence 
of all this is that there will tend to be a loss of 
revenue to the Uganda Government of import 
duties which will not be compensated for by 
an increase in incomes within the country _ 
resulting from the growth of her own industries. ~ 
Unless some scheme of fiscal compensation 
can be devised it is likely that revenue pressures 
will force the Uganda Government to review 
the economic advantages and disadvantages to 
Uganda of the East African Customs Union. 


Fature Trends 


In this final section it is desired to consider at 
some little length what is likely to happen to 
Uganda’s general level of imports during the 
next few years and then, very briefly, the likely 
trends as regards composition and country 
of origin. 


Two interconnected factors are pre-eminent 
in influencing the volume of imports during 
the next few years. First, the general level of 
money income and second, the extent to which 
industries develop in Uganda which are able to 
supply goods at present imported. We will 
take the latter factor first. 


With the two possible exceptions of (a) 
cotton textiles and a related clothing industry 
and (b) the development of the Sukulu mine- 
rals it is difficult to think of any likely in- 
dustrial or mining development in Uganda 
which could affect at all substantially her 
demand for imports; and in present circum- 
stances the possibility of getting the vast 
amounts of capital needed for such projects 
seems remote. The word “ substantially ” 
needs to be emphasized for we do not wish to 
imply that there is little scope for industry in 
Uganda. On the contrary there seems to us 
plenty of opportunity for industrial develop- 
ment. Indeed, there is a tendency to forget 
the quite considerable industrial sector that 
exists probably because — for the most part— 
industrial plants are small and not operated 
by large well known firms. 


There are undoubtedly some removable 
bottle-necks to the development of industry 
in Uganda — lack of technical knowledge 
generally and the lack of proper links between 
those possessing technical knowledge, capital, 
and business sense — but as has been pointed 
out so often the main factors holding back 
industry in Uganda are lack of cheap raw 
materials and the size of the market. The first 
of these is unlikely to change during the period 
we are considering and the prospects with 
respect to the latter are discussed below. Ifthe 
market does expand because of an increase in 
People’s incomes then we would expect that 
not only would imports expand but also 
that there would be a general, though slower, 
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growth in Uganda’s industrial sector. As 
demand expands forms of industrial activity 
previously uneconomic become economic and 
labour, capital and business enterprise will tend 
to exploit the new opportunities. It seems 
doubtful, however, if in the time span we have 
in mind — five years or so — and excluding 
the exceptional possibilities mentioned above, 
there is likely to be an expansion of local 
industries sufficiently great to lead us to take 
it explicitly into account in considering the 
general level of imports as distinct from its 
detailed composition. 


Earlier in this article we stressed the 
economic dependence of Uganda; the fact 
that a high proportion of her money income 
comes from export earnings — and 85 per cent 
of that from two crops. To try and guess what 
is likely to happen to Uganda’s money income 
necessitates, therefore, an attempt at estimating 
Uganda’s earnings from cotton and coffee. 
As is well known the export prices of cotton 
and coffee have been falling in recent years. 
To maintain the value of exports requires 
greater production. From the point of view 
of money income which is our main concern 
there is an additional factor namely, the 
accumulation or disbursements of funds by the 
statutory Marketing Boards. 


In 1957 the growers received £23.7 million 
for their cotton and coffee production and 
the Marketing Boards made “ profits” of 
£800,000. In 1958 the growers received 
£23.1 million and the Marketing Boards made 
“a loss” of £1.6 million. In 1959 it is 
expected (Background to the Budget, 1959) 
that the growers will receive roughly the same 
amount, £23.2 million, but to ensure this the 
Marketing Boards will have to pay out £4.6 
million from their accumulated reserves — 
which at the end of 1958 stood at about 
£20 million (exeluding the sums lent to the 
Uganda Government to finance capital 
expenditure.) Peis 


By means of these payments out of the Price 
Assistance Fund it has been possible to main- 
tain the level of growers incomes in face of 
falling export prices and thus ensure a generally 
stable level of mioney incomes (see Table 3 
above). 


The 1959 forecast was based on an estimate 
for the 1958/9 crop season of 395,000 bales 
of cotton, 83,000 tons of robusta coffee and 
4,000 tons of arabica coffee. These estimates 
represented an increase of some 13 per cent for 
cotton and 15 per cent for robusta coffee over 
what was actually achieved in the previous year. 
The average price to the grower assumed in 
the 1959 income forecast mentioned above was 
46 cents a Ib. in the case of cotton and 65 cents 
in the case of coffee; these were, of course, in 
excess of what the export price would justify. 


In the absence of miracles (of production 
or price increases) it seems to us most unlikely 
that over the nett five years or so there will bea 
significant increase in Uganda’s money income 
for we do not see that there are grounds for 
much confidence as regards a considerable 
increase taking place in growers incomes. 


It is difficult to be optimistic about cotton 
Production. With all the,fforts of the Agricul- 
tural Department and the research of Namu- 
longe there seems to be little evidence that yields 
per acre have increased qver the years though 
yields per person engaged in cultivation may 
have done so. Acreages under cultivation 
have gone up but with the exception of the 
great success achieved last year (1958/9 crop 
year) when over two million acres were planted 
for the first time, the upward trend in recent 
years has not been very marked; in the 1957/8 
season, for example, only the same acreage was 
planted as chad been planted almost ten years 
years previously in 1949/50. It seems to us 
most doubtful if it would be wise to estimate 
for an average crop of, more than 400,000 
bales over the next five years or so. 


We doubt if it is reasonable to expect 
an export price of more than 200 cents (24 
pence) a lb. This is equivalent to a grower’s 
price of about 40 cents a lb. The estimate 
for 1959 for growers income was based on 
a price of 46 cents, thus the income figure 
(net of the Price Assistance Fund’s subsidy) 
needs to be reduced by about 10% to get the 
probable long-run income from cotton. 


With coffee the position is a good deal better. 
It seems reasonable to be able to count on 
a long-run average price of about 170/- a cwt. 
which is equal to about 60 cents a Ib. to the 
grower. The 1959 assumed price to the 
grower was 65 cents. As regards production 
the picture looks quite bright. In recent years 
acreages under coffee have increased quite 
rapidly. After being fairly static at about 
150,000 acres in the period 1946/50 acreages 
began to increase and reached over 400,000 
acres in 1957. There is a substantial time lag 
of four years or so before coffee trees begin to 
bear fruit on any reasonable scale and we 
have not yet really begun to benefit from 
the large increase in acreages under the crop. 
Some 62,000 tons of robusta coffee were sold 
during 1958 by Africans and it is believed that 
a crop approaching 100,000 tons might 
be reached in five years or so — the great 
question being the state of the existing (old) 
trees and the availability of labour to pick a 
crop of that magnitude. If such a crop figure 
were achieved one would be envisaging a two- 
thirds expansion in total coffee production 
which would go some way to off-set the small 
expected decline in price as compared with the 
1958/9 level. 


Even if one takes an optimistic view of 
coffee it seems difficult to visualise how the 
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total income of African growers (of cotton and 
coffee) five years or so from now could be much 
— if at all — greater than the level expected in 
1959 which includes a draft of £5 million upon 
the Price Assistance Funds. The level it is 
hoped to achieve in 1959 is in itself no more 
than the level reached in 1956, and the 
position could easily be much worse. 

The conclusion of this analysis is rather 
pessimistic. It seems unlikely to us that the 
level of cotton and coffee earnings will go up 
and, therefore, unlikely that the level of money 
national income as a whole or the level of 
imports will rise very much during the next five 
years. 

As regards the composition of imports, it 
is doubtful whether there will be any major 
structural changes. The main factors which 
affect the composition of imports are twofold: 
first, the pattern of consumption expenditure 
adopted by individuals in the various racial 
and income groups and by the Government, 
and, second, the level of capital investment 
being carried out by public and private bodies. 

Among consumer goods imports (under 
which heading we may include piece goods, 
clothing, domestic appliances, cycles and motor 
cars), which at present account for about one 
third of all Uganda’s imports, it does not seem 
likely that there will be any marked change as 
long as incomes are maintained at around 
their present level. There may well be 
a continuation of such shifts within the general 
total as we have already noticed in the case of 
the substitution of artificial fabrics for those of 
natural fibres in response to relative price 
movements, for there is no doubt that a 
basically low income market is especially 
sensitive to such price differentials. A further 
factor is the ‘lumpiness’ of demand for durable 
consumer goods, and here the case of bicycles 
provides an illustration. In 1949 24,497 
bicycles were imported and under the influence 
of rising incomes the figure rose year by year 
until 1953 when the total numbers imported 
reached nearly 113,000. In the following year 
the number almost halved and only the coffee 
boom of 1955 pushed the total back up to 
98,221. Since then the numbers have fallen 
year by year until in 1958 they were no higher 
than 28,699 — little more than a decade 
previously when African money incomes were 
only about a half of their 1958 level. These 
figures suggest that the saturation point 
may well have been reached under the quite 
exceptional income conditions of the early 
and middle 1950’s and that demand is unlikely 
to pick up until the 1952 and 1953 madels come 
to be replaced. A similar pattern of ir- 
regularity could well occur in a number of 
other durable consumer goods which ex- 
perienced a very high demand up to about 1955. 

With regard to capital goods the role of 
Government is a critical one in determining the 
general economic climate in Uganda although, 


perhaps, it is of less importance as a deter- 
minant of the level of imports than is some- 
times imagined. Total capital formation in 
1957 was estimated to be about £21 million 
of which the Protectorate Government account- 
ed for £6.3 million and the non-Government 
sector for some £11.6 million. The balance 
was made up by expenditure by High Com- 
mission Services and - Local Governments. 
The important point in relation to imports, 
however, is that in the Government total only 
some 6 per cent consisted of Plant and Machi- 
nery and Vehicles which would presumably all 
be imported whilst the remainder was in the 
form of building in which the import content 
would be only a part. In the non-Govern- 
ment sector more than two thirds of the £11.6 
million consisted of Plant and Machinery and 
vehicles, There was a period in the mid 1950’s 
when a number of large projects were being 
undertaken in Uganda: Kilembe and the 
western railway extension, the Owen Falls 
Dam, and the Jinja textile factory. All of 
these involved large capital imports and 
unless similar projects appear on the horizon 
in the next few years (an eventuality which 
seems unlikely) there seems little prospect 
of any major increase in capital goods imports. 
Moreover, the Government itself is being 
compelled under pressure of financial stringen- 
cy to run down its capital development pro- 
gramme, although some relief has recently 
been forthcoming in the form of C.D. & W. 
grants totalling £3 million over the next five 
years. 

In the private sector, too, it would seem as if 
little major expansion is likely to take place. 
The not inconsiderable capital outflow has 
been mentioned and a stationary level of 
national income coupled with political un- 
certainties scarcely provide the climate to 
encourage investment. This is not to suggest, 
however, that the conditions are likely to 
be permanent. Given the opportunity for 
increased sales of agricultural produce incomes 
can rise again and political conditions and 
businessmen’s expectations are a_ highly 
volatile factor. Ona long term view Uganda’s 
Present capital stock should be seen against 
the background of its mammoth capital needs. 

In turning to likely future developments in 
the direction from which imports are likely 
to come the picture is perhaps a little clearer. 
The most obvious trend in recent years has 
been the growth of Western German, Japanese 
and Kenya imports and the decline in those 
from the United Kingdom. In part this 
trend is a reflection of the changing trends in 
the composition of imports mentioned above 
and to the extent that these continue unchecked 
then the same movement can be expected to 
continue in the origin of imports. The great 
majority of Uganda’s imports from Japan 
consist of synthetic fabrics and as_ these 
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have grown at the expense of cotton so has 
Japan’s share of imports replaced supplies 
from such traditional sources as the United 
Kingdom and India. As these synthetic 
fabrics provide one of the few dynamic features 
of Uganda’s import trade it is Worth noting 
that in 1957 the United Kingdom provided less 
than 2 per cent of the total imports of 28 million 
yards valued at over £2} million. In an 
industry which is as highly capitalised as that 
producing synthetic fibres the cry of ‘cheap 
labour’ cannot be raised with quite the same 
force as it can in other industries. Moreover, 
the other country which is coming to occupy 
a greater share of the Uganda market is 
Western Germany, and here the competition 
is expressing itself in durable consumer goods 
such as motor cars, radio sets, refrigerators, 
etc. It seems to be in these sectors of textiles 
and durable consumer goods that the United 
Kingdom's competitive position is weakest, 
and at a time when capital investment is 
declining the demand for those goods in which 
Britain’s competitive advantage is greatest is 
also falling. A recovery in investment might 
assist Britain in retaining her position for 
which, in Uganda, she has such advantages 
in the connections which the larger commercial 
firms and the Government have with the 
United Kingdom. 


Uganda being a market in which no pre- 
ferences or discriminatory duties are permitted, 
goods from all countries compete on equal 
terms and it is therefore a matter of prices, 
quality, sales promotion, and after sales 
service which are the determinants of the 
pattern of consumers’ expenditure and imports 
in this range of goods. 


The case of Kenya is a special one, but here 
too the nature of the goods imported is an 
important factor, for the majority of them 
come into the consumer goods category where 
such buoyancy as exists is strongest. There 
is also the fact that Kenya’s industrial develop- 
ment is in an early stage and that an increased 
range of goods and also increasing productivity 
are to be expected as time goes on. Whilst 
imports from overseas have fluctuated con- 
siderably in recent years those from Kenya 
have risen without interruption even when 
incomes in Uganda were falling. 


In the light of these suggestive trends, 
therefore, we would expect to find that over 
the next few years the share of Japan, Western 
Germany, and Kenya in Uganda’s imports 
will tend to grow at the expense of the United 
Kingdom provided that there are no attempts 
by the Government to steer Uganda’s trade 
one way or the other. However, it is not 


unlikely that there will be some government 
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interference. We have already hinted at some 
of the problems that arise with respect to 
imports of manufactured goods from Kenya 
and the revision of the East African tariff in 
1958 had the effect of discriminating against 
cheap goods from Japan. In that revision the 
emphasis on specific as compared with ad 
valorem duties had the effect, even if it was 
not designed to have such an effect, of dis- 
criminating against goods from Japan — and 
also Hong Kong. As_ regards Western 
Germany it may well be that the introduction 
of the European common market with con- 
sequent possible effects on Uganda’s exports 
of coffee — in particular to Western Germany 
— may cause her to consider whether any 
special treatment of goods from Western 
Germany is called for. 


With respect to each of the three countries 
mentioned, therefore, there does seem some 
chance that the free course of trade may be 
interfered with. In our judgment this would 
be wrong as at the present time when incomes in 
Uganda are stationary or falling it becomes 
even more important that the citizens of 
Uganda should be able to obtain their goods as 
cheaply as possible. And in the absence of 
such special restrictions we would as already 
stated expect the shares of Kénya, Japan, 
and Western Germany to increase as suppliers 
of Uganda’s imports.

Conclusion 


In this article we have examined a number of 
aspects relating to Uganda’s import trade. 
Inevitably we have been drawn into wider 
discussions concerning the determinants of 
the level of that trade and of other types of 
foreign transactions and, in addition, we have 
drawn attention to some problems arising out 
of Uganda’s place within East Africa. Uganda, 
like the United Kingdom, has an economy 
tied inextricably to the outside world and 
foreign trade has brought Uganda such pro- 
Ssperity as it possesses to-day and for as far 
ahead as one can see it will continue to do so. 


Inevitably too, the tone of the article has 
been powerfully influenced by our assessment 
of recent events and, looking backwards 
from the present relative stagnation of the 
economy to the boom years of 1950 to 1955, 
perhaps a note of pessimism comes too easily. 
Let it be said therefore that that boom period 
was a wholly fortuitous one resulting from a 
sharply favourable turn in the terms of trade 
and it should not be regarded as a standard 
with which to assess any previous or subsequent 
developments. Such accidents cannot be 
relied upon to repeat themselves. Nor should 
they, for they are apt to obscure in the minds 
of government and people alike the true nature 
and costs of economic growth.

He can then refer to 
the volumes of the Laws for 1955 and 1958 
and secure the desired information. Or, 
again for example, those interested in Cotton 
export Duty may see that in 1957 by Ordinance 
No. 15 the principal Ordinance on this subject 
was amended and that in the same year one 
legal notice was issued on this subject. Refer- 
ence to the 1957 Laws will give the connecting 
link to the principal Ordinance which can then 
be found in the codified 1951 Edition of the 
Laws.

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TOWNS DIRECTORY 


One of the criticisms levelled against 
previous editions of this Directory is that in 
the past a great deal of paper has been used 
to print names and addresses which are 
easily obtainable from the official Telephone 
Directory. That is true today, with the 
great improvement in the standard of produc- 
tion of the Telephone Directory, which now 
carries the street address and the post box 
number of each subscriber in addition to the 
telephone number. Up till fairly recent 
years, however, the Telephone Directory 
gave little information beyond the subscriber’s 
mame and telephone number. For these 
reasons earlier editions of this book have 
collated and published this comprehensive 
information which was not readily elsewhere 
available under one cover. 

In towns where there are a fair number of 
telephone subscribers the Telephone Directory 
will to-day provide a good general guide to 
the residents and particularly to the commer- 
cial population of those centres; but in the 
smaller places which either have only a 
limited number of telephone subscribers 
or no telephone facilities at all, the business 
man — and most importantly the visiting 
business man — may find it difficult to obtain 
the information he requires to make the 
Necessary contacts. 

It has therefore been decided in this 1960/61 
Directory to continue the publication of the 
lists of names and addresses in all towns 
other than the five larger centres: Entebbe, 
Jinja, Kampala, Masaka and Mbale. These 
five towns take their place in alphabetical 
order in the following pages but without any 
accompanying names and addresses. As 
a quick guide to the size and commercial 
importance of all towns listed there is printed 
overleaf a table showing the total number 
of post box holders and the total number 
of telephone subscribers’ lines in each town. 

The lists of names and addresses in this 
section are made up in the following style: 
Name, Street Address (if appropriate), 
P.O. Box No. (Box), Telephone No. (Ph.), 


with the telegraphic address (if any) printed 
in italic capitals at the end of the entry. The 
name of the town is not shown in the individual 
entry as that name is at the head of each 
section and each P.O. Box No. and Tele- 
graphic Address mentioned takes the suffix 
of the name of the town, while the Telephone 
No. takes its prefix. In some of the smaller 
centres it is often the case that an entry 
carries no Box No.; in such cases correspon- 
dence is sufficiently addressed if inscribed 
with the addresses’s name at P.O...... 
(the name of the centre in question). 

Purisms, such as adding The to the name 
of a Company where the actual name begins 
with “The”, are not shown. For reasons 
of space the bracketed abbreviation ‘“‘(U)”, 
which appears in the name of some Companies, 
is used instead of the full style ‘‘(Uganda)”. 

Details of telephone facilities and subscri- 
bers, of registered telegraphic addresses, 
and of post box facilities and post box holders, 
including a numerical key to holders’ names, 
may be obtained from the publications noted 
below. 

This Directory presents a valuable feature 
not elsewhere available to the public: A 
key to telephone numbers on the Kampala 
and Jinja exchanges. This information will 
be found at page 133 of this Directory.

In the far north-west of Uganda, close to 
the Belgian Congo and Sudan borders, is Arua, 
Headquarters of the West Nile District. The 
West Nile district is separated from the rest 
of Uganda by the Albert Nile and communic- 
ation with Arua is by ferry, there being one at 
Pakwach, 86 miles from Arua, and another 
at Laropi, 116 miles away. A weekly steamer 
runs from Butiaba on Lake Albert to Pakwach 
and connects fortnightly with another steamer 
which runs from Pakwach to Nimule in the 
Sudan. Arua also has an airstrip served by 
the Uganda Internal Service. There is an 
African hospital and Protestant and Catholic 
churches. Sports facilities include a nine-hole 
golf-course, tennis and squash courts. The 
district abounds in game, including elephant, 
buffalo and the carefully protected white 
rhinoceros. There is a _ resthouse (for 
reservations apply to Box 1, Arua) but no 
hotel. Cotton and tobacco are the main 
economic crops of the district. Sites for 
commerce and industry could be made avail- 
able in the town.

Vividly flowering trees and perpetually 
green lawns running down to the shores of 
Lake Victoria make Entebbe one of the most 
delightful spots in the tropics. Although it is 
the capital of Uganda and the seat of the 
Protectorate Government, it is not a large 
town but it is becoming of increasing import- 
ance as the aerial crossroads of East Africa, 
its international airport is one of the first in 
the world designed especially for jet aircraft. 
The main runway, nearly two miles long, can 
accommodate the biggest airliners now in use; 
on the long safe strip of Lake Victoria opposite, 
the biggest flying boats can touch down. 
Entebbe is on a peninsula of Lake Victoria 
and the only land exit is by a tarmac road to 
Kampala, 21 miles to the north. There is a 
weekly service by lake steamer from Entebbe 
to Kisumu, connecting with the railway 
to Nairobi and Mombasa, and to other 
ports in Kenya and Tanganyika. There are 
European, Asian and African _ hospitals 
in Entebbe, and Protestant and Catholic 
churches. A number of social and sports 
clubs provide tennis, golf, football, hockey, 
cricket and bathing. There is excellent 
fishing and sailing. Fringing Lake Victoria 
are the Botanical Gardens covering 70 acres of 
what was once natural forest. Old Entebbe, to 
the west of the town, was formerly an important 
port for canoes and was the landing place of 
the first European missionaries to reach 
Uganda on their way to Mutesa’s capital at 
Rubaga, a suburb of Kampala. Government 
House is on a hill in between the town and the 
airport. It is built near the site of the barracks 
occupied by the Sudanese garrison when the 
post at Entebbe was first established by 
Gerald Portal in 1893. Eight miles from 
Entebbe on the Kampala Road is the White 
Fathers’ Mission of Kisubi. Entebbe has no 
industries — it is almost entirely a Government 
town — but in the surrounding district cotton 
and coffee are extensively grown.

The 
islands rise sharply from lake level, through 
a fringe of tropical forest to short-grassed 
hill-tops. Formerly carrying a large popula- 
tion estimated at 20,000 people the islands 
were, between 1902 and 1909, entirely depopu- 
lated by death from sleeping sickness, and 
removals. Resettlement has been permitted 
of recent years, and the islands now have 
a population of about 4,000., UGANDA by 
Thomas & Scott, O.U.P., 1935.

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Fort Portal, headquarters of the Western 
Province and of the Toro District, is a place 
of steep hills covered by banana plots and 
elephant grass and divided by the Mpanga 
River and its tributary swamps. The palace 
of the Mukama (Ruler) of Toro lies to the 
south of the town. From Fort Portal roads 
radiate to Kampala (205 miles), Mbarara | 4p, 
(via Ibanda or the Kazinga Channel), the 
Belgian Congo (via Katwe), and Hoima and 
Masindi (via Kyenjojo). The nearest air- 
strip is 46 miles away at Kasese (Kilembe), 
the terminus of the western extension of the 
railway. There is a Government hospital 
at Buhinga and other hospitals at the Protes- 
tant and Catholic missions. Church services 
are held regularly. Sports facilities include 
a cricket club, a sailing club at Lake Saka, 
a golf course, tennis courts, hockey and 
football pitches; there are a number of social 
clubs. Cinema shows are held from time to 
time. The Toro District is dominated by 
the peaks of Ruwenzori. The Uganda 
Mountain Club has erected huts at various 
altitudes and climbs can be made from 
Fert Portal via the Mubuku and Bujuku 
Valleys. To the south are Lakes George | BA’ 
and Edward and the teeming wild life of the 
Queen Elizabeth National Park. At the 
northern end of Ruwenzori is the Country of 
Bwamba which is more characteristic of the 
forests of the Congo than of Uganda. The 
toad from Fort Portal crosses the northern 
extremity of the mountain and then drops 
2,000 ft. into the Semiliki Valley. From the 
head of the Bwamba pass there is a magnificent 


view of the Congo, the Ituri Forest, Lake SOM 


Albert and a part of Bunyoro District. Hot 
Springs (thermal activity) of Bwamba is a 
great tourist attraction. Pygmies may also 
be seen in Bwamba. These, however, are 
mainly dwellers of the Ituri Forest. Nearer 
to Fort Portal the road to Ndali is noted for 
its crater lakes. There is also an attractive 
crater lake at Saka, five miles from the town 
centre. Toro is important economically for 
its salt industry, while copper mining is 
carried on at Kilembe; there is a_ fishing 
industry centred on Lakes George, Edward 
and Albert, and tea, coffee and timber are 
grown. Light industries include wickerwork- 
furniture making and building and contracting. 
Plots are available for residential and business 
Purposes.

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The principal town of the Northern Province, 
which covers well over a third of the land area 
of Uganda, Gulu is also the headquarters of 
of the Acholi District. The town is on the 
Great North Road from Kenya (via Mbale, 
Soroti and Lira) to the Sudan, and is also 
linked with Kitgum, Pakwach (for the West 


Nile District), the Atura ferry and thence | AK 


Masindi, and the border of Karamoja. The 
distance’ from Kampala (via Masindi and |‘ 
Nakasongola) is 238 miles. There is an 
airstrip which is served by the Uganda Internal 
Flight. The town has a hospital and Pro- 
testant and Catholic churches. The Gulu 
Club maintains a swimming pool, a golf 
course, tennis and squash courts and cricket 
and hockey pitches. Gulu is a good stepping- 
off point for the Murchison Falls National 
Park — there is a motor track to the Falls 
from the Anaka Road. Between Anaka 
and Pakwach is the Acholi elephant sanctuary. 
A few miles north of Gulu, at Patiko, are the 
remains of a fort built in 1872 by Sir Samuel 
Baker, who was one of the early explorers 
of Uganda and who discovered Lake Albert. 
A hundred miles north of Gulu, rising to a 
height of over 10;000 ft., are the Langia 
Mountains, which command a magnificent 
view of the Sudan. A _resthouse has been 
built at a height of 5,500 ft. at Lotuturu, 
about an hour’s walk above the road. Visitors 
should take their own food and_ bedding; 
all other equipment is provided. Gulu itself 
has a modern hotel, one in the Uganda 
Hotels Ltd., chain. The town has a limited 
number of ‘light industries, including an oil 
and soap mill, a maize mill and a sawmill. 
Sites have been reserved for commercial and 
industrial expansion. Population: 120 Euro- 
peans, 570 Asians, 9,500 Africans. Altitude: 
3,630 ft. Rainfall 60 ins. Post office, telegrams.

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_ “Jinja cannot fail to be an important 
industrial centre”, says Sir Philip Mitchell 
in writing of the industrial and social revolution 
in East Africa. 


The place was unknown to the outside 
world until it was decided in 1947 to construct 
a barrage acfoss the Nile at this spot, which 
would incorporate a hydro-electric power 
station to .provide industrial ‘power ‘in large 
quantities at economic. rates. ..With the 
virtual completion of the Owen Falls Dam, 
which was formally opened by Her Majesty 
the Queen on 29th April, 1954, the develop- 
ment of Jinja as an industrial centre is going 
forward. 


The dam is situated at the Owen Falls, 
a grandiose name for what were little more 
than rapids about two miles below the Ripon 
Falls. The Ripon Falls, Jinja’s greatest 
amenity asset in the past, are associated for the 
geographically minded with the source of 
the Nile. The great river here emerges from 
Lake Victoria to begin its tortuous journey of 
3,800 miles to the sea. Part of the price of 
progress is that, as the water level rises follow- 
ing the construction of the dam, these historic 
Falls have become submerged. To facilitate 
the flow of water for the hydro-electric station 
most of the rocks forming the Ripon Falls have 
also been blasted away. 


The local name of the river hereabouts is 
“ Kiyira ”” — a word which denotes the gurg- 
ling of water over stones and hence is applied 
to rapids or waterfalls. The origin of the 
name Jinja is more doubtful. The Baganda, 
whose country is bounded. on the east by the 
river, say that the:name is derived from the 
word for stone — “ Jinja.” They called the 
Ripon Falls ‘‘ the stones.” It is more likely 
that the name originated from the outcrop of 
rocks at the top of the hill where sacrifices 
were made in the past. Old Jinja was centred 
on the hill, where Government residences 
and offices were located. Busoga Square is 
now being fully developed as a civic centre. 
The ‘Town Hall and Municipal Offices, soon 
to be ready for occupation, and the surrounding 
gardens will add dignity to the town’s centre. 


The River Nile, which cradled the early 
civilization of Egypt, was accepted as a fact by 


the ancients and little interest was evinced as 


\to its sources. Its annual inundations were 
attributed to the gods. Enquiring Greeks of 
the 5th century B.C. were the first to show 
more than passing interest in the matter. 
Greek and Arab traders had been in contact 
with the east coast of Africa, and it was either 
they or others from Abyssinia who supplied 
information which Ptolemy, a geographer of 
Alexandria in the second century A.D., 
incorporated in his writings and calculations 
when he wrote of “ two great lakes and the 
snowy range of mountains whence the Nile 
draws it twin sources.” 


Perhaps European feet stood at Jinja in 
those far-off days, but it was not for another 
seventeen centuries that the source of the 
Nile was revealed to the western world by 
John Hanning Speke who, on 28th July, 1862, 
stood on the western bank and gazed with 
English eyes on the Ripon Falls. Five years 
before this he had seen the southern shores of 
Lake Victoria and conjectured that the lake 
was the Nile source. His theories were 
confirmed in 1875 by the explorer Stanley, 
who not only circumnavigated the lake but 
landed at Jinja. Speke’s memory is rightly 
held in great esteem in Uganda, especially 
among the Baganda. For he was the first 
European to visit that race and talk to their 
King, and later inform the world not only of 
the source of the Nile but of the people 
who lived thereabouts. Memorials to Speke’s 
discovery of the Nile in 1862 (originally 
commemorated by a plaque on a rock now 
submerged by the damming of the river) 
have been put up on both banks of the Nile. 


Jinja has always been important in the eyes of 
local inhabitants by reason of being on the 
main road from Buganda to the East. The 
ferry was used for most raids from that country 
into Busoga. Stanley gives us a picture of 
Mutesa’s army crossing and recrossing the 
Nile at this point. The ferry in those days 
ran just above the Ripon Falls but was moved 
further upstream at the beginning of the 
century. Since 1889, when the Imperial 
British East Africa Company first entered 
Uganda at the urgent call of King Mwanga, 
the Nile has been crossed at Jinja many times 
by administrators and missionaries when 
using the land route to and from the coast.

The town of Jinja, first opened as a Govern- | 
ment station in April 1901, covers an area of | 
114 square miles and is located on the east bank 
of the Nile, where business houses and light 
industries are situated. The original planning 
area included 64 sq. miles on the west bank, 
i.e. the Kampala side of the Nile, and this was 
once conceived to be part of greater Jinja. 
Government has, however, declared it to be a 
separate Township by the name of Nijeru, 
and there a textile factory and brewery exist 
and add to the economic well-being of the area. 

An optimum population of 80,000 was 
originally planned for in this 18 sq. miles 
but present trends may well decrease this 
large estimate. In Jinja itself, on the east 
bank of the river, new streets, shopping 
areas, commercial and residential areas 
are being laid out and rapidly developed. 
Besides many small secondary industries, 
there are a copper smelting works processing 
copper from Kilembe Mines in the Ruwenzori 
Mountains, a grain conditioning plant, tobacco 
factory, a cotton ginnery and a plywood 
factory. A second heavy industrial area, rail 
and road served, is in course of development 
in the north-east part of the town close to the 
copper smelter. This new area will provide 
excellent facilities for other heavy industries, 


An African housing estate with an ultimate 
capacity of 10,000 persons is in course of 


erection. At the moment quarters for 7,500 
Persons are in use. Another estate providing 
Owner/occupier facilities has been opened up 
and this will help to expand available labour 
forces, 

At the time of going to press the census 
figures for 1959 are awaited but the present 
population is estimated at 25,000 of which 
about 1,000 are Europeans and 8,000 Asians. 
The expansion of the town is indicated by the 
fact that the 1948 census revealed a population 
of only some 6,000. The rating values of 
Properties have increased since 1954 from £74 
million to £10} million. The incidence of 
these rates at 1.6% on site values and 0.4% 
on improvement values is a light burden, 
especially on industry. Apart from its 
industrial potential, Jinja is the centre for 
trade for Busoga District which produces 
large quantities of cotton, maize, groundnuts 
and sugar. 

Good communications by water, rail and 
road exist, so that with inexhaustible power at 
hand there is every indication that Winston 
Churchill’s vision of 1907 will be fulfilled: 
“* Jinja is destined to become a very important 
place in the future economy of Central Africa. 
Situated at the point where the Nile flows 
out of the Great Lake, . . . in years to come the 
shores of this splendid bay may be crowned 
with long rows of comfortable tropical villas 
and imposing offices and the gorge of the 
Nile crowded with factories and warehouses.” 
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Kabale, centre of Government for the 
Kigezi District, at 6,200 ft. is the highest 
town in Uganda. The attractive Mugogo 
Hills on which the town stands form the 
water-shed between Lake Edward and _ its 
mighty neighbour Lake Victoria. Kabale 
is 269 miles from Kampala on the direct 
south-west road via Masaka and Mbarara; 
this road continues through the British 
customs post of Kisoro (51 miles) to Rutshuru 
in the Belgian Congo, 75 miles from Kabale, 
and thence to Lake Kivu, another 45 miles. 
From Kisoro another road leads into Ruanda- 
Urundi. There is a Government hospital, 
churches of both denominations and a small 
European school. A Sports Club provides 
tennis, and squash and a nine-hole golf 
course. Swimming is possible in the lake and 
the Sports Club has a raft off-shore; African 
dug-out canoes and a Government motor 
launch are available for hire. Kabale is an 
unsurpassed centre for the holiday-maker. 
There is Lake Bunyonyi, crystal clear, narrow 
and deep, its shores aglow with water lilies; 
to the north is the game reserve and the 
Queen Elizabeth National Park, now easily 
reached via Kasunju and the new Rutshuru- 
Katonguru road (Mweya Lodge — Kabale 
134 miles by this route); westwards is the 
mountain road to the Congo commanding 
magnificent views of the Bufumbira volcanoes. 
Forests of bamboos thrust their arches across 
the road; there are valleys of waving papyrus 
and clouds of brilliantly coloured butterfli 
Bufumbira and the Impenetrable Forest to 
the west and north-west of Kabale are the 
home of the strictly protected mountain 
gorilla. These rare animals can be seen in 
the vicinity of Kisoro (Arrangements made 
by Travellers Rest Hotel, Kisoro).

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Land in Kampala? 


With the exception of an extremely small area of 
freehoid, all land in the Municipality is either owned 
by the Crown or held on lease from the Crown by 
private developers. As the need arises, the 
Protectorate Government provides services con- 
sisting of roads, drainage, street lighting, sewage, 
etc., in areas scheduled for new development. 
Plots laid out on fully-serviced land are available for 
leasing in the Commercial, Industrial and Residen- 
tial zones. Crown Land is administered by the 
Director of Lands & Surveys, P.O. Box 361, 
Kampala and applications and enquiries for plots 
by members of the public should be addressed to 
him. Crown leases are limited by statute to a 
term not exceeding 99 years, but shorter periods 
are often stipulated for various reasons. 

The terms on which land can be made available 
vary considerably and full details can be obtained 
only by application to the Lands & Surveys Depart- 
ment. The information which follows may, how- 
ever, serve as a general guide to prospective 
developers :— 


Apply To: 


Commercial Zone — Plots in this area are 
normally disposed of by public auction. 
Industrial Zone — Plots are allocated to suitable 
applicants by the Director of Lands & 
Surveys after he has consulted the 
Municipal Council. A premium of about 
£1,000 an acre is normally charged and 
ground rents run at a figure of £75 an 
acre approximately. 
Residential Zone — Plots are allocated by the 
Director of Lands & Surveys on the ad- 
vice of a Tender Board; the Mayor, the 
Town Clerk and one Councillor represent 
the Municipal Council on this’ Board. 
Premai average out at about £500 a plot 
and ground rents normally amount to 
about £20 a year. Minimum Building 
Covenants vary from £2,000 to £3,500.

Kampala, the commercial capital of Uganda 
Protectorate, British East Africa, 756 miles 
by rail and 710 miles by road from Mombasa, 
and about 4 miles from the northern shore of 
Lake Victoria. 


The town is the largest in Uganda, with an 
area of 84 square miles and a population of 
25,000 Africans, 3,179 Europeans, 22,679 
Asians. Rateable value (1959) £33m. 


Allowing for the depreciation in money | 


values, there was twice as much development 
in the 10 years prior to 1959 as in the whole of 
the previous 60 years. Government House 
and most Ministries are at present in Entebbe, 
22 miles away; some Government Departments 
and Ministries operate in the Kampala 
Municipality. The tendency is to remove 
Government offices to Kampala, where the 
Legislative Council meets regularly and where 
the first phase of the new Parliamentary 
Buildings, consisting of assembly chamber 
and one large Government office block is 
being constructed (1959) at an estimated cost 
of nearly three-quarters of a million pounds. 
It is anticipated that two further office blocks 
will be added later. 


Indian sugar merchant in 1950. This looks 
out onto green lawns made pleasant by 
shady and sometimes colourful trees. From 
here can be seen on a hill just outside the 
Municipal boundary, the minarets of the Kibuli 
Mosque standing white against the usually 
sunny blue sky flecked only with cumulus 
clouds. Standing high on other hills just 
beyond the town are Rubaga Cathedral (R.C.) 
and Namirembe Cathedral (Anglican). 


Kampala itself is built on a group of 
rolling hills, the residential areas being of 
a pleasing open development with well-kept 
grass verges, neatly trimmed hedges, spacious 
lawns and gardens and brightly flowering 
shrubs and trees. Planning has ensured 
that the industrial area, alongside the railway, 
is quite separate from the commercial and 
business zones which, again, are apart from the 
main residential areas. 


The main street through the town is over 5 
miles long and mostly consists of dual carriage- 
ways. The early dukas, or Indian shops, 


are giving way to fine modern buildings such | 


as the nearly half-million pounds Amber 
House, opened in 1958, which is the H.Q. 
of the Uganda Electricity Board, the Lint 


Near the centre of the | 
town lies the Town Hall, the gift of a wealthy | 


| Marketing Board and the Coffee Industry 
|Board. Other modern Offices, inks and 
| shops are adding to the attractions of the main 
| street and commercial areas. 


Apart from Hindu Temples, Muslim 
Mosques and other places of worship, there 
are two Christian Churches, one Anglican and 
;one Catholic. Makerere College, the 
University College of East Africa, is a fine 
expanding group of buildings on a well- 
wooded hill. Its new library was opened by 
|H.M. Queen Elizabeth the Queen Mother in 
1959. Kampala also boasts 22 schools of all 
grades for all races. Other structures of note 
are the High court (built in the old colonial 
style), the cenotaph in front thereof, the 
Uganda Museum (new buildings opened 
in 1952), Mulago Hospital (a large hospital 
‘built for Africans and now undergoing 
|extensive rebuilding), the large modern tele- 
phone exchange in Speke Road (opened in 
1954), and the broadcasting station on Bugolobi 
Hill. There are three hotels, a public park 
known as Jubilee Park, to commemorate the 
Silver Jubilee of King George V and a fine 
municipal sports ground which is on land at 
Lugogo reclaimed from swamp by the Public 
Health Department of the Municipal Council. 
| Also at Lugogo a multi-racial quasi-voluntary 
body known as the Lugogo Sports Union 
has developed sporting facilities, including 
stadia, which were opened in 1959 by the Queen 
Mother. At the other end of the town stands 
a large sports area known as the Nakivubo War 
Memorial Stadium. 


Kampala is the hub from which radiate 
Uganda’s 11,000 miles of roads, 1,400 miles of 
waterway, including Lake Victoria, served by 
steamer and launch, and the railway to the 
coast eastwards via Jinja and Nairobi since 1901 
and, since the new extension was opened in 
1956, to Kasese 208 miles westwards at the 
foot of the Ruwenzori Mountains (the fabulous 
“*Mountains of the Moon”) where the 
railway serves the productive Kilembe Mines. 
Entebbe airport, 22 miles from Kampala, 
is on the main international airways routes 
to the United Kingdom, the Rhodesias and 
South Africa, and local planes make frequent 
trips to various parts of East Africa. 


Whilst the headquarters of the Protectorate’s 
chief export industries are centred in Kampala, 
the business of the town is as varied as any 
other large commercial centre. 


The name Kampala (meaning “ place of the 
impala”) derives from the fact that the 
African Rulers of Buganda — in which ancient 
Kingdom the town is situated — grazed their 
herds of tame impala on the hill where Captain 
Lugard first flew his flag in 1890 and which led 
to the growth of a town. The hill is still 
known as Lugard’s Fort and the immediate 
area as Old Kampala.

Apart from the small station of Moyo in 
the West Nile District, Kitgum_is the most 
northerly town of Uganda. It is about 
40 miles from the Sudan border. The town 
is almost 305 miles from Kampala (via Masindi 
and Gulu). There are roads to Lira and to 
the Karamoja district, but a range of hills, 
rising to more than 10,000 feet, prevents 
through communication with the Sudan 
other than on foot or by bicycle. There is 
a hospital and churches of both denominations. 
On the Uganda-Sudan border are the Agoro 
Hills: the highest peak, Mount Kinyeti 
(10,456 feet), is in the Sudan; the slightly 
lower peaks in Uganda can be climbed from 
Agoro, about a two-hour car journey from 
Kitgum. From Lututuru, a few miles to 
west, there are magnificent views of north 
Acholi, and the furnished resthouse is a good 
starting point for the climbing of Lanwaga 


(8,649 feet). From February to June there is 
good shooting with a wide range of birds 
and game, including elephant. There. is 


a Government resthouse in Kitgum; bookings 
should be addressed Box 28, Kitgum. The 
only industry at present is a ginnery. Sites 
are available for industry and commerce.

The headquarters of Lango District and a 
flourishing trading centre, Lira is half-way 
between Soroti and Gulu. There are five 
routes from Kampala: (i) via Lwampanga and 
Namasale ferry: the ferry is private, the 
fee being Shs, 15/- per vehicle; this is the 
shortest route (182 miles); (ii) via Hoima, 
Masindi and Atura ferry (265 miles); (iii) via 
Nakasongola, Masindi and Atura ferry (240 
miles); (iv) via Jinja, Iganga, Terinyi ferry 
and Soroti (263 miles); and (v) via Jinja, 
Mbale, Soroti (313 miles). The railhead is 
at Soroti 75 miles from Lira. The nearest 
ports are Kachung on Lake Kwania, and 
Atura, on the Victoria Nile, which are on the 
steamer route from Namasagali. There is an 
airport served by the Uganda Flight. Lira has 
a hospital and medical training centre and 
there are missions of both denominations 
within five miles of the town, The Lira 
Club is at the end of a pleasant nine-hole golf 
course; there are also two tennis courts and 
a squash court. The trees in this district are 
exceptionally beautiful and a particularly good 
view of the surrounding countryside may be 
obtained from Ngeta Rock, four miles north 
of the town. There are no hotels, but a 
rest-house provides accommodation consisting 
of six double rooms and one single room; 
bookings may be made through Box 24, Lira. 
An area of the town has been set aside for 
industry. There is a cotton ginnery outside 
the town. Population: 118 Europeans, 571 
Asians, 9,500 Africans. Altitude 3,630 ft. 
Rainfall 60 ins.

Masaka is pleasantly situated ina fertile 
and densely populated African coffee-growing 
area. The town is on a series of ridges 
which command fine views. On a clear 
day the heights of Ruwenzori can be seen 
nearly 150 miles to the west. To the east 
is Lake Victoria, and Masaka undoubtedly 


owes the very pleasant climate which it enjoys | 


at all times of the year to its elevated situation 
close to the lake. Masaka is within an hour 
and three-quarters of Kampala on a good 
tarmac road which crosses the Equator 33 
miles from Masaka; there is a much photo- 
graphed signboard to mark the passage from 
the northern to the southern hemisphere. 
Southwards the road branches to Bukoba 
in Tanganyika and westwards to Mbarara, 
Ruanda-Urundi and the Belgian Congo. 
Much of the outgoing and incoming goods 
traffic passes through the Lake Victoria port 
of Bukakata, 24 miles east of Masaka, which 
is a port of call for the lake steamer and tug 
services, including the service to the beautiful 
Sesse Islands, which are part of Masaka 
District. Masaka was granted Town Council 
status in 1959. The several Protectorate 
Government Administration Offices for 
Masaka district are situated in the town, and 
the Kabaka’s Government departmental offices 
for the district are two miles outside, at the 
County headquarters of Buddu. Masaka’s 
African hospital is the biggest in the country 
outside Kampala; it has a small Asian wing, 
a modern Dental Unit and an X-ray Unit. 
There are a number of churches in the town. 
A. Roman Catholic Mission, situated at 
Kitovu on the outskirts of the town, is the 
seat of Bishop Kiwanuka. An NAC. 
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| Mission 6 miles to the east of the town at 
| Kako is the seat of Bishop Lutaya. There 
are several Secondary and Technical Schools 
in the town. The several communities have 
their own social centres or clubs where 
facilities exist for golf, tennis, squash, swim- 
ming, football, volley ball, cricket and hockey. 
There is a fine Recreation Ground in the 
town where sports functions are held through- 
out the year, and attractive parks and children’s 
playgrounds have been established. Masaka 
is an established shopping centre. There 
are several garages and restaurants, and 
cinema. The town enjoys a good water and 
electrical supply. Plots are available for 
leasing for residential, commercial and light 
industrial purposes. The remains of the old 
Masaka Fort with a well preserved moat is 
situated on the top of Masaka Hill in the 
Boma area and has been developed as a 
public open space. At Bigo and Ntusi in 
the extreme north-west of Masaka District 
are prehistoric earthworks. Masaka is the 
marketing and processing centre for a large 
volume of agricultural produce, including 
coffee, cotton, mixed beans, castor oil seed, 
maize and chillies; it is also a collecting centre 
for hides and skins. Five coffee curing works, 
hulleries and several ginneries are in the 
immediate vicinity. The “Tropic Inn” is 
a modern hotel (24 beds) in the centre of 
the town. The Kiwala Hotel (18 beds) 
is about 7 miles from Masaka.

Masindi is in the Bunyoro District, which 
was the scene of the early explorations of 
Sir Samuel Baker and his wife and later of the 
Egyptian occupation under General Gordon. 
It is at the junction of the Masindi Port- 
Butiaba road and the Hoima-Atura ferry-Lira 
road, and there is also a direct road link with 
Kampala (140 miles) via a fine new bridge over 
the Kafu River. The East African Railways 
and Harbours operate a road service through 
the town connecting Lake Kyoga steamers at 
Masindi Port (for Namasagali, Kenya and the 
coast) with Lake Albert Steamers at Butiaba 
(for the Congo and the Sudan). There are also 
direct buses to Hoima, Kampala, Lira and 
Gulu. The town has a well-kept airfield at 
which aircraft of the Uganda Communication 
Flight will call on request. There is a hospital 
for Africans and Asians. The Protestant 
Church of St. Matthew is at Bulyasojo and the 
Catholic Church of our Lady of Rosary at 
Nyamigisa, both close to the town. The 
Masindi Sports Club provides tennis and 
squash. There is also a golf course and 
cricket club. The town is a good stepping-off 
ground for the Murchison Falls. The country 
to the east offers excellent opportunities to 
the big-game hunter, while there is good fishing 
for Nile perch from Butiaba (44 miles distant). 
The immediate scenery, though not striking, 
is nearly always green and pleasant and the 
town itself is attractively laid out. There 
are railway workshops within the town and 
nearby are a ginnery, timber-seasoning sheds 
and several small brickfields. Farther afield 
are sisal, tobacco, rubber and coffee estates; 
and on the Masindi/Butiaba road is a large 
sawmill in the Budongo Forest. Develop- 
ment sites are available within the town.

Mbale has been developed along a ridge 
running east-west at the foot of Mount 
Nkokonjeru (8,000 feet), which with its 
rushing waterfalls, green cultivated ridges and 
rocky cliffs dominates the town. The ever 
changing colours to be seen on the mountain 

atly enhance the attraction of the neigh- 
Bourhood. Mount Elgon, called locally 
Masaba, of which Nkokonjeru is the most 
prominent south-westerly spur, towering in 
the background adds to the popularity of 
Mbale. Mountain scenery and forest drives 
are within easy reach for visitors. Situated 
at an altitude of 4,000 feet Mbale may be said 
to enjoy, except possibly in the dry season, 
an equable and healthy climate. 


The town probably took its name from an 
outcrop of rock which is to be found in the 
locality in which the Baganda immigrants 
first settled. The early history of Mbale is 
bound up with that of Semei Kakunguru, 
the aristocratic and outstanding Muganda 
chief who during the troublous times at the 
end of the last century threw in his lot with the 
British Government, and was later commis- 
sioned to bring under benevolent control the 
wild tribes to the east of the Nile. Teso, the 
neighbouring district, was subdued by him in 
1900 and, after appointing Baganda chiefs to 
govern it, Kakunguru passed on to Naboa, 
13 miles from Mbale, where he built his 
headquarters. He later advanced against the 
warlike Bagisu as far as Mpumude, now 
called Nabumali, but in 1901 he moved back 
to Budaka (17 miles west of Mbale) and as 
British representative hoisted the Union Jack 
over his headquarters. Owing to the over- 
bearing behaviour of some of his followers the 
British Government in 1902 sent an Ad- 
ministrative Officer, W. R. Walker, to Budaka 
to open a station. Through the good offices 
of Father Kirk, who had recently opened a 
station of the Mill Hill Mission at Budaka, 
Kakunguru was persuaded to evacuate his 
boma and moved to Mbale, which was devoid 
of population at that time. He built his 
boma on the highest ground from which 
magnificent views of Mount Elgon can be had, 
and which today is occupied by the new 
Indian Secondary School. By December, 
1903, when the Commissioner for Uganda, 
Col. Hayes Sadler, visited him Kakunguru 


had attracted 35 Indians and other traders to 
Mbale. Orders were now given that the 
Government station should be moved from 
Budaka to Mbale; this was carried out in 
January, 1904. Since the highest ground was 
already occupied by Kakunguru the Govern- 
ment station was sited 2 miles further east. 
A mvule tree on the road near the present 
European Club still stands as a landmark of 
where the first Government houses were built 
W. A. Ormsby was the first District Commis- 
sioner, or Collector, as he was then termed. 
Kakunguru was made a County Chief of the 
surrounding district and given 20.square miles 
of private land. Some of this land, now 
lying within the Township, was bought by 
Government in recent years. Kakunguru had 
attracted a large following of his own country- 
men from Buganda so that the hitherto empty 
spaces were soon covered with banana plant- 
ations. 

The boundaries of the district for which 
Mbale was the administrative centre were 
undefined at this time and the Bagisu un- 
subdued, southern tribes being quite un- 
controlled. Gradually, however, the district, 
termed for years Bukedi, was evolved. In 
1954 the population numbered about 700,000. 

As a trade centre Mbale grew chiefly as an 
equipping point for caravans proceeding into 
the wild and unknown north, Karamoja, 
which was the happy hunting ground for 
ivory poachers and legitimate hunters. Ivory 
from these expeditions was eagerly bought on 
their return. In 1906 Mbale was created a 
Township with a boundary of two miles 
radius from the Collector’s Office. From 
these early beginnings Mbale has grown to be 
the third largest town in the Protectorate with 
a population of 9,000 Africans, 5,000 Asians 
and 400 Europeans and a rateable value not 
far short of £5 million. In January, 1959, 
Mbale Town Council was formed with 19 
members drawn from all the three races, 
Today Mbale is the Provincial headquarters 
of the Eastern Province besides being the 
headquarters of Bugisu, Bukedi and Mbale 
Township District Councils. 

Mbale is the main centre for the collection 
and export of produce and for the distribution 
of imported goods for the Eastern and 
Northern Provinces. The annual value of 
exports naturally varies from year to year but

probably averages over £5 million. This is 
made up as follows:— cotton (lint) £34 
million, coffee (over 3,000 tons) £14 million; 
groundnuts £60,000; hides and skins £350,000; 
cattle cake, maize, chillies, etc., £250,000. 
Produce exported from other areas, but 
through Mbale business houses, amounts to 
about £1} million. Imports, including goods 
for Teso, Lango, Acholi and West Nile are 
estimated at £4 million. The hide trade of 
Mbale is larger than that of the whole of the 
rest of the Protectorate. The oil companies 
have large bulk oil storage plants. 

An industrial area has been developed for oil 
and soap factories, maize mills, mineral water 
factories, etc. A large and up-to-date coffee 
curing works is nearing completion. Electric 
power is available straight from Jinja and an 
adequate water supply with a recently enlarged 
water storage of 2 million gallons capacity is 
available. A new sewage disposal plant has 
been installed. A new all-races wing — the 
Masaba Wing — has been added to the 
hospital and was opened in June, 1959. 

At the start of the year 1959, the Mount 
Elgon Hotel was opened. It contains beds for 
60 visitors and has been sited with an excellent 
outlook. 

Good communications are in being. A 
good road connects with Northern Uganda

and the Sudan; another links up with Nairobi 
via Eldoret, and Kitale can be reached by 
a mountain road running round the north of 
Mount Elgon, or by a more direct route 
through Tororo. Kampala and Entebbe are 
within easy reach with a good bitumenised 
road. The nearest airfield is at Tororo 
(28 miles distant) though it is still hoped that 
some time Mbale will have its own, close to 
the town. The railway from Tororo (main 
line) to Soroti runs through Mbale. 

There are many amenities for visitors; 
a golf course, tennis courts and playing 
fields, with which must be included the new 
playing fields for the Elgon Rugby Football 
Club, and the new African Sports Ground; 
4 clubs, 2 cinemas, 2 churches, a new Ismailia 
mosque, a new Hindu temple, and other 
places of worship. Plans for an Anglican 
Cathedral are on foot. There are 5 primary 
schools and 2 secondary schools. There 
is a good piped water supply and 12 miles 
of street lighting. A large new School of 
Hygiene has now been opened. 

For those who like climbing, Mount Nkoko- 
njeru_with its waterfalls attracts many; 
Mt. Elgon (14,178 feet) itself is becoming 
very popular. This usually involves a two- 
day trip. A mountain hut belonging to the 
Uganda Mountain Club is available for use 
at 10,600 feet. Mountain scenery alone is 
worth a visit to Mbale, while for sportsmen 
duck shooting is within easy reach.

Mbarara, the headquarters of Ankole 
district, lies in the valley of the Ruizi River. 
It is 173 miles from Kampala and almost 
half-way between Masaka and Kabale. 
Mbarara is the crossroads of south-west 
Uganda. To the north-west is the main 
Masaka-Kampala road, to the south-west its 
continuation to Kabale; due south is the so- 
called ‘long-route’ to Kabale: it divides at 
Nsongezi, one fork crossing the Kagera river 
into Tanganyika, the other leading through 
the mining areas of Kikagati and Mwirasandu 
to the Kigezi District; another road leads north 
through Ibanda to Kamwenge Railway Station 
in Toro; to the west is the main Toro road 
crossing the Kazinga Channel and passing 
through Queen Elizabeth National Park with 
its profusion of wild life. There is an airstrip 
with a mile-long runway five miles from the 
town on the Mbarara/Ibanda road, but there 
are no regular services. The hospital has 100 
beds and there is accommodation for Africans 
and Asians. The 50-year-old Nyamitanga 
Catholic Mission is the seat of the Bishop of 
the Western Province; the mission has its own 
printing press, brick and tile factory and 
technical school. The Protestant Church of 
St. James has accommodation for 1,000 
worshippers and is the seat of the Assistant 
Bishop for Ankole and Kigezi. At Kamukuzi, 
2 miles away, just off the Mbarara Fort Portal 


road, is the headquarters of the Ankole 
Native Government. The town has a nine- 
hole golf course and there are two tennis 
cou! Among the main attractions are the 


herds of long-horned Ankole cattle to be found 
west of Mbarara; the brightly clad Bahima 
herdsmen, with their wooden milk pots, are 
a common sight. East of the town are the 
cascades of the Ruizi River and the Masha 
animal sanctuary with herds of eland, zebra 
and water-buck. The only industrial buildings 
in the town are gristing mills. Sites are avail- 
able for commerce and industry. There is 
a saw mill in the Kalinzu Forest on the 
Mbarara/Kichwamba road.

Formerly the haunt of ivory poachers and 
gun-runners, the district of Karamoja, of 
which Moroto is the headquarters, is the 
most primitive in Uganda. The warlike 
Karamojong still live on blood and milk and 
it is only during the past thirty years that 
a settled civil administrstion has been intro- 
duced. Even now cattle raiding is common 
and the district is a ‘closed’ area: no one is 
allowed to enter without a permit from the 
District Commissioner, Moroto. Pleasantly 
situated at the foot of a 9,700-foot mountain, 
the main access road is from Soroti; other 
all-weather roads link up with Gulu and 
Kitale in Kenya. The distance from Kampala, 
via Mbale, is 343 miles; there is a shorter 
route via the Terinyi ferry. Generally, 
communications are poor and distances 
great. There is an airstrip but no. regular 
service. An African hospital was built in 
1951. There are European-staffed missions 
at Lotome, Kangole, Kotido and Morulem. 
The Moroto club maintains a swimming pool 
and tennis and squash courts. Karamoja 
provides good shooting and greater and 
lesser kudu and oryx can be found. From 
Moroto there are splendid views across the 
Karamojong plain to the distant mountains. 
There is a Government rest-house. Reserva- 
tions should be _made through the D. C. 
Moroto.

The small but growing township of Mubende 
is situated at the foot of Mubende Hill, a massif 
nine miles long which rises some 800 feet 
above the surrounding countryside. Cool 
and bracing, the town is on the main road 
from Kampala (99 miles) to Fort Portal. 
Hoima can be reached by fairly good secondary 
roads. The western extension of the railway 
from Kampala to Kasese passes through the 
southern-most tip of the District, the nearest 
stations to Mubende being Nkonge (35 
miles) and Musozi (25 miles). There is an 
African hospital and a White Fathers Mission. 
On the top of Mubende Hill is a golf-course 
and tennis court. Within the Government 
station is a giant forest tree of great age 
which is locally known as the “‘ Witch Tree ”; 
the nearby grove has been a place of worship 
for hundreds of years. There are numerous 
sites of archaeological interest. The small 
township of Kakumiro (21 miles), set amid 
rocky outcrops of all shapes and sizes, is an 
easily approached centre with rock shelters, 
caves and earthworks. Thirty miles north-east 
of Mubende is the 5,000 feet plateau of Buto- 
logo. There are 13 tombs of former Rulers 
of Bunyoro in the district, the best preserved 
being that of Kyembe III at Kibede, north of 
Mubende. Elephant, buffalo, lion, giant 
forest hog, zebra and smaller game are oc- 
casionally seen; guinea fowl are plentiful. 
There is a small barely furnished resthouse, 
no meals or bedding are supplied. Booking 
should be made through the Protectorate 
Agent, P.O. Mubende. A centre of cotton, 
hides and skins. Mubende has sites available 
for commerce and industry. Population: 
30 Europeans, 110 Asians, 1,000 Africans.

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Soroti is the administrative and commercial 
centre of Teso District, the home of 450,000 
Iteso who make their living from cotton and 
cattle. Road, rail, steamer, and air transport 
serve the town. There are all-weather motor 
roads direct to Mbale 80 miles, or for vehicles 
under 25 cwt. by Awoja (65 miles), Lira 
(76 miles) and Moroto (106 miles). Kampala 
is 187 miles distant via ‘the Terinyi ferry. 
Soroti is the railhead of the line that branches 
north at Tororo: as well as the Teso district, 


this line serves a great part of the Northern | 


Province. There are trains to and from 
Tororo twice a week. A fortnightly lake 
steamer service links Soroti with Namasagali, 
via Kelle or Bugondo. The Uganda Com- 
munications Flight from Entebbe calls twice a 
week and there are regular bus services to 
Kampala, Jinja, Mbale (including two express 
services), Lira and Moroto. There is a 
Government hospital, Protestant and Catholic 
churches and a number of mosques. The 
Soroti Sports Club organizes cricket, hockey 
and football. There is a nine-hole golf course, 
tennis courts, swimming pool and a cinema. 
Of particular interest are a series of prehistoric 
rock paintings at Nyero near mile 41 on the 
Mbale-Soroti road between Ngora and Kumi. 
Seventeen miles south-west of Soroti is the 
Agricultural Experimental Station of Serere; 
arrangements can be made for visitors to 
be shown round. At Arapai, seven miles to 
the north, are Teso College, the district’s 
senior secondary school, the Soroti Technical 
School and the Arapai Farm Institute. At 
Ngora is a large Anglican mission with a 
hospital, a teacher training college and 
schools. Although without an hotel, Soroti 
has a well-equipped rest-house with seven 
double rooms. Reservations should be made 
through the Officer in Charge, P.W.D., Box 
249, Soroti. No large-scale industry exists, 
but the town is expanding and there are sites 
avaiable for residential trading, storage and 
industrial use.

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Tororo, sited on the northern and western 
slopes of Tororo Rock; is destined for consider- 
able expansion when further exploration of the 
nearby Sukulu mineral deposits has 
completed. The town is seven miles from the 
Kenya border and is on *nain Mombasa- 
Nairobi-Kampala railway line. It is also 
the southern terminus of the Soroti branch 
line. Tororo is an important road junction; 
to the east is Eldoret and Kenya, to the 
north Mbale and Soroti, to west Jinja and 
Kampala (130 miles). There is an airstrip 
served by the East African Airways Corpora- | C! 
tion. During the cotton season steamers 
call at Majanji, 36 miles south of Tororo, on 
Lake Victoria. The hospital has 172 beds 
for Africans, 4 beds for Asians and out- 
patients faci‘iies for all races. Church 
Services are held for both denominations; 
Tororo is the seat of a Catholic Bishop of the 
Mill Hill Fathers. There is a nine-hole 
golf-course, tennis courts and a number of 
clubs. The Rock of Tororo affords a fine

Seven miles out of Tororo, 
on the Busia road, the East African Tsetse 
and Trypanosomiasis Research and Reclama- 
tion Organization has built a large research 
laboratory and cattle ranch. The Uganda 
Cement Industry has a plant on the slopes of 
the Sukulu Hills. These hills contain extensive 
deposits of minerals, including pyrochlore, 
used in jet engine manufacture, and phosphates. 
Other industries include a cotton ginnery, 
asbestos factory, cement factory, a number 
of soap and oil mills and railway workshops.

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CURRENCY AND BANKING 


With the construction of the Uganda 
Railway in 1896 came a limited circulation 
of the rupee which was used side by side with 
the cowrie shell, 200 of which were exchanged 
for 1 rupee; but it was not until 1906 that 
the rupee was established as the standard coin 
of Uganda. An issue of local currency notes 
followed. In the year 1907 rupee cents 
(100 cents to one rupee) took the place of annas. 
The rupee remained the currency of the 
Protectorate until the introduction of the 
florin in 1920, which in turn gave place to the 
shilling currency in 1922. Since then there 
has been no change. The shilling currency 
is on the decimal system of one hundred 
cents to one shilling. The one shilling pieces 
and all denominations of notes, Shs. 5/-, 10/-, 
20/-, 100/-, and 1,000/- are legal tender up to 
any amount, while fifty-cent pieces and cental 
coins are legal tender up to Shs.20/- and Shs.1/- 
respectively. 

The East African shilling is tied to the £ 
sterling. East African shillings 20/- making 
£1 and East African cents 100 making 1/-. 
Banking transactions are effected in shillings 
and cents and books of account are maintained 
in that form, though it is not unusual for annual 
accounts to be translated in £.s.c. (pounds 
shillings and cents). | Nevertheless, the 
£1 sterling is not legal tender in Uganda. 


The currency interests of Uganda, as in 
the case of the other East African territories, 
are cared for by the East African Currency 
Board, which has established centres at several 
point in East Africa. The Uganda centre 
is at Jinja with sub-centres at Mbale and 
Kampala; both sub-centres are in the premises 
of National & Grindlay’s Bank who are 
Agents for the Board. The East African 
shilling circulates in Kenya, Uganda, Tanga- 
nyika, Zanzibar, British Somaliland and Aden. 
At 30th June, 1959, total currency circulation 
in East Africa was slightly less than £60 
million. 

Prior to 1906 there were no Banks in the 
Protectorate. It was in November of that 
year that the National Bank of India Ltd. 
(now National & Grindlay’s Bank Ltd.) 
opened its Entebbe branch, to be followed in 
1910 by a branch at Kampala and later at 
Jinja. On 19th August, 1912, the Standard 
Bank of South Africa Ltd. opened at Kampala, 
and a few years later at Jinja. In 1927 


Barclays Bank D.C.O. established branches at 
Kampala and Jinja. Further branch ex- 
pansion has taken place since 1947 and offices of 
one or more of these three Banks are now to 
be found in Gulu, Fort Portal, Kabale, Masaka 
Mbale, Mbarara, Soroti and Tororo. In 
1954 three more Banks opened in Kampala, 
viz. The Bank of Baroda Ltd. and The Bank 
of India Ltd., both with Head Offices in India; 
and The Nederlandsche Handel-Maatschappij 
N.V. (Netherlands Trading Society). 
Branches of all three banks have since been 
opened in Jinja. 

What is usually regarded as one of the main 
functions of a Bank, that of conducting current 
accounts with drawings thereon by cheque, 
continues in the hands of the six institutions 
referred to above, but an appreciable volume 
of exchange transactions between the larger 
centres in the East African territories, as well 
as with India, passes through the Bazaar and 
other outside channels. To a large extent, 
however, the Banks assist trade generally, 
and play their full part in financing the market- 
ing of local produce as well as the import and 
export trade of the territory. Their assistance 
to the cotton and coffee industries, during 
seasonal months in particular, is extensive. 
Meantime, at points where the Banks are not 
represented, it is not unusual to find one of the 
established merchants acting as “ banker” 
for the smaller traders, by taking over spare 
cash in exchange for drafts on the larger 
centres. Conversely, these “ bankers ” 
cash cheques for residents in their area. 
Transfer of funds from centres having no 
banking establishments can also usually be 
made through the medium of the Protectorate 
Treasury. 

Bills drawn by wholesaler on retailer are 
in increasing evidence. The promisory note 
plays a large part in facilitating sales between 
traders. Its value to the seller as compared 
with dealings on open account is obvious. 
Apart from other considerations, he can readily 
borrow against such paper, assuming it carries 
satisfactory names, while his outstandings 
on open account cannot so easily be turned 
into acceptable security. The Banks, however, 
would only discount genuine trade bills of 
recognised merchants drawn at usances for 
periods not exceeding 90 days. 

The Banks levy a small commission charge 
for negotiating cheques between one East 
African centre and another, the rate varying

Rates are plus cable charges, and Sight Rates 
are plus Airmail postage. The above quoted 
Rates are subject to alteration without notice. 

Travellers’ Cheques in suitable denomination 
and Letters of Credit are available, without 
limit as to amount, for use by travellers within 
the Sterling Area. Similar facilities, but 
restricted as to amount, can also usually be 
obtained for countries outside the Sterling 
Area for purposes of business or holiday travel, 
of travel for health reasons, etc., but in such 
cases prior approval has to be obtained through 
an Exchange Dealer — all six Banks are 
authorized Exchange Dealers — or in case of 
need, the Exchange Control. Letters of 
Credit to cover the import of goods from 
points outside the Sterling Area can be arranged 
on a Bank’s usual terms, subject to production 
by the importer of an Import Licence. The 
terms of the latter must, of course, be strictly 
adhered to. 


CREDIT AND SAVINGS BANK 


By 1950 it was apparent that, if Africans 
were to enter more fully into the commercial 
life of the Protectorate, some means of provid- 
ing them with credit would have to be found. 
The Commercial Banks could not assist to 
any large extent because of the nature of the 
security which could be offered. The Uganda 
Credit and Savings Bank was accordingly 
established under Ordinance No. 20 of 1950 
for the purpose of facilitating loans to Africans 
in furtherance of agricultural, commercial, 
building, and co-operative society purposes 
and matters ancillary thereto. The Bank 
opened in Kampala on 2nd October, 1950,. 
and now has branches at Arua, Fort Portal, 
Gulu, Jinja, Masaka, Mbale and Soroti. 


SAVINGS AND LOANS 


The Post Office Savings Bank caters for 
its own class of business and operates at many 
Post Offices throughout the Protectorate. 
All six of the commercial Banks conduct 
Savings Banks; the Uganda Credit & Savings 
Bank does the same, although in this instance 
depositors are mainly Africans. In addition 
to these facilities, the Savings & Loan Society 
Ltd., the First Permanent Building Society, 
and Lombard Banking (Uganda) Ltd. accept 
deposits at interest and arrange loans. 

Savings and Loan Society Ltd., established 
in Kenya in 1949, a wholly-owned subsidiary 
of the Pearl Assurance Co. Ltd., opened an 
agency in Kampala in 1952 and operates in 
Uganda and throught East Africa as a building 
society on lines parallel to those of similar 
societies in the United Kingdom. The First 
Permanent Building Society, with headquarters 
in Northern Rhodesia, has been operating 
widely throughout East Africa for some years 
and opened a branch office in Kampala in 
1955. In May, 1958, Lombard Bank Ltd., 
in partnership with Uganda Development 
Corporation Ltd., established Lombard Bank- 
ing (Uganda) Ltd., and opened for business 
in Kampala in September, 1958. The Bank 
accepts funds on deposit and provides short- 
term loans to agriculture, industry and com- 
merce; through a subsidiary, Lombank 
(Uganda) Ltd., hire purchase facilities are 
available. 


HIRE PURCHASE FINANCE 


Up till recently most of the hire purchase 
finance arranged was done directly with various 
companies in Nairobi but now Uganda has 
at least two hire purchase finance organisations, 
Credit Finance Corporation Ltd. and Lombank 
(Uganda) Ltd., actively engaged in this line 
of business. A certain amount, probably 
quite a considerable amount, of hire purchase, 
particularly on motor vehicles, is arranged 
privately between sellers and buyers, motor 
dealers and their agents often offering private 
hire purchase facilities in order to conclude a 
sale.

Uganda is well served by insurance facilities, 
most of the leading offices having some form 
of representation in the Protectorate. A list of 
Insurance Companies, Agents and Brokers 
will be found in the Classified Trades Section 
at the end of the Directory. The insurance 
centre and clearing house for Uganda and for 
East Africa as a whole for many years has 
been in Nairobi, where constant contact is 
maintained with the London insurance market; 
more companies have however in recent years 
opened their own branch offices in Uganda and 
several companies operating in Kampala have 
direct access to the London market. Some 
companies have their Head Office in other parts 
of the Commonwealth; those with Head 
Offices in India transact considerable business 
in Uganda. All classes of Insurance, including 
life assurance, are readily available and full 
details may be obtained upon application to 
the offices concerned. While it would be 
quite impracticable to attempt within the scope 
of this short article ot give any indication of 
the insurance tariffs prevailing it may be said 
that favourable rates backed by expert 
insurance advice and service are readily 
available in East Africa, these tariffs, advice 
and service having developed in the light of the 
special conditions pertaining in these territories. 
A Statistical appreciation of insurance business 
in East Africa is published by the E.A. Statistic- 
al Dept. in its Quarterly Bulletin No. 42 for 
December, 1958. Salient figures are

Figures given in the tables published by the 
E.A. Stat. Dept. reflect the returns of only 
32 companies transacting life assurance 
business in East Africa. Nationalization of 
life assurance business in India in September 
1956, involved the transfer of life business 
of 15 Indian-owned companies doing life 
assurance business in East Africa and the 
reorganisation involved in the change over 
resulted in delay in getting statistics from 
these companies. It should also be noted 
that the foregoing figures do not summarise 
all the general and life business done but are 
collated from returns submitted to the Statis- 
tical Department by 50 to 60 General Business 
Offices and by the 32 Life Offices. Inevitably 
some returns will be missing or inadequate 
and the resultant figures should be studied 
with that qualification in mind. i 


Prior to 1958 two East African owned 
Companies with Head Offices in Kenya were 
underwriting the lives of Africans. In the 
last eighteen months, however, other offices 
have entered this field but as yet no figures 
are available as to the type, size and number 
of policies being sold. There does appear 
to be a growing desire amongst African farmers 
and traders to know more about what 
protection insurance, as well as life assurance, 
can offer them and several companies are 
actively canvassing this potential market. 
The whole concept of insurance is, however, 
strange to the African mind and a great deal 
of spade work clearly remains to be done 
before the underwriting of African risks 
assumes any considerable proportion of the 
total business done.

COMMERCIAL LAW 


The law of Uganda, as that of England, 
divides the registration and operation of 
business into two classes, namely: (1) un- 
incorporated bodies, i.e. partnerships and 
individual businesses, and (2) incorporated 
bodies, i.e. limited liability companies. The 
former are governed by partnership law which 
is contained in the Partnership Ordinance 
(Laws of Uganda 1951, Cap. 209) and the 
Business Names Registration Ordinance (Laws 
of Uganda, 1951, Cap. 213. Incorporated 
bodies are governed by the Companies 
Ordinance (Laws of Uganda, 1951, Cap. 212) 
which is practically word for word the same as 
the English Companies Act. 1929. A new 
Companies Ordinance has been passed but 
is not yet in force pending revison of the 
Winding-up Rules. When this new ordinance 
comes into operation — probably in 1960 — 
the law in Uganda will be in line with the 
English Act of 1948. 


Partnerships or Individual Businesses 


Under the Business Names Registration 
Ordinance (Laws of Uganda, 1951, Cap. 213) 
all individuals and firms who, having a place 
of business in the Protectorate, carry on a 
profession or business for profit under a name 
which does not consist, in the case of an 
individual, of his true surname, and in the 
case of a firm, of the true surnames of all the 
partners, are required to register with the 
Registrar of Business Names the particulars 
prescribed by the Ordinance. The expression 
“firm” includes businesses in which one of the 
partners is a limited company and registration 
is required if the full name of the company 
is not included in the name of the firm. Par- 
ticulars of all changes in the information 
registered must be notified to the Registrar 
within fourteen days of the occurrence of 
those changes. Partnerships as such (apart 
from the name employed) and Deeds of 
Partnership are not registered in Uganda. 
There is a Registry of Documents, but it is 
not usual and, as indicated, not compulsory, 
to register the Deeds. As mentioned above, 
the law relating to partnerships is contained 
in the Partnerships Ordinance which is very 
similar to the Partnership Act 1890. 

The Ordinance also requires the registration 
of firms, individuals and corporations which 
have a place of business in the Protectorate 
and which carry on business wholly or mainly 
as nominees or trustees of or for another 
person, firm or corporation or act as general 
agents for any foreign firm, person or cor- 
poration. 

The penalty for failing to register under the 
Ordinance is a fine not exceeding Shs.150/- 
per day for every day during which the default 
continues, and the offender cannot enforce 
contracts made during the period of default, 
but he may be liable on such contracts. 


Forms of registration may be obtained from 
the office of the Registrar, P.O. Box 251, 
Kampala, and must be lodged with him within 
fourteen days of the date of the commence- 
ment of the business. The Registrar will 
issue a certificate of registration which must 
be exhibited in a conspicuous place at the 
principal place of business of the individual 
or firm. 

The Registrar may refuse to register a name 
which in his opinion may induce the belief 
that the business is British or under British 
Control when such is not the case. The fees 
payable are : (1) on original registration 
Shs.40/-, (2) on registration of changes Shs.20/- 
The Register of Business Names, maintained 
at the Registrar’s office, may be inspected on 
payment of Shs.5/- for each entry examined. 


Limited Liability Companies 


The law relating to the registration, conduct 
and liquidation of limited liability companies 


;is contained in The Companies Ordinance 


(Laws of Uganda, 1951, Cap. 212). 

A private company will be registered on 
the lodging with the Registrar of Companies, 
P.O. Box 251, Kampala, of two printed copies 
of the company’s memorandum and articles 
of association and the payment of the 
prescribed fees and stamp duties. A private 
company may commence business immediately 
on the issue by the Registrar of his certificate 
that the company has been incorporated. 
A public company must, in addition to the 
documents mentioned above, file a prospectus 
or statement in lieu of prospectus before a 
certificate of incorporation will be issued. 
Moreover, such a company may not commence 
business until the Registrar has issued a further 
certificate entitling the company to do so. 
This he will do on the filing of a statutory 
declaration that the requirements of Section 
96 of the Ordinance (relating to the raising of 
the niu subscription) have been complied 
with. 

Every local private company must file with 
the Registrar and keep up-to-date full particu- 
lars on the prescribed forms as to the allot- 
ment of shares, the address of its registered 
office, the names and addresses of its directors, 
and details of all charges or mortgages secured 
on its assets. In addition, it must hold the 
prescribed general meetings and once every 
year file a return containing all the par- 
ticulars prescribed by Section 109 of the 
Ordinance. Every public company must, 
when filing its annual return under Section 
108, attach to the return a copy of its profit 
and loss account and balance sheet. Each 
company must hold its first annual general 
meeting within eighteen months of the date 
of incorporation: thereafter the annual general 
meeting must be held once in every calendar 
year, not more than fifteen months after 
the previous meeting and not more than nine 
months after the close of the company’s 
financial year. 
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INSURANCE (from page 157) 


The sale of life assurance to Africans is 
strictly controlled under the Africans (Life 
Assurance Control) Ordinance, 1946. No 
life office may commence business with Africans 
until it has applied to the Minister of Finance, 
Entebbe, and this application has been 
approved. No individual may canvass the 
sale of life assurance to Africans until he has 
personally applied to and been licensed 
by the Provincial Commissioner in each 
Province (in Buganda, the Resident) in which 
he wishes to operate; this means that four 
separate licences are mecessary to cover 
canvassing throughout Uganda. 


INSURANCE STAMP DUTY 


Stamp Duty on insurance policies issued 
in East Africa falls into a number of categories. 
In Uganda the standard fire, accident, and 
motor vehicle policy requires stamping Shs.2/- 
irrespective of value; this duty applies only on 
the policy when issued and does not apply 
to renewals. Life policies are stamped at 
50 cents per £100 assured. Annuity contracts 
attract duty at $% on the maximum annual 
value secured. In all cases policies must be 
stamped with Uganda Revenue stamps, adhe- 
sive or embossed.

COMMERCIAL LAW (from page 159) 


Part XII of the Ordinance provides for the 
registration in the Protectorate of companies 
incorporated outside the Protectorate which 
establish places of business in Uganda. 
Every such company must within one month 
of establishing a place of business in the Pro- 
tectorate deliver to the Registrar for registra- 
tion: (a) a certified copy of its charter, statutes | 
or memorandum and articles of association, | 
or other instrument constituting or defining 
the constitution of the company, and if that | 
instrument is not written in the English lan- | 
guage a certified translation thereof; (b) the 
full address of the registered or principal 
office of the company; (c) a list of the directors 
of the company; and (d) the names and 
addresses of some one or more persons 
resident in the Protectorate authorised to 
accept on behalf of the company service of 
process or any notices required to be served on 
the company. In the event of any alteration 
in any of the particulars so registered the 
Registrar must be notified of such alteration 
on the prescribed form within three months 
of the event. 


It is not lawful for any person to issue, 
circulate or distribute in Uganda any 
prospectus offering for subscription shares 
of a company incorporated outside the 
Protectorate unless a copy of the prospectus 
has been filed with the Registrar and the other 
requirements of Sec. 335 of the Ordinance 
are observed. 


Costs of Forming a Company 


On forming a limited liability company 
there are certain fees payable to the Registrar, 
as follows: If the nominal capital does not 
exceed £2,000, fee £2; if it exceeds £2,000, 
fee £1 for every £1,000 or part thereof of 
nominal capital up to a total fee of £5 for 
for a nominal capital of £5,000; thereafter 
the fee is Shs.5/- per £1,000 up to £100,000; 
and thereafter the fee is Sh.1/- per £1,000. 
In addition to fees, stamp duty is payable as 
follows: on the memorandum and articles 
of association, £4.4s.; on the nominal capital 
of the company, at ‘the rate of $%. Costs 
will also involve lawyer’s charges per scale 
for preparing the memorandum and articles, 
conducting the necessary legal affairs, and 
generally seeing the company through to 
flotation; and there will be a number of 
sundry costs, such as printing the memorandum 
and articles (about £25), company seal and 
share register (about £10), name plate (about 
£3), and the filing of a number of initial 
returns, making a total in sundries of around 
£40. The following table gives the approx- 
imate cost for forming companies with varying 
nominal capital:

In many cases companies are formed to 
take over existing projects, partnerships, etc. 
necessitating other preliminary agreements. 
The cost of such agreements is not included 
in the schedules, and would involve an addi- 
tion of roughly twenty-five per cent in lawyer’s 
charges. The capital of the company may 
be increased at any time after incorporation 
(provided the company’s articles give the 
necessary power) by a resolution of the 
company, the filing of certain documents, 
and the payments of the additional 4% stamp 
duty on the nominal amount of the increase. 


The capital of a company may only be 
reduced or reorganised provided the necessary 
power is give by its articles of association, 
if a special resolution to this effect has been 
passed by the company and the sanction of the 
Court thereto has been obtained. 


Share Transfers 


Transfers of shares are executed in the same 
way as in the United Kingdom. Share 
transfer forms are obtainable from leading 
stationers. Before a company accepts a share 
transfer for registration it must make sure 
that the transfer (accompanied by the relative 
share certificate) is properly executed in accord- 
ance with the company’s articles and that it 
is duly stamped with Uganda revenue stamps 
(which may be either embossed or adhesive) 
in accordance with the following scale: 
Where the consideration money is less than 
£5, the duty is 25 cents; between £5 and £10, 
duty is 50 cents; thereafter duty rises by 50 
cents per £10 or part thereof until at £100 the 
duty is Shs.5/-; after £100 the duty is Shs.2/50 
for every £50 or part thereof. For practical 
purposes it may be said that (subject to the 
condition that duty is payable on fractions, 
e.g. on ever £50 or part thereof) the duty is 
4% of the consideration money. The 
following table is appended for ready reference:

It should be observed that a share transfer 
executed in Uganda for registration by a 
company incorporated outside Uganda (and 
with no transfer office in Uganda) must be 
stamped in accordance with the regulations 
of that other country. This means that a 
transfer of shares in a company incorporated 
in Kenya must be sent to the Kenya registered 
office of that company and stamped with the 
Kenya duty which is at the rate of $%, or 
exactly double the duty applicable in Uganda; 
the same applies to Tanganyika. 


General Information 


A private company may not invite the public 
to subscribe for shares, and its membership 
is limited to 50 shareholders. A_ public 
company may advertise its shares for sale, 


subject to the regulations governing public}. . 


issues, and the number of its members is un- 
limited. A private company does not have 
to file its annual accounts with the Registrar 
(and in this lies the chief attraction of a private | . 
company); but a public company must do so. 
Every company must keep proper books of 
account which are required to be audited 
annually by an auditor who is not an officer 
of the company. Every company must 
maintain an up-to-date register of members, 
share dealings and certain other transactions 
and this register is open to inspection by any 
party, even though he is not a member. Every 
company must maintain adequate minute 
books for company business and for directors’ 
business; and the company minute book is 
open to inspection by any member. Every 
company must exhibit its name outside every 
place where it carries on business, and it must 
have one principal registered office. The 
letterheads and other paper bearing a 
company’s name must also carry the name of 
each of the directors of that company together 
with particulars of their nationality. It is 
the responsibility of ever director to secure 
his share qualification (if any) within sixty | 
days of assuming office, or within such shorter | 
time as may be fixed by the Company’s 
Articles. A separate file is kept at the office 
of the Registrar of Companies, Kampala, in 
respect of each limited company. A file 
may te inspected by any person on payment of 
s.1/-. 


STAMP DUTIES 


The law governing Stamp Duties is contained 
in the Laws of Uganda, The Stamp Ordinance, 
Cap. 193, as amended by Ordinance No. 13 of 
1956. Stamp Duty is payable by affixing to 
the dutiable document an adhesive revenue 
stamp (not a postage stamp) and cancelling 
the same by writing or rubber stamping 
across the stamp the attesting name and the 
date of execution; where documents require 
stamping for a considerable sum, as in the case 
of the Memorandum and Articles of Assoc- 
iation of a Company, it is usual to have the 
revenue stamps embossed on the document 
by the Revenue Stamping Office. 


The schedule to the Stamp Ordinance lists 
over 60 different descriptions of instruments 
liable to stamp duty. The rates in more 
common use are shown as follows in alphabetic- 
al order, the percentage rates quoted always 
being in respect of the consideration or value 
involved rounded up to the next £50: AFFIDA- 
VIT. ..2/-; AGREEMENT, including staff 
service agreement ...1/-; ANNUITY CON- 
TRACT...3% on the maximum annual 
value secured; ARTICLES OF ASSOC-

According to the East African Statistical | 


Bulletin the total number of limited liability 
companies registered in East Africa during 
1938 was 95 with a total authorized capital 
of £1,492,000. In 1958 the total was 480 
companies with a capital of £8,044,000. 
The year 1955 appears to have been the peak 
year with 615 new companies registered | 
having a total capital of £19,385,000. 

In Uganda in 1938 registrations tofalled 
21 companies with an authorized pital 
of £248,000. Since 1954 registration (exclud- 
ing foreign companies which have registered 
for operation in Uganda) have been:

The total number of companies, public, 
private and foreign, on the Register at the 
end of 1958 was 1,981 compared with 1,865 
at the end of 1957, a net increase during the 
twelve months of 126 companies. The end 
1958 total was made up of Public Companies 
— 91, Private — 1392, Foreign — 408. As 
at 30th June, 1959, the total number on the 
Register was 2,033. Details of all these 
Companies are given in the Company Register 
at the end of this book. 


Business Names 

There were 8,266 Business Names on the 
Register on Ist January, 1958. During the 
year 617 new names were added and 109 
mames were removed, leaving a net total 
registration as at 31st December, 1958, of 
8,744 names. As at 30th June, 1959, the 
total was 9,032 A _ Business Name _ is 
defined in this directory on Page 159. 


TRADE MARKS 

Registration is governed by the Trade 
Marks Ordinance, 1952, the provisions of 
which are almost precisely similar to those 
contained in the U.K. Trade Marks Act, 
1938. A person who is resident outside the 
Protectorate and who wishes to register a trade 
mark in Uganda must either appoint an 
Agent for the purpose within the Protectorate, 
or have an address for service in the Protect- 
orate. All practising Advocates in Uganda 
are authorised Trade Mark Agents. The 
classification of goods in Uganda is precisely 
the same as that contained in Schedule 1V 
of the United Kingdom Trade Marks Act, 
1938. In Uganda this Schedule is numbered 
Schedule HI. The total fees payable for 
application and registration of a trade mark are 
Shs.80/- exclusive of Agent’s fees. 


PATENTS 


Original patents are not registrable in 
Uganda. The Patents Ordinance, 1939, pro- 
vides that the grantee of a patent in the United 
Kingdom may apply within three years from 
the date of the grant of the patent to have such 
patent registered in the Protectorate. A 
grantee of a patent who does not reside in the 
Protectorate must give an address for service 
in the Protectorate. In effect, a grantee 
must apply for the registration of his patent 
through an agent resident in the Protectorate. 
Total fee payable on application and registra- 
tion of a patent is Shs.32/50, exclusive of 
Agent’s fees. 


TRADING 


The Law relating to Trading will be found 
in the Laws of Uganda, 1951, Chap. 208. 
Traders are defined in four sections: (1) Traders 
(2) Commercial Travellers (3) Hawkers 
(4) Travelling © Wholesalers. “ Trade” 
or “ trading ” means in essence offering and/or 
selling goods in a store whether by retail or 
wholesale; a commercial traveller is any person 
not normally resident in Uganda who solicits 
orders for the purchase of goods; a hawker is 
any person who offers and/or sells goods in 
any place which is not a store; a travelling 
wholesaler is any person who, at any place 
not in his occupation, sells goods to another 
who is reasonably believed by the seller to 
intend to re-sell such goods. A ,store is 
defined as “any structure, whether of a 
permanent or temporary nature, in which 
goods are sold or exposed for sale ”. The 
holder of a trading licence does not have to 
take out a commercial traveller’s licence for 
any person employed as a salaried traveller. 
Licences are issued by various licensing officers 
who are generally district commissioners 
or their deputies or, in Kampala, by the 
Municipality. The trading and the hawker’s 
licences expire annually on 31st December, 
irrespective of the date of issue; the commercial 
traveller’s licence is issued for three or for 
twelve months and is valid for the period 
stated. Licence Fees are: Trading Licence 
in all the principal townships — Shs.150/- 
p.a. minor centres Shs.45/- p.a.; Hawker’s 
Licence — Non-African Shs.150/-, African 
Shs.30/-; Commercial Traveller’s Licence for 
three months Shs.250/-, for twelve months 
Shs.400/-; Travelling Wholesaler’s Licence 
30/- per annum. 


LIQUOR LICENCES 


Liquor licences are issued by District 
Commissioners, or in the case of an established 
Municipality or leading Township, by that 
authority. In Kampala for example, licences 
are issued by the Municipal Council and appli- 
cations should be made to the Town Clerk, 
Kampala. There are fourteen classes of

PUBLIC FINANCE 


Readers interested in the finance of the 
Government of the Uganda Protectorate 
should purchase from the Government Printer, 
Entebbe, Price Shs. 15/-, a copy of the, 
Estimates for 1959/60 (year ending 30th June, 
1960). The Estimates themselves occupy 
213 pp. of text (10 x 8”). This total is 
mentioned to give some idea of detailed and 
exhaustive treatment extended to these matters. 


In this Directory it is not possible to do 
more than record an abstract of the 
salient features of these public finances. The 
Revenue Budget for 1959/60 opens with an 
estimated general surplus of £6,391,426 and 
after budgetting for a deficit of £666,736 
during 1959/60, envisages an estimated general 
surplus of £5,724,690 on 30th June, 1960. 
The Capital Budget for the same period 
forecasts a deficit of £90,071 and a sum of 
£2,500,000 has been transferred from the 
Coffee Industry Fund to meet this deficit, 
dea ing a surplus of £2,409,929 on 30th June,

The Capital Budget estimates outgoings at 
£5,578,709 of which £3,134,548 is on Public 
Works Extraordinary, £843,513 on Other

Revenue in this 
Budget is estimated at £2,421,058 of which 
£75,000 is from Premia on leases, transferred 
from the Revenue Budget. £1,914,441 is 
derived from Reimbursements, and £431,617 
from Miscellaneous sources.

PUBLIC DEBT 
The public debt of the Uganda Protectorate 
stands at £13,933,000 made up of the Uganda 
Loan 1955/56 of £850,000, the Uganda 
Loan 1966/69 of £9,083,000 and the Uganda 
Loan 1968/73 of £4,000,000. Of these three 
loans, the first was raised in two parts: £235,600 
in respect of works under the 1932 programme 
and £614,400 in respect of works under the 
1937 programme. The moneys raised under 
the 1966/69 and the 1968/73 Loan have been 
re-lent to the Uganda Electricity Board and 

are repayable by that organisation. 


LIQUOR LICENCES (from p. 165) 
liquor licences of which the first thirteen are 
for non-spiritous liquors and the fourteenth 
is for the sale of spirits.

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TAXATION 


Apart from indirect taxation, and sundry 
licence dues on motor vehicles, etc., the tax- 
payer in Uganda may suffer taxation in (1) 
African Poll Tax, (2) Non-African Poll Tax, 
(3) Non-African Education Tax, (4) Income 
Tax. The African grower of cotton and coffee 
is also taxed by-way of the export taxes on 
these crops. 


AFRICAN POLL TAX.—African Poll Tax 
is levied on each adult male African and 
is currently-at the rate of Shs.6/- per head per 
annum, this rate applying equally to all parts 
of the Protectorate. In addition to the stand- 
ard poll tax, there is a graduated poll tax 
depending upon income. This varies widely 
from province to province and from district to 
district. Details of the current rates can be 
obtained from any provincial headquarters. 


NON-AFRICAN POLL TAX is payable 
by Non-Africans resident in the Protectorate 
and becomes due on Ist January in each year; 
if the tax is not paid by 31st March, a penalty 
of 50 per cent of the full tax is imposed. 
The tax applies equally to males and females 
over the age of eighteen years in accordance 
with the following scale: Income not exceeding 
£200 per annum—tax Shs.75/-; income exceed- 
ing £200 per annum—tax Shs.150/-; provided 
that no female Non-African is liable to tax if her 
income in a normal year is less than £150 p.a. 


NON-AFRICAN EDUCATION TAX is 
payable by every Non-African male over 
18 years of age. Rates are Shs. 20/- if income 
not above £400 per annum; Shs. 30/- where 
income exceeds £400 but not £600 per annum. 
Shs.60/- if income exceeds £600. 


INCOME TAX. Income tax was intro- 
duced into Uganda on Ist January, 1940, 
and became leviable on incomes of the year 
beginning Ist January, 1939. 


Since its introduction 20 years ago Uganda 
income tax legislation, which is to a great 
extent based upon United Kingdom income tax 
precepts and practice, has followed the histori- 
cal trend of these laws, weaving a detailed 
and involved web of legal documentation and 
building up a considerable volume of case law 
the latter bzing based in many cases upon 
decisions upon similar cases in the United 
Kingdom. How far the present system of 
income tax is suitable to an underdeveloped 
country, such as Uganda, and how it can effici- 
ently be applied to all citizens — at present no 
African pays Uganda income tax — is a 
problem of to-day and even more a problem 
for the future. 


Application of Tax. Tax applies to every 
resident of Uganda with the exception of the 


|normally becomes liable for tax as a resident 
after he or she has been in Uganda for longer 
than six months. It is the taxpayer’s duty 
to notify the Regional Commissioner of 
Income Tax, Udyam House, 4 Jinja Road, 
Box 445, Kampala (telephone 2331), of and 
liability to tax. Full details can be obtained 
on application to the Commissioner. 


The existing situation is outlined in a cir- 
cular issued by the Income Tax Department, 
under date September, 1959, which is repro- 
duced verbatim hereunder. 


Income Tax 


General. Income tax is charged on the income 
of any person resident in the Territories (i.e., 
Kenya, Tanganyika and Uganda) accruing in, 
derived from or received in East Africa. 
It is also charged on the income of non- 
residents accruing in or derived from the 
Territories. 


The charge extends inter alia to trading, etc., 
profits, to income from employments and 
services rendered (including the value of 
benefits in kind and compensation for loss 
of office), rental income (including premiums) 
interest and dividends (including bonus 
debentures and redeemable preference shares), 
pensions, annuities (excluding any capital 
element), alimony and the annual value of 
housing (calculated at a percentage of cost). 


The tax is charged on the income of the 
calendar year (or, in the case of income from a 
trade, etc., the accounts year ending between 
31st March in one calendar year and 31st 
March in the next) after deduction of expenses 
wholly and exclusively incurred in the produc- 
tion of the income. In addition individuals 
may be entitled to personal allowances, details 
of which are given below. 


Tax in the Territories is levied under the 
East African Income Tax (Management) Act, 
1958. Personal allowances and rates of tax are 
fixed by each separate territorial Government 
under Rates and Personal Allowances Ordin- 
ances. At present the personal allowances 
and rates of tax are the same in all Territories. 


Deductions. In addition to expenses incurred 
in the production of the income, various other 
types of expenditure, specified in the Act, may 
be deducted. Thus deductions are allowed for 
various classes of capital expenditure incurred 
for the purpose of a trade or business, e.g.— 


(a) on certain buildings and structures — an 
optional initial allowance of ten per cent and an 
annual deduction of two per cent (six per cent 
for new hotels); 

(b) on plant and machinery — an optional 
initial deduction of 20 per cent and a wear and 
tear deduction depending upon the life of the

(c) on mining expenditure — an __ initial 
deduction of 40 per cent for the year in which 
incurred, and the balance equally over the 
next six years, (or over a shorter period if the 
life of the mine is likely to be less than seven 
years); 

(d) on farm works (farmhouses, labour quart- 
ers, any other buildings necessary for the 
proper operation of the farm, fences, dips, 
drains, water and electricity supply works, 
windbreaks or other necessary works) — 20 per 
cent in the year in which incurred and ten per 
cent in each of the next eight years; 

(e) on clearing agricultural land and planting 
with permanent or semi-permanent crops 
(e.g., citrus, coffee, tea, sisal) — an option to 
have the deduction when the expenditure is 
incurred or to spread it over the life of the crop; 
(f) on scientific research expenditure — equally 
over five years. 

Except in the case of farm works there are 
provisions for balancing adjustments on the 
sale of any asset for which the above deductions 
have been given. The effect of these adjust- 
ments is that over the life of the asset only the 
difference between the purchase and sale price 
is allowed. 

A deduction may also be given for overseas 
passages incurred by the taxpayer, or his wife, 
or his dependants, treating each as a class. 
Subject to certain conditions the maximum | 
deduction for each class is £300 in any period | | 
of two consecutive years. 

A further deduction is given for an em- 
ployee. contributions to an approved pension 
und. 


Personal allowances for resident individuals. 
Subject to certain conditions the following | 
personal allowances may be deducted in 
arriving at the chargeable income of an 
individual resident in the Territories: 
(a) single allowance — £225. Where, however, 
the individual is also entitled to a child allow- 
ance, the allowance is £450; 

(b) marriage allowance — £500. Where, 
however, the individual’s total income exceeds 
£500, the allowance is increased by one- 
fifth of the excess, subject to a maximum 
allowance of £700; 

(c) child allowance — £120 for the first child 
and £60 for each of the next three children 
maintained. Where, however, the child’s 
lnomne exceeds £75 per annum no allowance is 

ue; 

(d) education allowance — a maximum of 
£125 for each child under 18 years of age and a 
maximum of £175 for each child over 18 
receiving higher education at a university or 
similar establishment. The allowance varies 
according to tuition and boarding fees paid; 
(e) dependant allowance — £60 or the amount 
spent on maintenance, whichever is the less. 
Where, however, the dependant’s income 
exczeds £150 per annum no allowance may be 
granted;

|) insurance allowances — relief is given for 
life assurance premiums paid and contribu- 
tions to certain old approved pension schemes 
up to a maximum of one-sixth of the in- 
dividual’s total income and subject to certain 
other restrictions and conditions.

KAMPALA PRODUCE 
EXCHANGE 


Following on recommendations made by the 
Uganda Chamber of Commerce in 1953, the 
Kampala Produce Exchange was opened on 
3rd February, 1954. The Membership in 
September 1959, was 145 Full, Broker and 
Associate Members. During the year ended 
December 1958, 1156 contracts were registered 
totaling a tonnage of 81,199 tons, in the follow- 
ing commodities — Cottonseed Cake, Cotton- 
seed Oil, Groundnuts, Groundnut Cake, 
Castorseeds, Mixed Beans, Soya Beans, 
Simsim, Maize and Maizemeal. 

The Exchange is managed by a Committee 
consisting of a Chairman, vice-Chairman, 
Treasurer and seven Members. The Exchange 
has a detailed form of contract applicable to all 
produce, and Arbitration may be taken under 
the Arbitration Rules of the Association of 
East African Produce Exchanges. 


The objects of the Exchange are:— (a) To 
promote the best interests of the Produce 
Industry of Uganda, to the advantage of the 
Producer and Trader. (b) To foster close 
relations between the Grower of Produce and 
his representative, and the Trade. (c) To pro- 
mote and organise the establishment of quality 
standards of Uganda Produce. (d) To co- 
Operate with and advise Government in any 
legislation or proposed legislation in connection 
with Uganda Produce. (e) To co-operate with 
Produce Exchanges affiliated to the Association 
! of East African Produce Exchanges, Chambers 
of Commerce, Agriculture and Industry and 
with other properly constituted bodies. (f)To 
collect and circulate statistics and business 
information, and to compile and maintain 
records. (g) To provide:— (i) Facilities for 
the conduct of sales by auction or private 
treaty. (ii) Meeting grounds or ‘* rooms”

For over twenty five years there has been 
an embryonic stock and share market in 
Nairobi, active during Kenya’s gold rush 
in the early thirties, dormant throughout 
World War IJ, but assuming proportions of 
increasing importance from 1946 onwards. 
These developments were crystallised during 
1954 with the formation, on Ist July, 1954, 
of the Nairobi Stock Exchange, with formal 
Rules, a Management Committee, and other 
appropriate procedure.

revenue stamps (embossed or adhesive). 
It is emphasised that the revenue stamps 
applied must be of the territory in which the 
transfer is to be registered and that, for example, 
Kenya revenue stamps are invalid on a 
transfer to be registered in Uganda.

DEATH DUTIES 


The Uganda Budget for 1959/69 repealed 
Death Duties and these are no longer leviable 
upon the Uganda estates of deceased persons. 
Prior to this repeal estates up to £2,000 were 
free of duty, from £2,001 to 5,000 the duty 
was at 1%, from £5,001 to £10,000 at 2%, 
from £10,001 to £15,000 at 3%, and so on 
in a fairly steady curve until at £90,000 the 
rate was 13%; from £90,000 and upwards 
the duty used to be at 14% flat rate. During 
1958 total estate duty assessments amounted 
to £88,736.

Beyond 
the free period demurrage charges are: per 
short or 4-wheeled wagon at Shs.25/- for the 
first consecutive 24 hours and thereafter at 
Shs.35/- per 24 hours or part thereof; per bogie 
or 8-wheeled wagon at Shs.50/- for first con- 
secutive 24 hours, then at Shs. 70/-. Con-

Working hours fall within the limits 8 a.m. to 
1.0 p.m. and 2.0 p.m. to 5.0 p.m. daily except 
Saturday (Saturday 8.0 a.m. to 1.0 p.m.) and 
exclude Sundays and public holidays. Work- 
ing hours may be varied by notice posted at 
any station. 


Harbours: Wharfage dues and handling 
charges are levied on all imports passing 
through the Port of Mombasa. Wharfage dues 
on imports are assessed at the rate of 1% 
ad valorem plus handling charges of Shs. 12/50 
per ton, Wharfage and handling charges on 
exports vary according to the particular comm- 
odity.

CONGO BASIN TREATIES 


Because of the treaty obligations described 
below, Imperial Preference cannot be granted 
in Uganda. 

All nations employ complete freedom of 
trade in the Protectorate. This principle was 
established by Article 1 of the Berlin Act of 
1885 as Uganda came within the conventional 
Congo Basin. By the Brussels Act of 
1890 the signatories of the Berlin Act_were 
permitted to levy import duties in the Congo 
territories under their control, but these 
duties were limited (except as regards spirituous 
liquors) to a maximum of 10 per cent ad 
valorem. In 1919 the Convention of Saint 
Germain-en-Laye confirmed commercial 


equality within the Congo Basin to the 
signatory powers of those states, members of 
the League of Nations, which might adhere 
to the Convention. It also removed the 
limitation of the rates of import duty, but 
| confirmed the existing prohibition on the 
| imposition of differential duties on merchandise 
belonging to nations of the signatory and 
adhering powers who were members of the 
League of Nations. 

The following ratified the Convention: 
British Empire, Belgium, France, Japan, 
Portugal (with certain reservations). Territories 
in Eastern Africa to which it is applicable are: 
Kenya, Mozambique, Nvasaland, Northern 
Rhodesia (in part), Sudan (in part), Tanganyika

CUSTOMS & EXCISE 


There is a unified East African Customs and 
Excise Department, with Headquarters at 
Mombasa, covering the customs and excise of 
Kenya, Uganda and Tanganyika. The customs 
tariffs of the three territories are virtually 
identical and there are no interterritorial 
customs barriers, except that, for purposes 
of allocation of duty and regional statistics, 
transfer forms must be completed when 
goods are moved from one territory to another. 


The basic fiscal rate of duty is 22 per cent 
(twenty-two per cent) ad valorem assessed on 
the normal price which goods would fetch on 
sale in the open market between buyer and 
seller independent of each other. It is assumed 
that the goods are delivered to the buyer at the 
port or place of importation and that the 
seller will bear freight, insurance, commission, 
and all other costs, charges and expenses 
incidental to the sale and delivery at the port or 
place. 


Owing to space restrictions it is impossible 
here to do more than give a general review of 
the Customs Tariff. Those who wish to 
obtain full information in these matters should 
apply to the Commissioner of Customs, Box 61, 
Mombasa, or to any Regional Customs Office, 
for copies of the Customs Tariff and the 
E.A. Customs Management Act. 


Duty Free Goods include machinery; 
agricultural tractors and carts; locos, and 
railway equipment; aircraft; ships; builders’ 
requisites such as door and window furniture, 
locks, lavatories, cisterns, baths, sinks, piping 
expanded metal, wire gauze; cranes, winches; 
tanks, wheelbarrows, axes, shovels, crowbars 
Picks; printers’ type and metal; fencing mat- 
erial and wire; machinery ropes; baling iron; 
wire rope; laboratory equipment; surgical, 
dental, and medical instruments; heavy oils for 
roadmaking; coal and coke; explosives; wood 
preservatives; medicines; fresh fruits; maize 
and grain generally; fish; salt other than 
table salt; seeds; animals; bags and sacking; 
fishing nets and twine; twine for sewing bags; 
printed reading books; flour; specially prepared 
infants foods; tools, gardening equipment, 
metals of primary manufacture, linseed oil, 
turpentine, printing and stencil ink; packing 
and lagging, abrasives, sandpaper, wire, lime 
and building plaster; belt dressing; chemicals 
mainly used for industrial or agricultural 
purposes; advertising matter not being articles 
of general utility; educational and religious 
matter; samples of n.c.v.; passengers’ baggage 
in general excluding sundry dutiable articles. 


Goods Dutiable at 11% include paints, 
colours, varnishes, distempers, corrugated 
sheets, prefabricated metal or plastic build- 
ings; metal or plastic windows; doors; house 


iframes; ‘childrens toys and games; book- 


binding fabric; bricks, slates, tiles; asbestos 
slates and tiles; sheet and plate glass, com- 
posite sheeting and. boarding, condensed malt 
and extracts of malt for brewing of beer; 
rubberoid roofing; plywood, pulpboard and 
similar; printing paper, cardboard; dried 
fruits; ‘hops, cocoa and chocolate (not con- 
fectionery). 


Goods Dutiable at 15% include motorcars 
and motorcycles; motor vehicle spares; 
other wheeled vehicles including motor lorries. 


Goods Dutiable at 22% include all articles 
not elsewhere specified in the tariff including 
vegetables. (not fresh); stationery, account 
books, etc.; clocks and watches; provisions; 
arms and ammunition; leather goods (made 
up), musical instruments, radios, records; 
kitchen and household equipment; furniture 
and office equipment; carpets, rugs; household 
tinea (made up); woollen piece goods; sports 
goods. 


This 22% category is the omnibus into which 
the Customs authorities will lump all goods 
which do not obviously fall into one of the 
specified descriptions. Importers will do well 
to verify the description of their goods before 
importation and to secure from the Customs 
a Customs Tariff Item No. and Definition 
which can then be shown on the import papers. 


Goods Dutiable at 30% include butter, 
cheese, beads and jewellery. 


Goods Dutiable at 60% include toilet pre- 
parations, essences and tinctures; perfumery 
and cosmetics; essential and perfumed oils. 


Ad = Valorem or Specific. Some 
goods are dutiable at the higher of an ‘ad 
valorem or a specific rate including cotton piece 
goods (grey and unbleached) at 30% a.v. or 
50 c. per sq. yd.; other at 30% a.v. or 65c. per 
sq. yd.; Man- made fibres piece goods at 30% 
av. or 80c. per sq. yd.; silk piece goods 
at 30% a.v. or 2/- p.s.y.; Blankets at 30% 
a.v. or 60c. p.s.y.; Bicycles and tricycles at 22% 
a.v. or Shs.36/- each; Soap, soap powder at 22% 
a.v. or Shs.8/25 per 100 Ibs.; Milk condensed 
at 22% a.v. or Shs.16/- per 100 Ibs.; Boots 
and shoes at 22% a.v. or Shs.1/50 p. pair; 
Cream at 22% a.v. or 60 cts. per Ib.; perfumed 
spirits at 60% a.v. or Shs.126/- per imp. gal; 
still wines in bottles at 663% a.v. or Shs. 12/- 
per imp. gal.; champagne at 663% a.yv.:or 
Shs.33/30 per imp. gal.; other sparkling 
wines at 664% a.v. or Shs.

Excise Duties on locally produced beer, 
sugar and tobacco are as follows: Beer at 
Shs.216/- per 36 gals. at 1055 gravity; sugar at 
Shs.6/72 per cwt. in Kenya and Tanganyika 
and Shs.8/96 in Uganda; cigarettes, cigars and 
manufactured tobacco (i.e. pipe tobacco) at 
Shs.11/- per Ib. Licences from the Com- 
missioner of Customs are required prior to 
commencing manufacture of excisable goods. 
The annual licence costs Shs.20/-. Excise 
duties are refunded to the original payer in| 
respect of excisable goods exported outside 
East Africa. 


Invoicing. Prescribed forms of invoices are 
not required but for all goods liable to any 
duty ad valorem a declaration of value on a 
Form C.57 must be completed by the importer. 
A certified English translation is required by | 
Customs when invoices are in a language | 
other than English. When invoice values are | 
expressed in a currency other than sterling, | 
conversion for purposes of Customs de- 
claration must be made at the selling rate for 
sight drafts of the foreign currency concerned 
as last notified before the time when the goods | 
are entered for home consumption.

Customs Entries. Goods are declared to 
the Customs on the appropriate entry form 


(i.e. import duty, import free, ex-warehouse 


export entry, éx-warehouse import duty, etc.) 
in the appropriate number of copies (varies 
from 4 to 6) by the owner or one of his employ- 
ees or a licensed Customs Agent duly acting 
on his behalf. Pe:alties exist for incorrect 
declarations and the Agent is liable equally 
with the owner. One copy of the entry, when 
passed by the Customs, is returned to the 
person who made the entry and acts as a 
receipt for the duty, etc. Import and export 
entries are not normally required for ac- 
companied baggage and post and air freight 
parcels under £25 in value. All appropriate 
documents (i.e. import or export licences, 
permits, etc.) must be attached with the entry 
when presented to Customs. Entries are 
liable to rejection (and/or penalty) if incorrect 
or incomplete. It is the owner's (or agent’s) 
tesponsibility to call at the Custom House 
to collect rejected entries and other documents 
otherwise further delays ensue. Entry form 
blanks are not obtainable from Customs 
Offices but may be purchased from most 
printers and stationers. 


Transfer Traffic. The three Territories of 
Uganda, Kenya and Tanganyika subscribe to 
Customs Agreements whereby there is virtually 
free trade between the three territories (subject 
nowadays to Export licensing regulations). 
Entries are not required for goods transferred 
from one Territory to another; . instead 
Customs Transfer Forms require to be prepared 
by the consignor (A and B forms for imported 
goods, C and D forms for local manufactures 
and E. forms for parcel post). The A and C 
forms, when completed by the consignor, 
should be handed in at or sent to the Custom 
House, Kampala; the relative B or D forms 
accompany the goods to destination where 
they are to be receipted by the consigriee and 
handed in at or sent to the appropriate Custom 
House. A_ similar procedure operates in 
respect of goods consigned to Ugarda. 


Boned Warehouse facilities exist at 
Kampala. Goods intended for Bonded Wa- 
rehouse arriving via Mombasa must be en- 
tered for warehousing at Mombasa and this 
requires production of all appropriate doc- 
uments at that place. Goods may be removed 
under bond between one Bonded Warehouse 
and another. Goods may be exported 
from Bonded Warehouse. 


Drawback (i.e. refund of duty) may be 
obtained on goods re-exported outside East 
Africa in intact packages under certain pres- 
cribed conditions which include that  re- 
exportation shall be made within one year from 
the payment of the duty. 


Re-Importation. When dutiable articles are 
to be sent overseas for repairs a Customs 
reimportation certificate should be obtained 
before the goods are despatched. Re-import- 
ation certificates can be obtained at Custom

Houses and Post Offices (for goods sent by 
Post). The articles will require to be examined 
by the official to enable to quote serial 
numbers etc. on the certificate. Upon re- 
importation duty will be charged only upon the 
cost of repairs excluding freight, postage, etc. 


Provisional Entries. When invoices are 
not available goods may be entered for home 
consumption to a Provisional Entry on pay- 
ment of a deposit of an amount which is 
assessed by the Customs after detailed examina- 
tion of the goods (such deposit is normally 
twice the duty value of the goods). The 
Provisional Entry must be perfected within 3 
months when the deposit can be reclaimed 
from the Customs. A Provisional Entry is 
perfected by the entry of the goods (with 
invoice) to an Import Duty Entry. 


General. Before goods are sent out of 
Uganda an export licence (if required) must 
be obtained in addition to any special export 


permit (i.e. for gold, etc.) An import licence 
(if required) and import permits (i.e. for 
dangerous drugs etc.) must be obtained before 
goods are imported. For goods imported or 
exported via Mombasa all appropriate docu- 
ments must be sent to the Customs Agent at 
Mombasa. For goods imported or exported 
through Uganda outstations (Merama Hill, 
Kisoro, Ishasha River, Mpondwe, Butiaba, 
Vurra, Goli and Atiak) note that there are no 
Customs Agents resident at these stations to 
make Customs entries on behalf of absent 
principals. When goods remain unentered at 
a port for 21 days they become Queen’s 
Warehouse goods and are liable to be sold 
after the expiry of 3 months and after being 
advertised for sale in the Official Gazette. 
Application for the withdrawal of goods from 
a sale should be made to the Custom House 
where the sale is to take place. Details of 
testricted and prohibited imports and exports, 
and Customs charges for various services are 
obtainable from any Custom House. All 
Customs and Excise procedure is based on thé 
Acts and Regulations published in 1954 and 
copies may be purchased at Custom Houses.

Always in the forefront of Electrical Development 
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Uganda is essentially an agricultural country. 
Production is therefore almost entirely confined 
to agriculture and planting, animal industry, 
forestry and fishing. There is a number of 
processing industries, the most important of 
which are cotton ginning, coffee, tea and sugar 
factories, sawmilling and oilmilling. Never- 
theless, since the last edition of this Directory 
appeared, factories manufacturing the follow- 
ing have gone into production: gramophone 
records, dry batteries, enamel holloware, 
plywood, asbestos cement roofing, biscuits, 
ice cream, margarine and vegetable ghee. 
Prior to the establishment of these, the principal 
manufacturing enterprises were cigarettes, 
beer (two breweries), cement, aluminiumware, 
cotton textiles, soft drinks (Coca-Cola, Pepsi- 
Cola). Development of Copper Mining in the 
Ruwenzori Mountains has proceeded apace, 
and with the completion of the railway 
extension to the near vicinity of the mine and 
the commissioning of the new copper smelter 
at Jinja which has the Owen Falls hydro- 
electric scheme as its source of power, this 
mineral has rapidly taken a place in the 
Protectorate’s exports, second only to the 
traditional primary crops of cotton and coffee. 
The Sukulu mineral field at Tororo may still 
lead to the development of manufacturing 

Processes in that area, stimulated by the 
Uganda Development Corporation Ltd. which 
is also working to promote a fertiliser industry 
based on deposits at Sukulu to meet the total 
East African demand for superphosphates. 
There are, however, many limiting factors to 
industrial expansion on any considerable scale, 
chief among which are the high cost of imported 
managerial and technical ability and the lack, 
as yet, of a local supply of those pre-requisites 
to industrialisation. The conclusion is that 
while recent years have seen the beginnings of 
industrial development in Uganda and while 
this development in comparision with previous 
performance may well be considerable, Uganda 
is and will remain for the foreseeable future 
primarily an agricultural country. 


LAND TENURE 


The total land area of the Protectorate is 
80,292 sq. miles, of which 9,738 sq. miles are 
in’ the individual ownership of Africans in 
freehold or mailo tenure. (The latter tenure, 
confined to Buganda, resembles freehold 
but in subject to certain restrictions regarding 
transfers). A further 516 sq. miles are in 


non-African ownership. The remainder of 
the land is Crown land, but in rural areas 
outside Buganda Africans are allowed to 
occupy such land in accordance with native 
custom without lease or licence. It is Govern- 
ment’s policy to confirm these native customary 
rights in certain areas by grant of freehold 
titles to Africans over the Crown land which 
hey occupy in accordance with native custom. 

Although it is Government’s declared 
policy that Uganda shall not be developed as 
a country of non-African farming and settle- 
ment, Government welcomes partnerships 
between non-African commercial enterprises 
and African Authorities or individual African 
landowners who wish to develop their land. 
Government also welcomes non-African 
commercial companies, which are prepared 
to provide processing facilities and to assist 
neighbouring farmers to produce crops for the 
processing plant. Government would, of 
course, in such circumstances do all possible 
to make land available for such concerns. 

It is Government’s present policy not to 
issue freehold titles to non-Africans from 
Crown land. Leases of up to 99 years 
duration, however, may be issued from Crown 
land to non-Africans if in the opinion of the 
Governor-in-Council the land is required for 
agricultural or industrial or other undertakings 
which will promote the economic and social 
welfare of the inhabitants of the territory. 
Applications for leases of Crown land should 
be made in the first instance to the District 
Commissioner by whom they will be passed 
to the Director of Lands & Surveys and the 
Minister. 

All land in the individual ownership of 
Africans is subject to the Land Transfer 
Ordinance, which prohibits transfers to non- 
Africans without the written permission of the 
Minister of Lands and Mineral Development, 
whose permission would not be granted for 
out-right sales or gifts, but only for leases. 

In towns Crown land is generally speaking 
available for leasing regardless of the race of 
the applicant for all normal residential, 
commercial and industrial purposes. The 
term of any lease depends on the value of the 
building to be constructed on the land but in 
no case exceeds 99 years. Rent is 
on 5% of the unimproved site value and is 
usually subject to revision at stated periods 
during the lease. In addition a premium may 
be charged, which is usually based on the cost 
to Government of supplying services to the

land, such as access roads, drains or street 
lighting. Exact details of available land and 
of the terms on which it can be leased can be 
obtained on application from the Director of 
Lands and Surveys, P.O. Box 361, Kampala, 
the Provincial Lands and Surveys Officer, 
Mbale or Fort Portal, or the Town Board of 
the urban authority concerned. 

All leases of over three years duration must 
be registered under the Registration of Titles 
Ordinance. This Ordinance provides for 
the issue of titles which are guaranteed by 
Government. The Land Register is public 
and any title may be inspected on application 
to the appropriate office of the land register. 
The appropriate office for freehold and lease- 
hold land is at P.O. Box 361, Kampala. 


AFRICAN AGRICULTURE 


The soil of Uganda over a large proportion 
of the country is fertile and there is a reliable 
rainfall. Only about 75,000 acres are 
cultivated by non-natives who produce such 
commodities as sugar, tea, coffee and a little 
sisal, as against 8} million acres of native crops. 

The first efforts of an African cultivator 
are directed towards his food crops. The 
great bulk of these is consumed by the growers 
themselves, only a small surplus being available 
for marketing in the urban areas or for export. 
Under this category come maize, beans, 
ground-nuts, sim-sim (sesame), pigeon peas, 
grams, field peas and the more perishable 
crops, sweet potatoes, plantain and cassava. 

Uganda can be divided into two main dietary 
zones. In the more humid areas comprising 
Buganda and the adjacent districts roughly 
West and South of the Victoria Nile, the 
plantain or ‘‘cooking banana” is the main food. 
In the hotter areas to the East and North the 
staple food is eleusine millet (wimbi in Swahili). 

Many different varieties of plantain are 
grown, some being used solely for making 
beer. They can be sliced and dried in the 
sun with difficulty to form famine reserves in 
times of shortage. The traditional methods 
of cultivation, dependent on meticulous 
attention by the housewife, have in recent 
times been neglected in many areas, with the 
result that yields have declined. For this 
reason, and because of the seasonal nature 
of the crop, and its perishable nature, this 
staple food has come to be supplemented more 
and more by the subsidiary foods, sweet 
potatoes, maize and cassava. 

In the grain areas unthreshed or threshed 
eleusine millet is stored as a famine reserve 
individually or in communal granaries to 
which each cultivator must contribute. Some 
varieties of cassava can be left to stand in the 


ground, making a good famine reserve which | of 


is not susceptible to locust attack. In a 
number of districts the maintenance of a 
definite acreage of cassava is imposed by local 
regulation upon each cultivator. Owing to 
her favourable climate and comparatively 
good communications, Uganda rarely suffers 


from famine, although the supply of particular 
kinds of food in towns and individual areas is 
sometimes difficult to maintain. 

Beans and ground-nuts are both grown 
for food in most areas. An exportable surplus 
of ground-nuts is available in the Eastern 
Province, particularly in Busoga District, 
and of beans drawn mainly from the districts 
bordering Lake Victoria. Pigeon peas are 
grown in Lango and adjacent areas where 
surplus tonnages are marketed, chiefly for 
consumption by Asians. Some sim-sim 
surplus occurs in the Eastern and Northern 
Provinces. Maize, originally a war- ‘-time crop 
in Buganda and Busoga, is being grown 
more widely, mainly for domestic consumption. 
There is a small trade in onions, grown mainly 
in the Western Province. English potatoes 
replace sweet potatoes at elevations too high 
for the latter to grow well. _ Sales of castor 
seed have been of some importance, the 
production fluctuating with the price. Further 
notes on many of the foregoing crops will be 
found later in this Directory under the headings 
of Other Export Crops and Oilseeds. Refer- 
ence is made elsewhere in this volume to the 
African grown crops of cotton, coffee, tobacco, 
chillie and cocoa. Wheat is grown in small 
quantities both for consumption and sale on 
the slopes of the mountains Ruwenzori and 
Elgon, and also in Kigezi District. 


CO-OPERATIVE SOCIETIES 


Co-operative societies in Uganda are regist- 
ered under the Co-operative Societies Ordina- 
nce, 1946, by the officer responsible for 
the registration of other imcorporated 
bodies in his capacity of Registrar of Co- 
operative Societies. The Commissioner for 
Co-operative Development, assisted by a staff 
of over 200, is responsible for developing 
co-operation; for assisting co-operative soc- 
ieties in their formation and in the preparation 
of their by-laws; for guiding societies in their 
operation, management and accounting; for 
ensuring that the accounts of societies are 
aulited annually and for providing education 
in co-operative activities for office bearers 
and members of societies. The Uganda 
Co-operative Development Council, which 
is composed of ex-officio members, nominated 
members and members elected annually from 
the co-operative movement, exercises advisory 
and appellate functions. 

At the end of 1958 there were 1534 co- 
operative primary societies with 147,421 
individuals as members, and 15 co-operative 
secondary societies, with 1,321 primary societies 
as members. The primary societies are 
predominately producer marketing societies 
African growers, the main crops marketed 
being cotton and coffee. In 1958 the turnover 
of these societies amounted to over £5,000,000. 
Other types of primary society in Uganda are 
dairy, cattle and fish marketing societies, 
thrift and loan societies and consumer societies, 
but their numbers are small. The secondary

Societies, termed unions, aré made up of: 
producer societies as members. Their objects 
include the processing and marketing of 
members’ produce. Seven of these unions 
between them now operate 13 co-operative 
ginneries, including in one case the largest 
and in another the most modern ginnery in 
Uganda, and five co-operative coffee factories. 
The Bugisu Co-operative Union Limited 
markets the whole of the arabica coffee 
crop in Bugisu. 


SOIL CONSERVATION 


The aim of soil conservation in Uganda is to 
Promote the greatest possible absorption of 
rainfall and, where run-off of surplus water is 
inevitable, to ensure that it flows off the land 
without carrying the soil particles with it. By 
this means the fertility of the soil is conserved 
and the greatest possible amount of water is 
made to enter the soil for the use of crops. 
Though sheet and gully erosion can be seen in 
some parts of the country, Uganda suffers less 
than some of the neighbouring territories. 
Nevertheless, the Government Departments 
concerned have made unremitting efforts for 
the last 20 years to persuade cultivators to 
protect their land from soil erosion. Sub- 
stantial progress has been made. 

In every district locally appropriate measures 
have been introduced to combat erosion in all 
its forms and a number of the African Govern- 
ments have considered the problem to be of 
such urgency that they have enacted laws or 
bye-laws to compel observance of simple soil 
conservation rules. Outstanding success has 
been achieved in Kigezi District, where contour 
strip-cropping is widely practised and 
also in Teso District, where stop-wash 
strips of uncultivated grass divide most of the 
cultivated plots. Thousands of miles of 
narrow-base tie-bunds, anchored with short 
grass, have been made by individual and 
communal effort in Buganda Province, where 
large areas are almost completely protected 
from soil erosion. 


LOCUSTS 


Three types of locust are seen from time to 
time in Uganda: (a) the Desert locust, 
(b) the Red locust, (c) the hairy-chested or 
Migratory locust. The Desert locust does 
not usually breed in Uganda and confines its 
attention mainly to the Eastern and Northern 
areas. The other two species do on occasions 
breed in Uganda. The Red locust will eat 
everything that is green, but the other two 
species attack cereals especially. The work 
of control of locusts is confined to the breeding 
and outbreak areas, and as these are outside 
East Africa the work is undertaken by inter- 
national organisation to which Uganda 


EXPORT PACKING 


The following paragraphs list the export 
packing details of the main items of produce. 
Weights are net unless otherwise stated. 

Coffee is packed in double bags, 132 Ibs. 
(60 kilos) net, tare 3 Ibs. per package. 

Cotton, Cotton Lint is packed | in 
pressed bales of 410 Ibs. gross, net 400 ibs. 
wrapped in hessian and strapped with baling 
iron. The theoretical measurement of a bale 
of cotton is 3ft. 3 ins. x 2 ft. 2ins. x 1 ft. 10 ins. 
but in practice no bale is ever exactly recta- 
ngular and after baling the bale tends to 
expand in an irregular manner; for practical 
purposes the cotton bale is said to measure 
approx. 3 ft 6 ins. x 2 ft.

Twills, 180 to 185 Ibs. net according to 
grade. 

Cotton is now packed in a Sisal/Jute 
Union Bag 24 Ibs. tare at 132 Ibs. net. 

Sugar is packed for local sale in “A” 
Twills at 112 Ibs. net and 224 Ibs. net. The 
latter packing is the one used also for bulk 
sales to other East African territories or for 
export. 

Tea is packed in plywood chests, 19” x 19” 
x 24” foil lined, ranging from 110 to 130 Ibs. 
net_according to grade. 

Chillies are packed in “B” Twill at 72 
Ibs. net. 

Maize goes in single bags of 200 Ibs. 
net, tare 3 Ibs. 

Maize Meal the same as Maize. 

Oilseeds Groundnuts and Sim-Sim are 
packed in “B” Twills at 180 Ibs. net. 

Fish Dried Fish with an outlet to the 
Congo is sold by the lorry-load, approximately 
5 to 6tons. Smoked fish is packed in baskets 
approximately 20 kilos net. 

Salt is packed in 2 cwt. net bags. 

Tobacco Leaf is packed in bales of 
200 Ibs. net, wrapped in paper and sewn 
hessian but not hooped. 

Sisal is packed in 5 cwt. net bales. 

Hides and Skins Cattle hides are 
baled at 450/500 Ibs. Goat skins are baled 
at 250/275 Ibs.

COTTON RESEARCH 


The size and value of the cotton crop depend 
upon the area planted, the time of planting, 
the weather and soil, the kind of seed used, 
and the incidence of pests and diseases. 


The area under cotton is still expanding in 
the Northern, Eastern and Western Provinces, 
but in Buganda Province, particularly in the 
southern part, the resources of cultivators 
in recent years have been devoted to a greater 
extent to coffee production, and the acreage 
planted to cotton has diminished. In the 
south-west (Masaka) and the north-east 
(Usuku) it pays to plant during May, part- 
icularly if the crop is to be sprayed against 
insect attack. In parts of the west, planting 
can continue after the end of July without 
serious loss of yield. Otherwise the main 
planting season should be contracted within 
these limits. This ideal is not achieved 
however, because cultivators are occupied 
in the earlier part of the year in growing food 
crops which take precedence over cotton 
growing. 


While rainfall must, of course, be adequate 
for planting (May to July) the most critical 
period for its occurence is that coinciding with 
flowering and setting the crop (October — 
November). In the northern part of the 
country an early break of the rains in the off 
season (February) is most beneficial and is 
known to mitigate the incidence of diseases 
and pests in the succeeding cotton crop in 
an indirect manner which cannot be explained 
at length here. Excessive rain immediately 
after establishment (August), although favour- 
able to the growth of the crop, is known to 
aggravate the incidence of pests and diseases. 
Grade and quality are sometimes lowered 
by unseasonal rainfall during the picking 
season (December — March). 


Soil studies have not yet revealed any 
general factor affecting the yield of cotton 
which does not fall under the heading ordinary 
ood farming. Certain aspects of soil in- 
Fertility and the application of fertilisers are 
suggestive, and are receiving special studies 
at the present time. 


Plant breeding has produced the high 
quality NC series of the BP 52 strain which 
closely approaches Egyptian Uppers. 
Otherwise plant breeding has been largely 
engaged in achieving yield improvement 
which has been effected by increasing both seed 
cotton yield and raising ginning out-turn. 
Solutions are also being sought to the problems 
of the pests and diseases complex. 


Cotton in Uganda _ suffers from 
a bacterialogical disease (Xanthomonas mal- 
vacearum), commonly known as Blackarm, 
and also from a complex of Capsid bug and 
Bollworm attack. Both damage flower 


| buds and fruit directly but also exert a more 

insidious influence by arresting the develop- 
ment of the framework of the plant. The 
plant’s ability to recover by growing on after 
attack is thefefore important, and from 1913 
to the present day Uganda has concentrated 
on 19th century American long-season varieties 
(Sunflower, Allen and Floradora). The strains 
currently grown have the capacity to recover 
from this damage to the framework. 


Blackarm attack has been reduced by 
breeding inherently resistant varieties and by 
chemical seed dressing. All seed for planting 
is now chemically treated before it is issued 
to growers. These developments have made 
a notable contribution to preventing loss of 
crops from epidemics in recent years. 


No variety with proven resistance to the 
main insect pests has yet been found; their 
control by spraying ‘the growing crop with 
insecticide has been developed experimentally 
and applied on a commercial scale with great 
Success in certain parts of the country. 


Until 1950 all cotton research was conducted 
by the Department of Agriculture but in that 
year the Empire Cotton Growing Corporation 
opened a research station at Namulonge, not 
|far from Kampala; the Corporation also 
has an officer stationed at Serere, the Govern- 
ment Research Station near Soroti in the 
Eastern Province.

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From 1907 to 1954 cotton furnished the 
largest single item in the export trade of 


Uganda. In the 20 year period immediately 
preceding 1955, cotton was responsible for 
between fifty per cent and seventy-five per cent 
of the Protectorate’s total exports, the highest 
percentage being in 1941 when it stood at 
74.6 per cent. In 1955 and again in 1957 
and 1958 the values of cotton exports were 
overtaken by those of coffee, but still remained 
approximately 40 per cent of the total. These 
two crops, accounting as they do for 85 per 
cent of the total domestic exports, are firmly 
established as the principal factors in the 
economy of the Protectorate, being the prime 
movers behind trade, the public revenue and 
individual prosperity. 

Early in the century, Mr. Borup, an industrial 
missionary of the Church Missionary Society, 
afterwards the first general manager of the 
Uganda Co. Ltd., a Company originally 
founded to take over the industrial side of the 
Mission’s activities, imported, largely at his 
own expense, 62 bags of various growths of 
cotton seed supplied to him by the British 
Cotton Growing Association. This was 
distributed to growers for planting and it 
was found that American long-staple Upland 
was the most suitable type of seed for the 
country. Since then a number of improved 
varieties bred by the Uganda Agricultural 
Department at its Experiment Stations in 
Buganda and at Serere in Teso District, and 
more recently by the Empire Cotton Growing 
Corporation at its Research Station at 
Namulonge, have been in commercial 
production. 

In the 1959/60 season, approximately three 
fifths of the crop will be planted with seed of 
the NC strains, a high quality cotton derived 
from BP 52. This will be grown in Busoga, 
Buganda and the Western parts of the country. 
In the East and North the remaining two 
fifths of the crop will be planted with seed of 
the S series of strains, derived from S 47, 
a cotton slightly shorter in staple and of a less 
high quality than BP 52. 


Seed is supplied to growers each year from 
ginneries and markets without direct charge. 
Schemes for pedigree seed increase ensure 
regular annual replacement with superior 
strains. All seed for planting is treated in 
bulk with chemicals against disease before 
it is issued for planting. 


The following comparative table shows 
the rapid development of the cotton industry. 
(Note:— The figures are for crop years; 
export quantities and values for calendar 
years are given elsewhere in this Directory.)

The Protectorate’s record crop was in 1937-38 


with 418,000 bales. 


The average yields given above are only 
estimates based on the area calculated to be 
planted. This is difficult to compute as it is 
based partly upon Chiefs’ enumerations of 
the number of plots planted and which are 
known to err widely on the high side. The 
apparent average yield therefore gives a quite 
wrong impression of the yields Uganda can 
produce. On Research and Experimental 
Stations over 1,000 Ib. per acre of s tton 
is a yield normally obtained, but yield depends 
upon a number of factors, particularly date 
of planting and rainfall at the time of flowering. 
Many cultivators in Buganda obtain yields 
of 600 Ib. to 800 Ib. It is interesting to 
record that the highest estimated yield of the

whole crop, calculated in Ib. seed cotton per 
acre since the crop touched the 100,000 bale 
mark in the season 1923/24 was in 1924/25 
with a yield of 415 lb. per acre; the lowest 
was in 1942/43 with 173 lb. per acre; while 
the average yield over 25 seasons has been 
about 287 Ib. per acre. 

Uganda, the principal producer of cotton 


among the British colonial territories and the | 


Sudan, normally sells the bulk of the crop to 
India, though currency difficulties have tended 
to decrease the proportion which India has 
bought over the last four years. In the 1956/57 
season in fact exports to Western Germany 
exceeded those to India. Uganda cotton is 
packed for export in pressed bales with 
a theoretical measurement of 3 ft. 3 ins. x 2 ft. 
2 ins. x 1 ft. 10 ins. but, as no bale is ever a 
perfect rectangle, the working size is said to 
be 3 ft. 6 ins. x 2 ft. 3 ins. x 2 ft. l ins. The 
trade generally relies on the rule-of-thumb 
measurement that 4 bales make one bill of 
lading ton of 40 cu. ft. Each bale is wrapped 
in hessian and strapped with baling iron. 
The gross weight of each bale is about 410 lbs., 
and the net weight is nominally 400 Ibs., 
though this may vary a few pounds either way. 

Although various attempts have been made 
by non-native planters to establish cotton on 
the large or “ plantation” scale, these have 
all failed to be sufficiently remunerative to 
non-African enterprise. The crop has always 
been, and remains, the product of small peasant 
holdings, varying from an average of one acre 
up to three or more acres each. 

The first power-driven ginnery was erected 
in Kampala in 1906, before which date the 
crop was either dealt with by hand gins or 
shifted to the Kisumu (Kenya) ginnery by the 
British East Africa Corporation. The earlier 
ginneries were confined to Kampala, Entebbe 
and Jinja, the crop from outlying districts to 
these areas being brought in by head loads. 
As the roads improved, however, this method 
of transport began to disappear, due to the 
fact that it became uneconomic to transport 
head loads of seed cotton, of which! 
approximately 70 per cent is comprised of seed. 

Towards the end of 1951 the Government 
announced proposals for the reorganisation 
of the Cotton Ginning Industry, particularly 
with a view to ensuring increased participation 
by African Co-operative Societies in the ginning 
industry. Legislation enacted in 1952 put 
this policy into effect. It gave statutory 
support to cotton pools for a ten year period 
and provided opportunity for African Co- 
operative Unions to acquire or erect ginneries. 
In the 1958/59 season, out of a total of 134) 
working ginneries, 11 were in the hands of 
African Co-operatives. The law provided 
that, if the production in two consecutive 
seasons in a cotton zone exceeded a legally 
prescribed level (known as the scheduled crop) ; 
by 2,400 bales or more, then an African Co- 


operative Union became eligible to erect a new 


:ginnery or to add to the share of the crop 


allocated to an existing Co-operative ginnery. 

Buying of the crop is strictly regulated by 
Government, and no buying begins until 
a date announced by Government as the 
opening of the season. This opening date 
varies geographically and from season to 
season, but may be expected to occur sometime 
in November each year. The season runs 
for about five months, from November to 
April, and during this period a large volume of 
purchasing power in the form of loose cash 
finds its way into the hands of the African 
growers. For example, in the season 1958/59 
with a crop of about 396,000 bales, equivalent 
to about 528 million Ib. in seed cotton for 
which the grower received on the average 
46 and one third cents per lb. a total of some 
£124 million was available in the hands of 
African consumers; a spending power of the 
magnitude of approximately £80,000 per day 
during the cotton season. These circumstances 
form an important factor in the consumer 
market in Uganda, and require to be taken into 
account by merchants trading in this market. 

As with Coffee, (see following article) 
cotton is a crop regulated by a Marketing 
Board, in this case the Lint Marketing Board, 
backed by a Price Assistance Fund (as with 
Coffee). The Board at the opening of each 
season guarantees a price to the grower of 
so many cents per Ib. of seed cotton delivered 
to buying posts during that season. In the 
1958/59 season this guaranteed price was 47 
cents and 46 cents per Ib. of seed cotton for 
the two growths respectively, equivalent, 
after payment of ginning expenses etc., but 
before incidence of export duty, to about 24d. 
per lb. cotton lint. Cotton ginners are allowed 
a margin based on a formula, but the ginner’s 
position is in effect that of an employee of the 
Lint Marketing Board; the ginner gins, takes 
his margin and delivers his lint to the order of 
the Board. The Board arranges all sales and 
takes any profit — correspondingly meeting 
any loss — between the price per Ib. of seed 
cotton and the proceeds per Ib. of lint. 

Of recent years production of other primary 
products, notably coffee, has been expanded, 
thus reducing the percentage held by cotton 
in the export value of all commodities from the 
Protectorate. This, however, does not alter the 
fact that well over four-fifths (in 1951 nine- 
tenths) of the export trade of Uganda is in 
the hands of Government Marketing Boards, 
and in this connection the figures on page 215 
are both interesting and significant. 

The Uganda Cotton Association Ltd., 
of which all ginners are members (except the 
British Cotton Growing Association), has a 
full-time Secretariat. From this office, which 
is situated in Salisbury Road, Kampala, P.O.

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Two species of coffee are grown in Uganda 
— Robusta and Arabica. The former, which 
provides the bulk of Uganda’s_ coffee 
production, is indigenous to Central Africa 
and grows wild in many parts of the forests. 
Speke tells us that in 1862 he was offered 
presents of coffee when entering Buganda, 
and we know that the offering to visitors of 
coffee beans to be chewed is a feature con- 
nected with sacred places and ceremonies 
dating back to time immemorial. The Sese 
Islands still contain trees known to be over 
100 years old. A consignment of coffee 
on the Uganda Railway in 1903 was one of the 
first exports from the country. 


In 1911 the first non-African coffee plant- 
ations were started. It was thought at the 
time that the higher-valued arabica coffee 
would be the more profitable, so many planters 
cultivated it. The luxuriant growth of the 
arabica coffee tree gave the impression that 
this must be the most wonderful coffee growing 
country in the world, but over-bearing in the 
early years of cropping, combined with the 
ravages of pests and disease quickly reduced 
the yields of arabica coffee grown at lower 
altitudes so that it failed to maintain its 
initial promise; gradually it gave place to the 
hardier robusta variety which produced a 
more profitable permanent crop at these 
elevations. 


Uganda coffee falls principally into the 
“hard” coffee class, only a small proportion 
of the total crop being “‘mild” coffee. The 
types of Uganda coffee in production today 
are: 

Native Robusta. This coffee — a “hard” 
coffee approximating to Rio 7’s — forms the 
bulk of the crop, the production in the 1956/57 
season being 63,301 tons of clean coffee, 
followed by 59,609 tons in 1957/58. With 
the establishment of a number of coffee estate 
factories owned by associations of African 
producers, the identity of native robusta 
is to an extent confused with that of estate 
robusta. The beans are harvested in the 
cherry, the cherry is then dried, and the 
resultant production, known as “Kiboko”, 
is either sold to licensed buyers who deliver it 
to licensed curing factories, or hulled and 
graded in a factory belonging to the African 
Association of Growers of which the producer 
is a member. In the case of licensed curing 
works and licensed scheduled hulleries, the 
coffee is graded into eight grades — 5; 6 and 7 


together; 8, 9 and 10 together; 11 and 12 
together; 13, 14 and 15 together; 25; 50; and 
Triage, on the basis of which the Coffee 
Marketing Board buys from these factories 
and pays quality incentive bonuses. The 
Board sells in only six grades, namely — 5; 
10; 15; 25; 50; and Triage; these numbers 
correspond to the maximum permitted per- 
centages of defectives in the respective grades. 

Estate Robusta. A very few estates, of 
which the majority are at present non-African, 
harvest their coffee in the cherry and pulp and 
wash to produce parchment, which after 
milling is placed on the market in Nairobi 
or Mombasa. This coffee is graded into 
“Type 70”, “ F.A.Q.”, “ U.G.” and Triage, 
and sold by contract or auction. This type 
is also ‘‘ hard” coffee said to approximate 
to Santos 4’s. A number of estates, some of 
them being associations of the individual 
small-holdings of African producers, prepare 
dry-processed coffee from kiboko. In all 
essential respects this dry processed estate 
coffee is similar to native robusta. African 
estates have the option of selling their coffee 
as kiboko or rough-hulled coffee to licensed 
buyers whence it goes to licensed curing works 
or licensed scheduled hulleries. Alternatively 
they can mill and grade the coffee in their 
own factories and sell it on the open market 
or utilise the services of the Coffee Marketing 
Board to sell it on their behalf. Non-African 
estates may not sell to or through the Coffee 
Marketing Board but only in the open market. 
The aggregate production of all types of 
estate Robusta was 11,009 tons in 1956/57 
and 14,260 tons in 1957/58. 

It is too early to assess the extent to which the 
entry of Associations of growers into the estate 
section of the industry will swell the annual 
figures of estate production and decrease the 
volume channelled through the licensed curing 
works and licensed scheduled hulleries, but 
it is estimated that the swing could be of the 
order of 25,000 to 30,000 tons. 

Native Arabica, other than Bugisu, contrib- 
utes only about 2% of the total crop. It is treated 
in precisely the same manner as native robusta 
but commands a rather higher price. 

Estate Arabica provides a small tonnage 
which in recent years has varied from 500 
—1,200 tons annually. A part of this produc- 
tion is pulped and washed coffee prepared 
on lines similar to those used with Kenya 
arabica, and a part is dry-processed arabica, 
little different from native arabica. 
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Bugisu Coffee comes from the Mount 
Elgon area. It is at present pulped, fermented 
and washed by individual African producers, 
organised into the Bugisu Co-operative Union 
Limited, a purely African co-operative organ- 
isation which owns its own Mill at Mbale 
through which all the coffee passes. Pro- 
duction is some 4,000 tons of clean coffee 
annually, in quality equal to the middle classes 
of Kenya ‘ Milds.” 

Bwamba Coffee is a robusta coffee coming 
from the foothills of Mount Ruwenzori with 
an annual production of 750-950 tons annually. 
Hitherto it has been hand-hulled, winnowed 
and picked over by the growers, producing 
a bold and even coffee. It remains to be seen 
if, when the projected curing works is estab- 
lished at Bwamba, these characteristics which 
earn a small premium over native robusta 
can be maintained. 

Coffee -Production over recent years is 
stated in the table overleaf, which represents 
loading figures ex-Uganda. The difference 
to be found between these figures and those 
in Section VII of this book is that the latter 
show actual exports from Mombasa for the 
calendar year, whereas the table at the foot 
of this article covers coffee railings from 
Uganda stations. 

Sales and Prices. All native coffees, with 
the exception of Bugisus and that part of the 
production of estates owned by Associations 
of African growers which they sell on the open 
market, are sold by the Coffee Marketing 
Board at auctions held on the Kampala 
Coffee Exchange which opened on 3rd Nov- 
ember 1954. 

The Coffee Board is required by legislation 
to purchase all the production from the licensed 
curing works and hulleries at prices, according 
to the grade delivered, fixed by the Govern- 
ment. The curing works and hulleries in 
turn are required to purchase sun-dried cherry 
and rough hulled coffee at minimum prices 
also fixed each season by the Government. 
Any resulting loss by the Board is met from 
the Coffee Price Assistance Fund, while any 
profits accrue to the Fund. The price fixed 
for robusta sun-dried cherry has ranged from 
Shs.1/25 per Ib. in 1954/55, when the draw on 
the Fund amounted to £4,500,000, to 65 
cents per lb. which is the minimum price 
applicable since the 16th February, 1959. 
This range reflects the steady downward 
trend in export values since 1954/55. 


Estate Coffees, other than those produced 
by newly formed Associations of growers 
referred to above, receive no guaranteed 
price, but are freely sold by the owners without 
any control by the Coffee Board. Under new 
legislation, Associations of African growers, 
which have been granted estate coffee factory 
licences, while free to sell in any manner they 
may choose, may elect to participate in the 


Price Assistance Fund in the following manner: 
the Government will fix an export price related 
to the minimum price statutorily prescribed 
for payment to growers and, when the average 
sale price obtained by the Coffee Marketing 
Board over any month falls below the declared 
export price by £3 per ton or more, the Price 
Assistance Fund will compensate these estate 
factories to the extent of the difference between 
the two prices in respect of all coffee railed 
by them during that month. If the price 
obtained by the Board exceeds the declared 
export price by £3 per ton or more the oper- 
ators of African Estate Factories will have to 
pay the difference into the Price Assistance 
Fund. The scheme is voluntary, but once 
having opted into it the participant must 
remain in for a full year. oi 

Estate coffees, of whatever origin, have 
always been sold, as a matter of choice, on 
the Mombasa Coffee Exchange, either by 
auction or by private treaty. It appears at 
present that the new Associations of growers 
will tend to follow the precedent set by their 
non-African colleagues. 

Licensed Curing Works. There are twelve 
licensed coffee curing works in production and 
one additional one in each of the Toro and 
Ankole Districts is projected. Of the total 
of fourteen, eight (Nos. (7) to (14) below 
are or will be operated by African Companies 
or African Co-operative Unions. 

The twelve Mills in production are: (1) and 
(2) A. Baumann & Co., Uganda Coffee 
Mills Ltd., (ABCUM), Box 335, Kampala, 
with mills at Kampala and Masaka; (3) and 
(4) Jamal Ramji Coffee Curing Co. Ltd., 
Box 61, Kampala, with mills at Kampala and 
Masaka; (5) Kyagwe Coffee Curing Co. Ltd., 
Box 17, Lugazi, with a mill at Moniko, near 
Lugazi; (6) Uganda Coffee Curing Co. Ltd., 
Box 255, Kampala, with a mill at Port Bell; 
(7) Masaka District Growers Co-operative 
Union Ltd., P.O. Box 284, Masaka, with a mill 
at Kyabakuza, near Masaka; (8) Coffee Works 
(Mugambe) Ltd., Box 2447, Kampala with a 
mill at Mityana; (9) Uganda Growers Co- 
operative Union Ltd., Box 1519, Kampala 
with a mill at Kawempe; (10) Mpigi African 
Coffee Curing Co. Ltd., with a mill at Mpigi;

‘ea in Uganda is under licence 
from the Director of Agriculture, whilst the 
manufacture of tea is under licence from the 
Uganda Tea Board. The industry includes 
not only the large companies with modern 
efficient factories, but small producers whose 
acreage is not sufficient to warrant erection 
of a factory and who sell their leaf to the larger 
concerns, usually on a profit-sharing basis. 

At the end of December, 1958, there were 
65 Planters licensed to plant tea on 27,161 
acres. The total acreages planted, as at 
31st December, 1958, together with the yield 
in pounds of made tea for the year 1958, were:

Yields as high as 1600 Ibs. of made tea per 
acre have been recorded but the average is 
800/1000 Ibs. per acre when in full bearing. 

The first recorded export of made tea was 
in 1929 when just over half a ton of tea left 
the country. Considerable progress has been 
been made during the past few years to improve 
the standard of quality of Uganda tea. Many 
estate factory marks are well known and sought 
after by buyers at the London auctions, and 
in late 1956 the first tea auctions were held in 
Nairobi. During the past two years these 
auctions, which are held fortnightly, have 
been well supported by Uganda producers 
and buyers overseas have shown their 
preference for buying in the country of origin, 
thus enabling them to get direct shipments to 
their overseas markets. In addition to East 
African teas the Nairobi auctions are also 
supported by producers from the Belgian 
Congo, Nyasaland, Portugese East Africa 
and Mauritius. 

As more estates come into full bearing, 
and more acres are planted, estate owners are 
conscious of the need of outside technical 
advice. Many owners now employ the 
services of Visiting Agents who visit their 


estates once or twice each year. Thus the 
agricultural side of the industry receives 
modern, expert attention. To this must be 
added the services rendered to the industry 
by the Tea Research Institute of East Africa, 
the officers from which visit the Protectorate 
two or three times annually, as well as produc- 
ing valuable pamphlets which members of 
the industry receive from time to time. 
Tea Factories. There are eighteen main 
tea factories viz:

(9) Mabira Tea Co. Ltd. Namanyama Estate) 
near Jinja; (10) Damji Plantations Ltd. 
(Gegede Estate) near Mukono; (11) Kyagwe 
Coffee Curing Co. Ltd. (Nakalasa Estate) at 
20 miles from Kampala on the Jinja Road; 
(12) Jamal Walji Uganda Estates Ltd. at 42 
miles on the Kampala Jinja Road; (13) Bu- 
ganda Tea & Coffee Estates Ltd. (Delphi 
Estate) at Mubende; (14) Victoria Tea Estates 
(Kiwala Estate) near Masaka; (15) Mohamed- 
ally Rattansi (Samaliya (Kiganja) Estate) near 
Masaka; (16) The East African Tea Estates 
Ltd. (Kiamara Group) at Fort Portal; (17) The 
East African Tea Estates Ltd. (Kijura Unit) 
near Fort Portal; (18) Orubanza Tea Estates 
Ltd. (Orubanza Estate) near Fort Portal. 
The marketing of tea for local consumption 
(on which no excise is payable) is on an East 
African basis, and is mainly in the hands of 
the Associated Tea Growers of East Africa 
whose membership comprises nearly all the 
main planters of the three territories. The 
sole distributors for the Association are 
Messrs. Brooke Bond (East Africa) Ltd., 
whose factories in important centres blend 
and pack the tea which is distributed in the 
familiar red vans to all districts of the territories

DEVELOP UGANDA’S ECONOMY 


The production of jaggery, an unrefined 
type of sugar, dark brown in appearance, 
very sweet and palatable to some, probably 
started in Uganda just before the Ist World 
War, but the real sugar industry owes its 
beginnings to the initiative of Mr. Nanji 
Kalidas Mehta, MBE who in 1924, erected 
the sugar factory at Lugazi, now the property 
of Uganda Sugar Factory Ltd. This factory 
has about 15,000 acres under cane, and pro- 
duces annually approximately 29,500 tons of 
sugar. In the late 1920’s the late Mr. Muljibhai 
P. Madhvani, MBE, of Jinja, pioneered what is 
now the Madhvaninagar Sugar Works Ltd., just 
outside Jinja on the main Jinja-Tororo Road. 

Between them these two sugar estates 
have nearly 32,000 acres under cane, and in 
each of the last two years have together pro- 
duced over 80,000 tons of refined sugar. 
Apart from these two large producers, there 
are a number of small-acreage sugar cane 
plantations producing jaggery by the open pan 
process. 

The two big millers have a combined total 
mill capacity of between 100,000 and 130,000 
tons of sugar per annum. In the last five years 
they have managed to increase their output 
by 60% although acreage under cane has, 
in the same period increased by only 30%. 
Even allowing for this increase they are working 
to only about 70% of their total capacity. 

The well-distributed rainfall in the neigh- 
bourhood of these estates allows cane to be 
planted throughout the year and the mills 
stop production only for annual overhaul. 

Whilst quite good yields of cane are obtained 
in Uganda, they are closely correlated with 
total water available to the crop during the 
growing period. Supplementary watering by 
means of overhead irrigation has given encour- 
aging results. Availability of land, as well 
as the supply, maintenance and management 
of the very large labour forces required, are 
important factors determining the volume 
and costs of-production. It is upon the most 
efficient combination of these limited resources 
of production, allied to the application of 
technical and scientific knowledge, that the 
future competitive position of the Uganda sugar 
industry depends. 

East African Sugar Production. Uganda 
is at present by far the largest producer, the 
Protectorate’s output exceeding the combined 
totals of Kenya and Tanganyika. This may 
not be the case in the future, as neighbouring 
territories are seeking to increase their 
production. Recent figures are

In 1950 and in earlier years Uganda exported 
several thousand tons of sugar annually, but 
in response to a steadily increasing internal 
demand in East Africa, overseas exports have 
diminished, and in 1957 and 1958 were 26 tons 
and 30 tons respectively. At the same time 
exports to neighbouring territories within 
East Africa, have increased from a level of 
roughly 12,000 tons in 1955 and 1956 to double 
this figure in the last two years. 

Disposal of Local Production. The figures of 
production, transfers out of the territory (i.e. 
exports and deliveries to other territories within 
East Africa), and net consumption within the 
territory of locally produced sugar are as under. 
It should be noted that the item “ Own 
Production ” is the figure which appears in the 
excise returns as ‘ Deliveries from Stock 
Room” and this figure will not necessarily 
agree exactly with the annual production 
heures quoted in the previous paragraph of this 
article.

Leaf. The use of tobacco has been common 
among African tribes for many years and 
the early Uganda explorers describe how they 
came across it growing in small cultivated 


plots. In Bunyoro it was extensively grown 
in Baker’s day. With the introduction of 
cigarettes the trade in native-prepared tobacco 
has encountered competition, but it is sustained 
by the fact that it is duty free, and has expanded 
in some areas. 


As early as 1907 experiments were made inj 
Uganda to test tobacco as an economic crop, 
but it was not until 1927 that tobacco growing 
was seriously undertaken in Bunyoro district. | 
In 1928 just qver 8,500 Ib. of fire-cured leaf 
were produced. Air-cured tobacco growing 
started in the West Nile district in 1932. 
Fire-cured tobacco was launched in Mubende 
district in 1948 and air-cured two years later. 
Kigezi district also produced a small quantity 
of air-cured leaf from 1951 — 1957. By 
1958 the total production of fire-cured and 
air-cured leaf from all districts amounted to 
just over 2,100 tons. Bunyoro has been, and 
remains, the principal source of production of 
leaf in Uganda. Flue-cured, Virginia type, 
leaf is grown successfully in West Nile, 
Ankole and Kigezi districts, from which total 
Production was the equivalent of 840 tons of 
cured leaf in 1958. The development of the 
industry in Uganda can be seen from the 
table below of quantities bought over the 
years. Buying of fire and air-cured leaf 
begins in October and concludes in December. 
Leaf for fiue-curing is bought twice, in the 
middle and at the end of the year.

Manufactured Tobacco 

The principal tobacco factory in Uganda 
is situated in Jinja and is run by East African 
Tobacco Co. Ltd. The same Company 
operates a leaf redrying plant in Kampala 
on the site previously used for cigarette and 
pipe tobacco manufacture. Leaf used includes 
both fire-cured and air-cured varieties grown 
in Uganda. Cigarettes manufactured in 
Nairobi and pipe tobaccos manufactured in 
Nakuru are also available on the Uganda 
market. :

of import duty are: three times the excise 
charged on locally manufactured tobacco), 
the majority of the duty accruing from duty 
on imported leaf tobacco and not on imports 
of manufactured tobacco. In 1957 these 
import duties aggregated £537,000 for Kenya, 
£352,000 for Uganda and £310,000 for 
Tanganyika. In 1958 the figures were 
£459,000 for Kenya, £269,000 for Uganda 
and £231,000 for Tanganyika. 


Nicotine. Formerly up to one million 
pounds of high nicotine content leaf was 
produced in the highlands of Kigezi and 
Ankole districts, and nicotine was extracted 
at the factory operated .by Kigezi Industries 
near Kabale. The demand for nicotine 
sulphate has weakened and since 1953 the 
crop has gone out of production and the 
factory’s operations have been suspended. 


COCOA 


Cocoa of West Indian origin was first 
introduced into Uganda in 1901 and 1903. 
Subsequent introductions from Ceylon and 
Zanzibar occurred in 1910 and 1913 respective- 
ly. Commercial planting began in 1908 and 
the first export took place in 1917. In 1920 
there was an export of 62 metric tons. The 
cocoa plantations which had flourished were 
abandoned about 1924 by which time the 
price of cocoa had dropped to the level where 
it was unprofitable to grow it on European- 
owned plantations. A few plots and trees 
of cocoa have persisted from the time of their 
introduction into Uganda in areas suited to 
their growth. Such isolated plots and trees 
persist in the Botanical Gardens, Entebbe; 
at Kituza Coffee Research Station in Kyagwe 
County; in Bwamba, west of the Ruwenzori 
Mountains, in the Sese Islands and elsewhere. 
Some of this cocoa has continued to flourish 
despite the fact that it has had to compete 
with close-growing forest, without attention. 
An expert appraisal made i in 1958, of the pro- 
spects of cocoa growing in Uganda con- 
fidently predicted that, in suitable conditions 
of climate and soil in the Protectorate, and 
given normal attention, cocoa would thrive and 
bear well. Arising out of this report ex- 
perimental planting of cocoa upon the follow- 
ing scale was determined upon by Govern- 
ment —

j OIL SEEDS 


The annual production of cotton seed 
varies from about 120,000 tons to 160,000 
tons: of this, 20,000 tons is used for replanting, 
the remainder being sold for oil expression. 
Apart from cotton seed, the principal oilseed 
produced is groundnuts. A large proportion 
of the crop is consumed as food, but marketed 
surpluses were estimated at 14,000 tons of 
shelled nuts in 1957, and 16,000 tons in 1958. 
Marketing is not at present regulated, and 
precise figures are not available. The main 
producing area is the Eastern Province, 
particularly Busoga District. Overseas exports 
of whole nuts in the three years 1956-1958 have 
averaged just over 9,000 tons, the remainder 
being crushed or consumed within East Africa. 


Castor seed production fluctuates greatly 
with price; when prices are high relatively 
to those of other crops, growers may plant 
whole plots of the crop, but, in general, castor 
oil plants are confined to boundary lines and 
small patches which are left untended if 
harvest is not thought worthwhile. In recent 
years prices have appeared unattractive 
to growers, and the following quantities 


of whole seeds have been exported: 
1956 1,844 tons; 1957 ...._ 1,757 tons; 
1958 2,614 tons. As has been stated, 


production of the crop fluctuates violently 
but from time to time it has assumed an 
important place in the economy of some 
cultivators, particularly in Mubende, Masaka 
and the western parts of Mengo District. 


. There is at present no official 
restriction on the establishment of oilmilling 
capacity. Encouraged by a period of re- 
munerative prices, both locally and overseas, 
for edible oils, of which the consumption in 
East Africa is steadily expanding and for 
oilseed cake, which has found a ready market, 
particularly in Europe, milling capacity has 
outstripped production and high prices have 
been paid in recent years at local cotton 
seed auctions. The main oilseeds crushed 
are cotton seed and groundnuts, in order of 
importance. In addition small quantities 
of simsim, castor seeds and shea butter nuts 
are occassionally handled. Some of the 
| Mills have refineries attached. Capacity and 
output vary considerably and it is impossible 
to give an indication of average size. Cotton 
seed is held to the order of the Lint Marketing 
Board, which sells all seed available for 
crushing at local auction.

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THE LIVESTOCK INDUSTRY 


The cattle population of Uganda was 
approximately 3,430,000 according to the 
1958 census, showing an increase of 1,000,000 
over the figure. The same census 
indicated little change in the numbers of sheep 
and goats since 1953, being 1,128,000 sheep 
and 2,728,000 goats, although these figures are 
on the low side. Two-thirds of the cattle 
population are of the small horned zebu type 
which predominate in the area east of the River 
Nile. In Western Masaka and Ankole 
Districts long-horned Ankole (Sanga) cattle 
preponderate, while in the intervening area the 
cattle are largely crosses of these two distinct 
types. 

The general prosperity of the country from 
the sale of cotton, coffee, and other cash crops 
has resulted in a greatly increased demand for 
both meat and milk. As there was for some 
years after the last Great War a shortage of 
consumer goods livestock owners have had 
little incentive to raise cash by selling their 
surplus animals for slaughter and even today 
when there are plenty of goods to be purchased 
the stockmen prefer to keep their cash locked 
up in their livestock — a point of view which 
is not peculiar to the livestock industry in 
Uganda. Thus the demand for meat has 
been far in excess of the supply, and certain 
parts of the Protectorate are now threatened 
with a serious overstocking problem. These 
conditions led to increasingly high prices 
being paid for slaughter cattle up to 1955 
and 1956, since which time there has been a fall 
in average prices. In Teso, the main exporting 
district, these rose from Shs.30/- in 1939 to 
Shs.370/- in 1955 but had fallen by 1958 to 
Shs.303/-. These prices failed to attract 
sufficient cattle, and meat supplies for the urban 
areas of Kampala, Entebbe and Jinja, had to be 
augmented with shipments of some 7,000 head 
of quality slaughter cattle and some 478 tons 
of carcass beef from Kenya. Consumption 
of cattle for the whole country during 1958 
is estimated at over 410,000 head, and of goats 
and sheep some 1,200,000 head, representing 
approximately 95 million Ibs. of beef and over 
25 million Ibs. of goat meat and mutton. 

No effort is being spared by the Veterinary 
Department to increase animal productivity 
in an endeavour to close the gap between 


and lapinised vaccines Rinderpest has been 
brought under control, except in Karamoja 


jwhere the disease remains endemic due 


to lack of response by stock owners to offers of 
free vaccination. Progress has also .been 
made in eliminating trypanosomiasis in areas 
known to be free of tsetse. During 1958 
some 255,700 head of cattle were treated with 
antrycide methyl sulphate. Some 16,000 head 
of cattle were kept in tsetse areas of light density 
under the protection of antrycide prosalt during 
1958, but some cattle owners found the cost 
of regular protective treatments too high and 
this factor led to breakdowns in protection in 
some cases. Spraying and hand-dressing of 
cattle for tick control in now widespread in 
the areas of heavier infestation in Buganda and 
the Western and Eastern Provinces, and over 
300,000 cattle are treated by their owners on 
a regular basis. Methods of improved 
animal management and nutrition are being 
studied at the various Veterinary and Agricul- 
tural Experimental Stations. These methods 
are gradually being adopted by African farmers 
in the intensive areas where ever-increasing 
numbers of progressive individuals are to be 
found. A unit of 30 square miles for the 
investigation of land utilisation and ranching 
practises was established in Ankole District in 
1957 with a view to extending improved 
methods of pasture utilisation and management 
over several thousand square miles of pastoral 
country in Western Uganda. Over one 
hundred Government, mission and prison farms 
throughout the Protectorate, and in most 
districts communal ranged herds or bullock 
herds initiated and supervised by the 
Department of Veterinary Services and Animal 
Industry, serve to demonstrate rational 
methods of livestock management. Young 
Farmers’ Clubs _ established in schools en- 
courage the keeping of all forms of livestock. 

The problem remains of inducing African 
owners to realise the necessity of keeping 
livestock numbers within the limits of the 
available grazing. The solution to this is 
largely influenced by social development -and 
the availability of consumer goods. Tribes 
with little or no economic need are not easily 
convinced that it is desirable, if not essential, 
to dispose of surplus cattle. The situation in 
regard to milk is much the same as that for 
meat. Although African farmers sell more 
than 1,000 gallons of whole milk daily in 


| the Kampala area, this quantity is insufficient 
supply and demand. By the use of K.A.G.} 


to meet the heavy demand and some 3,000 
gallons of good quality Kenya milk are also 
sold daily in the same area, together with 
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another 2,000 gallons distributed in other 
main consuming centres. In addition in the 
Kampala area an amount of butter for Ghee 


production, equivalent to at least 2,000 
gallons of whole milk daily is sold by African 
producers. 


Although departmental officers have made 
every effort to interest African farmers in the 
raising of pigs very little progress has been 
made, with the result that except for imports 
from Kenya practically no pork is available 
in the larger centres. However, many African 
farmers have become more interested in poultry 
raising and the Entebbe Livestock Experiment 
Station has a heavy demand for improved 
pedigree birds, 15,000 of which were distributed 
in 1958. The Mbarara Stock Farm serves 
the Western Province in this respect. In 
addition, more than 14,000 day-old chicks 
were imported into Uganda by air in 1958, 
mainly from the United Kingdom. 


HIDES AND SKINS 


Hides and Skins are a valued export for 
Uganda, although a long way behind cotton 
and coffee. Recent figures are

A detailed analysis of the 1958 exports of 
Hides and Skins from all of British East Africa, 
which shows how Uganda stands in relation 
to Kenya and Tanganyika, will be found 
in the table accompanying this article. 


Uganda hides vary from the premium type of 
heavy hide obtained from the humpless, 
long-horned Ankole cattle, to the lighter type 
of hide obtained from the smaller, humped 
Zebu. The latter type form the bulk of the 
export, as Zebu cattle are in numerical super- 
iority. The greater part of the export consists 
of slaughter hides and skins; a preliminary 
survey done in 1952 indicates that fallen hides 
form less than one half of one per cent of the 
total exports. Uganda hides and skins are 
of good inherent quality but during life are 
liable to damage from thorn scratches, tick 
bites, careless application of brands, or disease, 
more particularly, demodetic mange. This 
condition is known in the trade as “* Pox ” and 
a hide or skin so diseased is de-graded accord- 
ing to the location and extent of the lesions 
since the appearance of the finished leather is 
blemished. 


Formerly the majority of hides prepared in 
, Uganda were dried on the ground resulting in 
heavy losses during tanning. Over the last 
twenty years veterinary officers have given 
wide publicity to the suspension or frame 
drying of hides which gives a better leather. 
The success of this propaganda is indicated by 
the fact that in record years well over 98% 
of hides exported were suspension dried. 
Previously most skins produced in Uganda 
were either frame-dried or ground-dried. 
Acting on the advice of tanners the wire 
suspension drying of skins has been introduced. 
In this method, after cleaning, the skin is 
draped, hairside in, over a triple wire structure 
which supports it in the shape of a tent roof. 
The shanks and sides are distended with small 
sticks to prevent curling of the edges as well as 
to hasten drying of the hair surface. 


Prior to 1940 the hides and skins trade was 
carried on by competitive buying at flat rates, 
with minimum regard to quality. Con- 
sequently, advice on preparation was largely 
disregarded. The Hides and Skins Trade 
(Control) Ordinance of 1939 became operative 
as from Ist January, 1940. This Ordinance 
was slightly modified by the Hides and Skins 
Trade Ordinance of 1951. It is an offence to 
purchase or offer for sale “ prohibited types ” 
of hides and skins as defined by the Ordinance. 
Further, persons purchasing hides or skins for 
the purposes of re-sale have to be licensed 
in regard to approved premises and each 
licensed buyer is required to purchase hides 
by grade as well as by weight, and skins by 
grade as well as by piece. Particulars of each 
purchase and sale must be recorded and the 
premises, books, and stocks of hides and 
skins merchants are Mable to inspection by 
authorised persons. 


Exporters are also licensed and subjected to 
the foregoing provisions, but licences to 
export hides and skins are granted only in 
respect of stores which are of the stipulated 
minimum size, equipped with a baling press, 
and situated at one of the three exporting 
centres. For the purposes of this Ordinance, 
Uganda is divided into three Zones: 1. South- 
Western Uganda with Masaka as the export- 
ing centre; 2. Central Uganda, with Kampala 
as the exporting centre; 3 Eastern and Northern 
Uganda with Mbale as the exporting centre. 


It is an offence to remove from one zone to 
another, or to export any hide or skin not 
branded with the appropriate mark indicating 
the zone of origin. The necessary brands 
are supplied to licensed exporters by the 
Veterinary Department. Producers usually 
sell hides and skins to a middleman, who 
; may sell to another middleman or to an ex- 
porter. Africans are encouraged to set up as 
licensed buyers of green hides and skins and 
a considerable number of green hide and skin 
buyers are now functioning in all Districts 
except Karamoja. By this means it has be2n 
| possible to minimise the interval between 
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slaughter and the drying of the hide or skin and 
thus to achieve a better standard of pre- 
paration. An increasing number of Africans 
are replacing Arabs and Indians as buyers of 
dried hides and skins. 


On arrival at the exporter’s go-down the 
hides and skins are graded, split into weight 
ranges of 0 to 4 Ibs., 4 to 8 Ibs., 8 to 12 Ibs., 12 to 
16 Ibs., and 16 Ibs. and above, branded, 
treated to prevent insect damage, and baled 
for export. The bulk of Uganda’s export 
is consigned to Mombasa where prior to 
shipment it is regraded and baled with cor- 
responding hides or skins from other parts of 
East Africa. Of the remainder of Uganda’s 
export a small part is consigned to Dar-es- 
Salaam and the balance is tanned within East 
Africa. 

Following the resumption of competitive 
buying since the war prices of hides and skins 
fluctuated until 1951. Since 1952 a marked 


| improvement has been brought about and the 
standard of preparation has risen as shown by 
the increased numbers of Ist grade hides and 
skins exported. An export duty on hides and 
skins was imposed in 1950. The rate of 
duty, which is subject to alteration, is at 
present Shs.7/- per 100 Ibs. for dry hides; 
| Shs.3/33 per 100 Ibs for wet salted hides; 
| Shs.25/- per 100 Ibs. for goatskins; Shs.10/- 
per 100 Ibs for sheep skins and Shs.10/- per 
100 Ibs. for all other skins.

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It is arguable that only when the tsetse fly 
breaks out of its ‘* fly-belts ” into economically 
develaped country does it become a pest. 
The tsetse fly living in uninhabited game coun- 
try has been described as the “‘ trustee of the 
African” because, by its presence, it has 
denied the country to him and his domestic 
stock, and hence prevented its misuse and 
deterioration. Considerable areas in Uganda 
have been demarcated and developed as 
National Parks, Game Reserves and Animal 
Sanctuaries. Most of these are tsetse-infested, 
and are likely to remain so. 


During the 1930’s and early 1940's a series of 
widespread and rapid advances took place in 
Uganda of two of the most economically 
important species of ‘savannah tsetses,” 
Glossina morsitans and G. pallidipes. Occur- 
ring mainly in the Buganda and Northern 
Provinces these advances spread over more 
than 8,000 sq. miles of formerly tsetse-free 
country, including some of the best grazing 
lands in the Protectorate. The result was that 
by 1945 the tsetse had succeeded in denying 
something like half of the total area of Uganda 
to cattle, and had thereby given rise to a very 
serious threat to the country’s live stock. 

In 1947, as a consequence of these extensive 
tsetse advances, a separate Department of 
Tsetse Control was formed. Prior to this 
much valuable work had been done by the 
Medical and Veterinary Departments in 
determining the fiy-fronts and the directions in 
which the fly-advances were most likely to 
continue. This survey work revealed a 
disconcerting situation. It showed the tsetses 
to be still advancing on broad fronts from 
north, west and south, with little in the way 
of natural barriers to prevent further extension. 

Close examination of the situation in the 
field showed that in almost every instance the 
fly advance, originating from a centre of high 
tsetse density in an established fly-belt, had 
started on a relatively narrow front and sub- 
sequently ‘‘ mushroomed” out over vast 
areas of new country. In much of this newly- 
invaded country conditions had proved favour- 
able for establishment of new centres of heavy 
tsetse infestation, and from these the advances 
had continued on much wider fronts., 


The biology of the tsetse flies of East Africa 
has been intensively studied for many years— 
principally in Tanganyika— and a great deal is 
known of their anatomy and habits. Tsetse 


behaviour in the field varies, however, under 
differing climatic and ecological conditions. 
In Uganda much of the newly invaded land 
was long-grassed country of a type not met 
with in the tsetse belts of the neighbouring 
territories. Furthermore the speed with which 
the tsetses were still advancing allowed no time 
for research into methods of control in this 
a-typical habitat. On the basis of field 
observations of an apparently close association 
between seasonal game movements, mainly of 
buffaloes, and the continued advance of the 
tsetses in Buruli, Buganda, it was decided that 
the only realistic hope of bringing the situation 
under control lay in breaking the association 
between the game and the fly; i.e. in attempting 
to starve it out of existence by hunting out 
its food supplies. (The only other certain 
method of control known at that time was 
bush-clearing. In most instances the use of 
this method in the circumstances then pre- 
vailing in Uganda was ruled out, not only 
because of the magnitude and consequent 
very heavy costs of any bush-clearing program- 
me that would be likely to be effective, but 
also because of lack of time). 

The first results of the game elimination 
operations, which were started in a small way 
in Buruli, Mengo, in 1944, were extremely 
encouraging. Within a year this most serious 
advance had been successfully halted and 
there were indications that the fly was already 
in retreat. From then onwards, therefore, the 
hunting method became the principal tsetse 
control weapon for dealing with the long- 
grassed areas of northern and central Uganda. 
Wherever conditions allowed, however, e.g. in 
such shorter-grassed country as Northern 
Karamoja where, additionally, labour was 
relatively abundant and_ inexpensive, the 
alternative method of selective bush-clearing 
was used. 

Mainly as a result of successful employment 
of the game elimination technique the serious 
tsetse situation of the mid-1940’s has by now— 
some twelve years after the Tsetse Control 
Department was formed in 1947— been 
very largely resolved. More than 7,000 sq. 
miles of the newly-invaded country in northern 
and central Uganda have been fully reclaimed 
from the savannah tsetses, and many thousand 
of cattle are now grazing again in the areas 
from which fly had formerly evicted them.

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MINERAL RESOURCES 


Nothing was known of the mineral resources 
of the country before geological survey 
started in 1919. Much excellent work has 
been done by the Geological Department 
and the indications are that Uganda, with 
the exception of copper at Kilembe, is a 
country of diverse but generally small mineral 
depcsits. Only about a third of the Protec- 
torate, however, has been surveyed geologically 
and much remains to be done before a reason- 
able assessment of the country’s mineral 
depcsits can be reached.

few. It should also be borne in mind that 
many minerals which do not command a 
market today may tomorrow be of great 
importance and worthy of exploitation. 


No minerals were exported until 1927, 
when tinstone was discovered. By 1939, 
gold, tin ore, columbite-tantalite, and a very 
little wolfram and bismuth ore were exported. 
During the 1939-45 war wolfram exports 
were stepped up considerably and mica, 
beryl, amblygonite, bismutotantalite and phos- 
phate rock were added to the number. Since 
1945 the main minerals produced were wol- 
fram and tin, with lesser amounts of columbite- 
tantalite, bismuth, lead, beryl, and gold. 
Minerals found but not yet worked for 
export, are: falc, asbestos, kyanite, graphite, 
oil, titanium ores, magnesite, iron ores, 
felspar, and various other products of local 
use, such as pottery clay and glass sands. 
Most of these deposits have so far proved to 
be small in extent except copper at Kilembe 
on Ruwenzori, limestone in the Lake George 
area, phosphate rock, iron ores, pyrochlore 
and vermiculite near Tororo. Some details 
of individual minerals are tabulated below. 


Gold. Alluvia gold has been worked in 
Kigezi, in Ankole, and at Busia in Bukedi 
District. Since gold mining began in 1931, 
144,000 oz. of gold have been exported, 
of which 106,000 oz. were exported between 
1936 and 1942. The record Uganda nugget 
of 27 oz. was found in 1943. 


Tin Ore. Most of the tin ore has been pro- 
duced in the Mwirasandu Mine in Ankole or 
in the vicinity. Exports to the end of 1958 
totalled over £2 million. 


Tungsten. Tungsten ores, ferberite and 
wolfram are found in south-west Kigezi. 
Their high price in recent years encouraged 
exploitation and 1,957 long tons of concen- 
trates, worth over £14 million, had been 
exported up to the end of 1958. Now, 
owing to low prices, production is negligible. 


Copper. Copper worth over £2 million 
ls exported annually, all from Kilembe Mine.

Oil. Mineral oil is known to exist in Lake 
Albert Rift, where seepages have been dis- 
covered. Drilling took place near Butiaba 
in 1938. Further drilling, mapping and 
geophysical (gravimeter) surveying have been 
carried out by the Geological Survey but 
without locating deposits capable of exploita- 
tion at the depths reached by the drill. 

Iron Ore exists throughout the country. 
The Kigezi ores in particular are of exceptional 
quality and abundance. 

Coal. No coal has been found, though 
some of the Entebbe shales are carbonaceous. 


RURAL WATER SUPPLIES 


There is a growing demand for new and 
improved water supplies throughout the coun- 
try. The Geological Survey Department is 
responsible for developing the underground 
water resources while the Water Development 
Department deals with all questions relating 
to surface water supply, hydrology, irrigation 
and swamp reclamation. 

The Geological Survey Department instal 
boreholes where required. The Drilling Sec- 
tion of the Department, stationed at Bombo, 
has four machines available. It also conducts 
the technical side of pump maintenance 
throughout the country. In addition there 
are twenty contractors’ machines at work. 
Native Administrations pay for eight of these. 
The standard water-raising device is the 
lever hand-pump, capable of raising some 
200 gallons per hour,.which serves village 
communities. Power pumps are fitted in 
the case of small townships and Government 
stations, and such installations are thereafter 
controlled by local authorities. 

At the end of 1958 there were about 2,700 
producing boreholes in Uganda. Though 
some 400 past failures have been recorded, 
it has been possible through the combined 
application of geological and geophysical 
investigations, vigorous control of site selec- 
tion, and past experience to obtain a remark- 
ably high rate of success — over 85 per 
cent. The yields vary in amount up to 
several thousand gallons per hour, but most 
are under 1,000. These boreholes serve 
the African agricultural communities and 
some of the smaller townships. 

Geological maps, reports, bulletins, and 
water supply papers are available on applica- 
tion to the Director of Geological Survey, 
P.O. Box 9, Entebbe, (telephone 656), to 
whom all inquiries should be made. 

The Water Development Department, be- 
sides dealing with all questions relating to 
surface water supply, hydrology, irrigation 
and swamp reclamation, also advise on these 
matters to both public and private institutions. 
The Department also carry out Government 
approved schemes. 
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Legislation affecting mining in Uganda is 
covered by the Mining Ordinance and Regula- 
tions (1949). The Crown owns the minerals 
in the Protectorate, except in the case of 
lands falling under the Uganda Agreement 
of 1900 (i.e. Mailo land owned by Africans), 
and the Crown reserves to itself all mineral 
tights of alienated Crown land. The approxi- 
mate over which mineral rights have been 
granted or reserved in Uganda is: 9,003 
squares miles of private Mailo land; 71,289 
square miles over which the Crown reserves 
the mineral rights; (subject to ex gratia 
payments to the African local government 
in control of the area from which mineral 
royalties as may be decided by the Governor) 
making the total area for the Protectorate 
80,292 square miles (excluding 13,689 square 
miles of open water). In the case of Mailo 
land the minerals are vested in the landowners, 
who are free to deal with them as they wish, 
subject to payment of Royalty to the Crown 
on the value of minerals exported. Royalty 
is at 5% of the gross value of the mineral 
exported; or it may be at 15% of the profits. 

On 31st December, 1958, the following 
areas were under prospecting and mining 
titles: (a) Exclusive Prospecting Licences — 
353.05 square miles; (b) Locations — number 
110; (c) River Locations (for gold) — number 
admeasuring 200 yards — 1; (d) Mining 
Leases and Special Mining Leases — 12,585.7 
acres. 

Prospecting Licences. Any person who can 
satisfy the Mines Department that he has a 
working knowledge of the Mining Laws may 
be issued with a prospecting right, valid for 
one year at a fee of Shs. 20/- and a depcsit 
of up to Shs. 1000/-. A prospecting right 
enables the holder to prospect in any part 
of the Protectorate (save in certain circum- 
stances where prospecting is forbidden) 
for any minerals except diamonds. Exclusive 
Prospecting Licences are also granted on 
application and these may be pegged and 
beaconed by the holder of a prospecting 
tight. The area of such an exclusive licence 
may not exceed 8 square miles and the yearly 
rental thereon is £5 per square mile. This 
licence enables the grantee exclusively to 
prospect in detail the area in question, but 
he is prohibited from mining thereon. Such 
licences are renewable yearly up to a maximum 
of three years in respect of alluvial prospec- 
ting and six years in the case of lode. Special 
Exclusive Prospecting Licences are also granted, 


but these carry special conditions as may be 
directed by the Governor. The area that may 
be subjected to such licences may not, as a 
rule, be less than 30 square miles. 

Locations and Mining Leases. Mining is 
lawful under locations, river locations and 
mining leases. The former two are titles of 
short duration renewable from year to year; 
whereas mining leases are granted from 5 to 
21 years, renewable for a further period not 
exceeding 21 years. Locations other than 
river locations vary in area according to their 
classification. Lode locations for precious 
metals may not be of greater dimensions 
than 1,500 feet in length along the supposed 
strike of the reef and 600 feet in width. The 
maximum area that can be held under one 
title is 40 acres, the yearly rent being Shs. 20/-. 
River Locations cover rivers and swamps 
and the maximum length permissible to be 
pegged is 1,800 yards along the stream and 
100 yards each side of the centre of the stream. 
The yearly rental for a river location is Shs. 20/- 
per 100 yards measured along the stream. 
Areas of Mining are limited to a 
maximum of 640 acres (one square mile) 
at an annual rental of Shs. 5/- per acre (in 
addition a deposit is required as decided by 
the Commissioner of Mines up to a maximum 
laid down in the Mining Regulations). Sur- 
face rent is payable by holders of locations 
and mining leases for all land occupied or 
used, st the approximate rate of Shs. 2/50 
per acre per annum. The law provides that 
during any prospecting the miner shall inform 
the Commissioner of the discovery of any 
economic minerals. 

Minerals Won: During 1958 the most 
important mineral produced was copper. 
A total of 10,831 long tons of blister copper 
was produced from 522,012 long tons of ore 
mined, and 10,015 long tons of blister copper 
were exported for a gross value of £2,120,000. 
All the copper came from Kilembe Mine. 
Cobalt ore is also being produced, but 
due to the comparatively low price it is 
being stock-piled for possible treatment in 
the future. The mine employs 2,183 Africans, 
154 Asians and 157 Europeans. The capital 
involved in bringing the mine into production 
was of the order of £8,000,000 with proved 
and indicated ore reserves totalling 17,000,000 
long tons. Other minerals produced were as 
follow: Gold: 291.55 ounces, valued at 
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£3,100; Beryl: 77.06 long tons valued at 
£9,600; Galena: 290,54 long tons, valued at 
£15,960; Tin ore: 58.21 long tons, valued at 
£30,000; Bismuth ore: 12.21 tons valued at 
£6,000; Tantalite/Columbite ores: 2.85 long 
tons, valued at £2,500; Limestone: 157,165 
long tons, valued at £153,000 and Wolfram: 
47.46 tons, valued at £13,750. : 

Returns and Royalties: Royalty is collected 
provisionally at 5% of the gross value of the 
mineral. Where miners keep books of 


accounts to the satisfaction of the Regional 
Commissioner of Income Tax, then royalty 
is assessed at 15% of the profits. 


Mineral Dealsrs’ Licences. Any dealers 
in minerals must be in possession of a licence 
issued by the Commissioner, the cost of which 
is Shs. 20/-. This licence is renewable yearly.

WATER SUPPLIES (from p. 243) 


Surface Water supply is, at present, mainly 
concerned with the provision of dams and 
storage for cattle watering but not for domestic 
purposes unless these are combined with 
irrigation projects. The mechanical equip- 
ment required to build the dams or to carry 
out any necessary earthworks is organised 
into three separate construction units located 
in Northern Province, Eastern Province 
and Buganda. 


In the year 1958 10 new reservoirs with an 
average capacity of approximately 40 million 
gallons were completed and work on five 
others was started. In the Western Province 
the Water Development Department supervises 
the construction of Valley Tanks, the work 
being done by contract. In 1958, 54 Valley 
Tanks were completed in Ankole. 


Hydrology includes the gauging of rivers 
in the Protectorate, the correlation of run- 
off with rainfall, the recording of lake levels 
and investigation of the Upper Nile — Lake 


Victoria system behaviour. There are now 
135 water level recording points and 100 
discharge measuring stations. During 1958 
81,631 water levels were recorded and 1,132 
tiver discharges measured. 13 new gauging 
stations were installed and equipped during 
the year. 

Large-scale irrigation works in the Pro- 
tectorate, other than privately owned instal- 
lations, are still in an early stage of develop- 
ment and the Department is, at present, 
occupied solely with the design and instal- 
lation of water supplies for experimental 
plots and pilot projects. Surveys and hydro- 
logical investigations are being conducted 
in connection with projected works on the 
Sebwe River, north of Kasese and in the 
Orichinga valley south-east of Mbarara. 
Swamp reclamation work has been conducted 
in the Kigezi District for several years and 
improved techniques are being evolved. 

The address of the Water Development 


Department is P.O. Box 19, Entebbe. 
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The forestry policy of Uganda has been 
evolved with two aims in view; on the one hand 
it is essential to maintain climatic stability, 


protect water supplies, and prevent soil 
deterioration; on the other hand, it is necessary 
to ensure that consumers in all parts of the 
Protectorate can obtain an adequate supply 
of forest produce for timber, building poles, or 
fuel. There is a small export trade in timber, 
but only what is surplus to the needs of Uganda 
may be regarded as exportable. With the 
rapid developments which are taking place 
it is needless to say that there is little surplus 
timber for export overseas. 

Forest Reserves: In order to carry out the 
two-fold policy of protection and production, 
each of which is regarded as of equal 
importance, certain areas are demarcated 
as forest reserves. 

Protection forestry assumes greater pro- 
minence in the savanna country, i.e. grassland 
where trees are thinly scattered. Reserves 
in these areas are usually sited on watersheds 
and steep hills, and every effort is made to 
control grass-burning in order to allow an 
increase of the natural tree vegetation. Grass- 
burning in savanna cannot be entirely pre- 
vented, but the severity of the fires can be 
reduced by burning the grass early in the dry 
season before it is so dry that fires get out of 
control. - 

While production forestry is also served 
in savanna regions by the control of fires, it 
is more usual to create plantations where they 
are most needed, in order to ensure the 
necessary supply of forest produce. In 
addition, all the important areas of indigenous 
production forest have been reserved. These 
are in the areas of tropical rain forest, and are 
to be found in the Lake Victoria belt in Mengo 
and Masaka, on the Lake Albert escarpment 
in Bunyoro and Toro, and on the fringe of 
the Western Rift in Ankole and Kigezi. 

It is the policy of the Uganda Government 
to allow controlled exploitation of these 
reserves on the basis of a sustained yield. 
The Forest Department manages the hardwood 
forests to that end and augments supplies by 
plantations. Softwoods (cypress and pines) 
are being planted in the highlands of Kigezi, 
Ankole, the West Nile, and Toro. The 
planting of trees suitable for firewood and 
building poles (mainly Eucalyptus and Cassia) 
is a well-known forestry undertaking at most 
District and Provincial headquarters. 


Local Reserves and Village Forests. It is 
the policy of Government that local authorities 
should be encouraged to accept responsibility 
in forestry matters of a local nature. Since 
long-term investments in protection forests 
with no tangible financial return are at present 
beyond the means of local governments, 
“local reserves”? and “village forests”, 


| under the control of local governments, are 


designed for production. All revenue derived 
from such reserves goes to the exchequer 
of the local government in whose administrative 
area the reserves are situated. Such reserves 
must be managed in accordance with the 
general forest policy of the Protectorate. 

Forest Estates. The sum total of forest 
reserves in the country comprise what is termed 
the “forest estate.” Since agriculture is the 
most important of Uganda industries, it has 
been laid down that the extent of forest estate 
must not be greatér than the minimum 
necessary for the fulfilment of the primary 
objects of protection.and production. Some 
areas of Uganda — notably Bugishu, the 
Western Province and Acholi — have already 
been declared by notices in the Official Gazette 
to have adequate forest estates, by which is 
meant that no further major reservation is 
possible in these areas. In these districts the 
local government automatically takes over the 
sale of forest produce from Crown land on 
which there are no forest reserves. 

Timber Industry. With the exception of 
Mt. Elgon, the Semliki forest lying north of 
Mt. Ruwenzori and the so-called impenetrable 
forest of Kigezi all the major indigenous 
forest reserves of Uganda are being exploited 
for mill-ssawn timber. The mvule-bearing 
areas of Busoga have long supported a flour- 
ishing sawmill industry, as have the privately 
owned estates of Buganda. Both these areas 
must, however, be regarded as dwindling assets. 
The chief product of the the Budongo forest 
is its mahoganies and muhimbi (ironwood) 
which is used extensively for sleepers and 
flooring strips. The Kibale forest in Toro, 
the Kalinzu forest in Ankole and the forests 
of Mengo produce a variety of useful timbers, 
of which mahogany and mvule form only a 
small proportion. In view of the growing 
scarcity of these two timbers the use of other 
species has come into’ prominence in recent 
years. 
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TIMBER (cont'd. from page 249) 


The output of all forest reserves is carefully 
controlled in accordance with the estimated 
sustained yield. The greater part of this 
output is converted into sawn timber for use 
within East Africa, mainly within Uganda. 
The 1958 production was 26,000 tons of sawn 
timber of which about two-thirds was derived 
from forest reserves and Crown lands. This 
Proportion is likely to increase as supplies 
on private land dwindle, 


East African Timber Exports. As will be 
apparent from the following figures, exports 
of Uganda timber are not extensive. This is 
partly due to the price disadvantage inherent 
in timber milled at the end of a long rail haul 
to the Coast — the turn from the sellers’ 
to the buyers’ market between 1951 and 1952 
caused a marked reduction in Uganda’s 
exports — and partly to the heavy internal 
demand. Kenya and Tanganyika, with forests 
situated within striking distance of the Coast 
and probably less money to spend on internal 
construction work, are better placed for export 
business. Over recent years tonnages of 
sawn timber exported (excluding mangrove 
and other poles but including pencil slats 
(Kenya only) and flooring blocks) have been:

Disposal of Uganda’s Timber: Of the 
Protectorate’s total annual production of 
between 25,000 and 30,000 tons of sawn timber, 
approximately 97% is now consumed locally 
in building programmes and other construction 
work and there is little indication that there 
will be any falling off in local demand — indeed 
rather the reverse is to be expected. The 
most likely field for development of Uganda’s 
timber export trade is in sleepers and to a lesser 
extent in flooring blocks; given steady con- 
tracts Uganda could probably supply up to 
100,000 hardwood sleepers annually and a 
considerable tonnage of flooring blocks; 
the serious obstacle to the establishment of 
this trade is the rail freight cost from mills 
to Mombasa. Conditioning of sawn timber 
in Uganda is done at Kampala, Jinja, Fort 
Portal and Kalinzu (near Mbarara). 
four plants are capable of treating all timber 
required for local consumption.

, More than 5,000 sq. miles of this reclamation, 
\including some 3,000 sq. miles in Mengo 
| District of Buganda and 1,000 sq. miles in 
Acholi District of the Northern Province, 
was achieved by game elimination operations. 
; The balance—about 1,700 sq.miles of reclama- 
tion in North Karamoja District—was ac- 
complished by means of selective bush- 
clearing. In all, these operations have by 
now successfully forced the fly back, in almost 
all cases, as far as the starting points of the 
1930-45 advances. The residual problem in 
northern Uganda is the “consolidation ” 
of this reclamation. This is being effected by 
establishing “consolidation lines” of close 
human settlement and/or subsidiary bush- 
clearing at convenient sites across the former 
avenues of tsetse advance. Much progress 
with such consolidation work has already been 
achieved, (but in no case yet has the creation of 
a fully effective barrier to re-infestation of the 
reclaimed country been completed). 

In recent years, also, great strides forward 
have been made with the use of insecticides in 
the control of tsetses. This has been parti- 
cularly marked in respect of the waterside fly, 
G. palpalis, which, although,in Uganda it is 
relatively innocuous to cattle, is the vector of 
the Gambian form of human sleeping sickness. 
In the course of experimental work in 1955-56 
a technique of ground spraying was evolved 
which has proved capable of eradicating 
G. palpalis by means of a Single application of 
the persistent insecticide, dieldrin, to the 
waterside vegetation of this tsetse’s habitat. 

The major residual tsetse problem in Uganda 
is the G. morsitans problem of Ankole. Very 
strenous efforts were made by the E.A. 
Trypanosomiasis Research Organisation to 
tesolve this by means of a pilot scheme of 
discriminative bush-clearing between 1952 
and 1957. Unfortunately, despite all the hard 
work and thought put into this work, the 
fly-belt continued to expand at a rapid rate. 
This necessitated a resort to the proven 
method of hunting, by the territorial depart- 
ment, in mid-1958. The hunting operations 
are being restricted, at least in the first instance, 
to preventing iurther spread of this fly-belt. 
The intention is to reclaim the heart of the belt 
by means of some more acceptable technique if 
such can possibly be found. The current 
indications are that residual insecticide, 
applied to the trees which provide the favoured 
testing sites of the tsetse, appears to offer the 
most likely economic alternative to game elimi- 
nation for this purpose. 

The overall situation prevailing in mid-1959 
is that the residual tsetse-belts, which are now 
confined mainly to the western and northern 
sides of the country, cover rather less than one 
third of the total land surface of the Protecto- 
rate. Future policy—once the extensive 
Ankole problem has been resolved—will be 
to reclaim further country from tsetse only 
when it is required for immediate economic use. 
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Copper has only recently featured in the 
economy of Uganda but it was first mentioned 
as a prospect as long ago as 1906 when the 
Italian Duc D’Abruzzi expedition reported 


indications of copper minerals in the 
Ruwenzori range on the Uganda Congo 
border. 
in 1926 and copper outcrops were pin pointed 
in the Kilembe valley. This work was however 
carried out during depressed economic times 
and there was little chance then or in the/ 
foreseeable future of bringing the deposits 
into production. Early in 1947 Frobisher 
Ltd. resumed the exploration work and! 
carried out an intensive diamond drilling 
programme which added considerably to the 
knowledge of the ore deposits. It was not 
however until 1953 that the financing of the 
project was accomplished and planning for 
production could go ahead. 

The present accepted ore reserves of Kilembe 
are: Proved ore — 3,816,000 tons of 2.52% 
Copper and 0.17% Cobalt; Probable ore 
4,372,000 tons of 2.12% Copper and 0.18% 
Cobalt. 

In addition to these reserves there are 
1,573,000 tons of proven and probable ore 
reserves which are estimated to contain 
1.23% Copper and 0.22% Cobalt and 4,895.000 
tons of possible ore to which no grade can 
yet be safely assigned. Active exploration and | 
drilling is continually being carried on and! 
futher extensions of the known ore-bodies are | 
fairly well assured. The ore bodies occur in 
a geological series that have been duplicated 
elsewhere in the Range and in fact have 
been traced on strike length for 17 miles. 
This fact gives every indication that the 
potentialities of the area may not be exhausted 
by the ore bodies now being mined and an 
extensive area is still being covered by organised 
geological and geochemical field work. 

The planning of. the Kilembe project 
envisaged a mine and concentrator to mine 
and treat 40,000 tons of ore per month at 
Kilembe and to rail approximately 3,000 tons 
of copper concentrates to an electric smelter 
at Jinja. Total blister copper production 
on this scale was ¢stimated at 700 tons per 
month, This pla’ came to fruition in the 
latter half of 1956 and has since been expanded 
to the present mine production of 60,000 tons | 
of ore per month with a blister copper output 
of 1,000 tons per month. During 1958,

the concentrator treated 527.329 tons of ore 


with total copper production of 10,831 tons. 
Mine development and construction is now 
under way to increase production to 75,000 
tons of ore per month with a blister copper 
output cf 1,300 tons per month. This expan- 
sion will take place over the next two years 
with a target date for final achievement in 
mid 1962. 

The ground conditions and _ore-body 
formation at Kilembe have necessitated the 
application of a variety of mining methods. 
Some of these are conventional and have 
been adapted with very little modification. 
Some however have not previosly been used 
in Africa and had to be adapted to sujt the 
peculiarities of the ore-body, the surface 
terrain and the inexperienced labour available. 
These modifications have developed mining 
methods that are in some ways unique and 
one mining operation has entailed the installa- 
tion of a sand pumping scheme that is now 
the highest in the world. 

The mine ore is crushed and concentrated 
at Kilembe to a concentrate containing 
approximately 30 per cent copper. This 
concentrate is conveyed 8 miles by pipeline as 
a pulp containing 25 per cent solids and 75 per 
cent water to Kasese where it is filtered 
and dried and then shipped by East African 
Railways to the Jinja smelter. In addition 
to the copper concentrate a pyrite-cobalt 
concentrate is also being produced and this 
concentrate is being stockpiled at Kasese 
until such time as the cobalt market will 
make its further treatment economic. 

A categorical requirement for the success 
of the project was low cost power and: the 
fact that it could be made available was 
the conclusive argument for going ahead 
with the exploitation of the orebody. This 
assumption was based on plans for utilising 
the hydro power available on the slopes of the 
Ruwenzori and the original thinking on this 
subject has proved entirely sound. A 6,700 
horse power hydro-electric plant was built 
in the Mubuku valley and has proved to be an 
effective reliable and low cost unit. 

Smelting of the concentrates is carried 
out in the Company owned smelter at Jinja 
and from there blister copper is shipped by 
East African Railways through the port 
of Mombasa to overseas refineries. The 
smelter is equipped with an electric furnace

and three converters and power is suplied 
by U.E.B. from Owen Falls power station. 

The ancilliary requirments of a mine of 
this size include a comprehensively equipped 
heavy workshop, garages, stores and technical 
departments for operational and administra- 
tive control. The basis on which any such 


project must operate is a well trained and} 


competent staff and this requirement was 
tackled in its several aspects and includes 
an organised training policy both on surface 
and underground. The Company has estab- 
lished an underground training school and 
has been responsible for the training of a 
working force of 1,200 underground workers 
operating all of the equipment met with in 
modern mechanised mines, 

The population of Kilembe township, all 
of whom are dependent in some way on the 
production of copper, is now 280 Europeans, 
300 Asians and 3,000 Africans. The social 
services and amenities required for such a 
community have been provided by Kilembe 
Mines Ltd. and include three schools, a well 
equipped and staffed hospital of 60 beds, 
a Company trading store, several clubs, with 
tennis courts, swimming pool, a nine hole 
golf course and, in fact, a completely self- 
contained township.

Uganda’s main overseas’ supplier is Aden 
though imports from West Germany have 
tisen during the past 10 years.

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OTHER EXPORTS 


All Uganda’s principal exports, such as 
cotton, coffee, tea, copper, hides and skins, 
etc. have been covered in separate articles. 
It is, however, necessary to complete the picture 
with a few brief notes on some of the other 
items which figure in the export tables/ 


Beans and! Peas. A minor item: 1958 
exports were approximately 300 tons, worth 
£20,000 f.0.b. 


Chillies. This is a crop which can be grown 
successfully in many parts of the Protectorate 
but which cannot be stored for any length of 
time as it goes to dust. It is a minor cash 
crop in Buganda Province, particularly in 
Masaka district. Both the large capsicums 
and the small “ bird chillies’? are grown. 
Production fiucturates greatly in response to 
price levels related to other crops. Exports 
which in 1947 had reached nearly 2,000 tons 
have not been significant in recent years and for 
1958 the total to leave Uganda was only some 
200 tons to an f.o.b. value of £31,000. 


Cinchona was at one time grown in Uganda 
and during the period 1951/1953 a total of 56 
‘tons of bark was exported. The crop dis- 
appears from the export tables in 1957 when 
a total of just over one ton of bark was 
exported; since then it is presumed there has 
been no production. 


Flax is another crop which appears to have 
been discontinued. Flax was first planted in 
Kigezi District in 1942 and by 1947 some 300 
acres were under flax. The latest export 
record is in 1956 with some 30 tons of fibre; 
since then nothing. 


Maize. At one time, particularly in 1953 
and 1954, the export of maize from Uganda, 
principally to Kenya, reached considerable 
proportions—nearly 60,000 tons left Uganda 
in 1954. To-day the export trade has almost 
disappeared (for 1958 only some 20 tons are 
shown as exported) but there remains a 
considerable production of maize for local 
consumption. 


Papain has never been an export of any size 
from Uganda, the annual total being anything 


from 20 tons up to 50 tons with a downward | 
1958 total was under | 


trend in recent year: 
8 tons. 


Pyrethrum was at one time grown in Kigezi 
on the borders of Belgian Ruanda but the 
areas have always been very limited. Exports 
totalled 27 tons in 1950, 11 tons in 1952; but 
but since then there are no recorded exports. 


Rubber. From time to time, as the price 
becomes attrative, Uganda’s scattered plant- 
ings of rubber (mainly planted years ago as 


shade trees in coffee) are tapped. In 1958 the 
total export was 5,900 Ibs. of crude rubber. 


Sisal. Uganda has one sisal plantation only, 
at Masindi Port. During 1958 some 400 tons 
of fibre are recorded as exported from the 
Protectorate. 


Soya Beans can be grown extensively in 
Uganda but cannot attract much interest in 
the face of the better returns to be obtained 
from cotton and coffee. Exports seem to 
range from about 500 tons to 1000 tons 
annually, with a total of some 700 tons in 1958. 


Vanilla is a minor item with small plots on 
a few plantations. During 1958 exports 
totalled 3,800 Ibs. to a value of £31,017 f.0.b. 
Momtasa. 


Cement. All the foregoing items are 
agricultural produce. An interesting recent 
development in the export scene has been the 
establishment of a trade in cement from 
Uganda to the Belgian Congo; during 1958 
some 10,000 tons of Uganda cement (from the 
Tororo Cement works) were exported to the 
Belgian Congo to a declared value of £164,000.

Uganda’s native fishermen have plied their 
trade from time immemorial, concentrating 
mainly on the greater and lesser lakes. Long 
lines, fences, basket traps, spears and, more 
recently, gill nets are in general use, but on 
Lakes Victoria and Albert beach seines are also 
employed. All species of fish readily sell in 
the African market, but most popular amongst 
all races is the extremely palatable “* Ngege ” 
(Tilapia sp.). Lake Albert produces the large 
Nile Perch (Lares albertianus), a fish which 
provides such good sport and fine eating that 
experiments are now under way designed to 
spread it into the waterways above the Murch- 
son Falls where it is not indigenous. Com- 
prehensive fisheries surveys of most of the lakes 
and waters of the country were made between 
the years 1927 and 1931 (see Graham and 
Worthington). In 1933 the Game Depart- 
ment assumed responsibility for the economic 
development of Uganda’s fisheries which by 
1950 had grown to such proportions that the 
department was re-named the Game and 
Fisheries Department, charged with the plan- 
ned development of all Uganda waters, 
excluding only Lake Victoria. Since 1949 this 
lake which contains the main water area of 
Uganda has been under the control of the Lake 
Victoria Fisheries Service, an interterritorial 
organisation under the East Africa High 
Commission, with headquarters at Kisumu. 
This arrangement has, however proved to be 
unsatisfactory and it has been agreed by the 
three territories that, with effect from the new 
financial year, control of fisheries shall revert 
to the Territories individually. 


With this exception, the Game and Fisheries 
Department is in overall control of the in- 
dustry, carrying out an active development 
programme aimed at scientific exploitation 
while guarding against the ever-present danger 
of overfishing by the indigenous population for 
whom all commercial fishing rights in the 
Protectorate’s waters are reserved. In 
addition, the Department currently concerns 
itself with the introduction of improved 
gear and methods to the Africans, aims at 
the improvement of processing and marketing 
facilities, gives expert advice to fishermen 
and tries to better their social conditions and 
standard of living. Experimental boat build- 
ing is carried out in collaboration with a 
number of Technical Schools, and in the 
Department’s own workshops, with a view 


to replacing the traditional primitive canoes 
with more suitable craft; on the main lakes 
various types of small motorised fishing 
vessels are being demonstrated to bring 
home to the fishermen the advantages of 
mechanisation. ‘ 

In the last few years considerable numbers 
of dams, reservoirs and minor lakes have 
been constructed and stocked successfully 
with Tilapia nilotica, zillii, variabilis and 
esculenta, and these waters are now well on 
the way to producing appreciable quantities 
of fish for local consumption. The Game 
and Fisheries Department has established 
a fish farm at Kajansi near Entebbe, where 
experiments into the best methods of fish 
culture with Tilapia and other species are 
being carried out under local conditions. 
As a result of this development there are 
now over 4,500 fish ponds in Uganda. In 
this way are brought into production many 
of Uganda’s large swamp areas which have 
hitherto contributed nothing. It is hoped 
that yields of the order of one ton of fish per 
acre per year will eventually be obtained 
from fishponds. Anyone requiring Tilapia 
fry for propagation can obtain this free of 
charge from the Kaiansi farm where large 
stocks are always held. 


This marketing of fish in Uganda is largely 
in the hands of African fishmongers of whom 
10,000 ‘are licensed. These fishmongers are 
using a variety of transport including boats, 
bicycles, cars and lorries, and their deliveries 
reach almost all parts of the country. In 
the Lake George/Edward area there are 
two processing factories which turn out salt 
fish, quick frozen fillets and deep frozen 
whole fish. One is also producing fish meal. 
Processed fish from these factories is not only 
distributed to various centres in Uganda 
but is exported to other East African Territories 
and to the Belgian Congo as well. 


The sportsman finds excellent fishing on 
Lake Albert and at the Murchison Falls, 
where occur the Nile Perch, which go to 
200 Ibs. and more, and those hardy fighters, 
the Tiger Fish (Hydrocyon sp.). On Lake 
Albert the best base for the intending angler 
is Butiaba, where a launch can be hired from 
the Railways at Shs. 10/- per hour and where

there is a fully equipped resthouse with cooking 
facilities, but no catering. This can be 
booked through ‘the Marine Commander, 
East African Railways and Harbours, Butiaba. 
In addition, there is the Masindi Hotel 40 
miles away. At the Murchison Falls accom- 
modation and boats are available at the 
Paraa Lodge of the Murchison Falls National 
Park, Private Bag, Masindi. Elsewhere, good 
sport can be had on light tackle for the Barbel 
(Barbus radcliffi), especially below the Owen 
Falls, Jinja, where thesefish abound and go to 
20 Ibs. Almost every lake, river or dam in 
the Protectorate will provide some coarse 
fish for the angler. The Game and Fisheries 
Department is now stocking suitable streams 
on Mounts Elgon and Ruwenzori with 
rainbow trout, which have already been 
established some years in the Rivers Suam 
and Bukwa on Mt. Elgon. 


The East African Freshwater Fisheries 
Research Organisation (which will not be 
affected by the changes mentioned in para. 
one above) under the aegis of the 
East Africa High Commission, has its head- 
quarters at Jinja and was established there 
in 1946. It co-operates closely with the 
various fisheries organisations and gives 
much useful advice and assistance.

These vast developments could not have 
happened if, beginning in 1938, the croco- 
diles had not been gradually brought under 
control. This task, which had hitherto 
been beyond the African fishermen’s scope 
and incentive, was successfully tackled in 
the ensuing years by European private enter- 
prise whose original trapping gear and methods 
were in course passed on to the indigenous 
population and are in -general use to this 
day. Eating into the enormous concentra- 
tions of crocodiles from their base on lake 
Kyoga, these resourceful pioneers, in swiftly 
expanding partnership with their African 
collaborators, eventually almost completely 
cleaned out that great basin ot lakes and 
swamps before going over the remaining 
waterways of Uganda with similarly grati- 
fying results. Only lakes George and Edward, 
and the Kazinga Channel which connects 
the two, were left alone since crocodiles 
are not found here. By introducing proper 
methods of cutting, preparation and packing, 
crocodile skins from Uganda were made 
acceptable for the first time to overseas 
markets, mainly in the U.S.A., and during 
the industry’s heyday between 1945 and 1948 
tens of thousands of wetsalted crocodile 
skins were exported, earning a great many 
very welcome dollars for the Protectorate. 
The industry, which was brought under 
official control in the Fish and Crocodiles 
Ordinance, 1950, has since almost entirely 
passed into the hands of the native fisherman, 
and trapping licences are now rarely granted to 
non-Africans although the ultimate collec- 
tion, selection, final preparation and export 
of the skins, all requiring special skills and 
far-reaching connections, are still largely 
in thé latter’s keeping. 


In sum, this industry, by ridding the Pro- 
tectorate’s waterways of an overwhelmingly 
established pest and in the process paying 
rich dividends to those who needed them 
most, the cowed and frustrated African 
fishermen, has enormously benefited the 
country as a whole. The impressive numbers 
of crocodiles set aside and protected in the 
Murchison Falls National Park will continue 
to provide the unique thrills which the tour- 
rist and sightseer rightly derives from the 
sinister and fascinating aspect of ‘‘ Old 
Scales” going about his daily business in his 
hundreds and thousands.

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LABOUR 


The average African is by no means entirely 
dependent on wage earning; his needs are 
easily satisfied. In Uganda the encouragement 
of cotton growing and the establishment of the 
cultivation of coffee and other cash crops has 
enabled the peasant to obtain all he needs at 
home. With, however, an increasing demand 
on his money, a growing desire for goods 
previously out of reach, and rising prices, 
a man often finds additional money can most 
easily be obtained by going out to work. 
He leaves his home to work for a few months 
intending to return. Even when fed and housed 
by his employer—since continuous employment 
is distasteful to most African peasants—he 
will not stay on, once his immediate economic 
needs are satisfied. Skilled workers and those 
in responsible positions who earn higher 
wages are generally more stable. 


A labour census which was held on 27th 
June, 1958, showed 228,000 adult males 
in employment. Although there is no 
lack of manpower in Uganda the demand for 
labour exceeds the supply coming forward 
and agricultural employers in particular have 
difficulty in obtaining their requirements. 
Labour is provided very largely from local 
tribes but in addition one important source of 
supply comes from the south-west whence 
during 1958, some 61,000 men came from the 
Belgian territory of Ruanda-Urundi and 
from Tanganyika across the border into Uga- 
nda. Accompanying these were some 6,000 
women and 6,500 children. 


The standard of output per man is low, 
which is attributable to three causes: (1) 
poor physical condition, (2) lack of supervision, 
and (3) absence of any strong incentive to 
labour. Experience is showing that the 
employer who sees that his labour is well fed 
and well housed and who can introduce 
suitable incentive schemes, coupled with good 
labour management and close competent 
supervision, obtains very much better work 
from his labour. The system of piece or task 
work is much in vogue and is preferred by 
the workers. The output obtained from the 
agricultural worker may be taken at about 
25 hours per week of reasonable manual 
labour. In factories, where supervision is 
better, the output is considerably higher. 


There are 15 registered trade unions, cover- 
ing a variety of trades and industries. Emplo- 
ers have introduced machinery for joint 
consultation in the form of staff committees 
and works committees at 109 undertakings 
throughout the Protectorate. 


Wages. The Uganda Employment 
Ordinance, 1946, applies to all employees 
whose wages do not exceed Shs. 150/- per 
month. The Ordinance lays down the types of 
contract which may be entered into between 
employer and employee and sets out the 
conditions with regard to recruiting, housing, 
health and the employment of labour generally. 
Other legislation in force covers Workmen’s 
Compensation, Trade Unions, Trade Disputes, 
the Employment of Women and Children, 
Factories and Minimum Wages. Minimum 
wages are only enforced in the Kampala and 
Jinja areas. A statutory minimum wage of 
Shs, 33/- per month, inclusive of the value of 
rations and housing, was laid down for both 
towns at the beginning of 1950 but the level 
of wages has risen since then to about Shs.80/- 
per month. Maximum hours of work in 
industrial undertakings are set out in the 
Employment Ordinance at 48 hours per week 
with payment at the rate of 14 times normal 
wage for overtime. 


Rations. Outside the urban areas labourers 
are generally given part rations free. The 
Labour Commissioner can, however, require 
an employer to provide rations in accordance 
with the scale laid down in the Second Schedule 
to the Employment Rules and in fact he does 
so whenever an employer engages contract 
labour. A number of progressive employers 
now provide their labour with tea before 
starting work and a. free cooked mid-day 
meal. They have found that this not only 
increases output but reduces absenteeism. 


Housing. Except in Kampala, Entebbe and 
Jinja, employers are obliged to provide free 
housing for employees earning less than 
Shs. 100/- per month, unless they are able 
to return daily. to their homes or make 
other satisfactory arrangements. Minimum 
standards governing both permanent and 
temporary housing are laid down in the. 
First Schedule to the Employment Rules. 
In spite of the relatively high initial cost an 
increasing number of employers are finding 
it a better economic proposition to build 
housing of permanent materials for their 
labour rather than to use cheaper temporary 
materials owing to the very high cost of 
maintenance of the latter. 


Factory Regulations. Industrial safety and 
health is dealt with by a comprehensive 
modern Factories Ordinance, very similar to 
the U.K. Factories Act, 1937, which was 
brought into operation at the end of March, 
1953. One of its provisions is that no factory 
may operate without either a certificate of 
registration or a provisional factory permit 
issued by the Chief Factories Inspector. Of 
particular interest to firms importing machinery

into Uganda is the paragraph, identical to 
that found in the U.K. Factories Act, 1937, 
requiring new machinery to be sold with its 
gearing and certain other parts already guarded. 
The Ordinance introduced the periodical 
thorough examination of pressure vessels 
and lifting machinery and requires initial 
test certificates (usually from manufacturers) 
before this equipment, or chain or wire 
lifting gear, is put into operation. Further 
information can be obtained from the Chief 
Factories Inspector, P.O. Box 227, Kampala 
(Telephone 3137), 

Workmen’s Compensation. All questions of 
compensation for injury or death of employees 
are covered by the Workmen’s Compensation 
Ordinance of 1944 as amended by Ordinance 
No. 43 of 1955. Application: The Ordinance 
applies in general to all manual workers and 
to non-manual workers whose salary is not 
more than £840 per annum. Compensation: 
For death—36 months’ earnings or Shs. 
24,000/- whichever is the less. For total 
incapacity—48 months’ earnings or Shs. 
34,000/- whichever is the less. For partial 
incapacity a graded schedule of payments 
exists. For temporary incapacity—the 
employee gets half the amount by which his 
earnings are réduced by the accident. Medical 
treatment has to be paid for by the employer 
up to £200, and also, where required, surgical 
appliances up to £100. Certain occupational 
diseases incurred as a result of employment 
are treated in the same way as above.

TRADE UNIONS 


There are twenty two registered trade 
unions and ten associations of employees. 
The latter cater mainly for groups of civil 
servants and includes the three racial associa- 
tions of civil servants, medical assistants, 
laboratory _ assistants and Indian school 
teachers. The unions cover a_ variety of 
industries including railways, textiles, tobacco, 
teachers, co-operatives, local governments 
and the university college. Between them the 
thirty two organisations service more than 
fifteen thousand employees. In addition there 
are over a hundred works comittees embracing 
more than a hundred thousand employees. 
Many of the unions are affiliated to Inter- 
national Trade Secretariats (1.T.S.) operating 
within the framework cf the International 
Confederation of Free Trade Unions 
(L.C.F.T.U.) The Uganda T.U.C. which 
comprises ten unions, is also affiliated to the 
L.C.F.T.U. which in 1958 established an 
African Labour College in Kampala, P.O. 
Box 3337, Kampala. Its primary purpose 
is the training of trade union leaders from 
countries and territories in Africa where 
English is the official language. 


A number of loca unions are becoming 
well known to British and international trade 
union centres through visits by their leaders 
and affiliations overseas. Likewise the local 
movement is more and more coming under 
the influence of overseas unions and a speedier 
development of trade unionism is anticipated 
as a result. Generally speaking local union 
leaders concentrate their efforts in the industrial 
sphere and show little interest in politics. 
This is natural in a phase of building and 
consolidating union strength but it subjects 
the more prominent leaders to overtures 
from a variety of political parties seeking votes 
and members. When the I.C.F.T.U. college 
building is completed it will probably spark off 
a series of visits to Kampala by leading trade 
unionists from all over the world. Many 
countries are already showing a keen interest 
in the venture which is the biggest and costliest 
trade union experiment ever attempted in 
Africa. 


ANNUAL WAGE BILL 


Uganda’s total wage bill for Uganda for 
1958 is reported at £23,815,000 of which 
£13,363,000 was in private industry and the 
balance of £10.452,000 in the public service. 
During that year the total was split up be- 
tween: African £12,767,000; Asians £5,321 ,000: 
Europeans £5,727,000. For 1957 the reportcd 
total was £22,648,000 and for 1956 the figure 
was £19,6890,00. 
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UGANDA DEVELOPMENT CORPORATION LTD. 


Incorporated in 1952 as a limited liability 
Company under a Government Ordinance, 
the Uganda Development Corporation Limited 
was designed to assist in the whole composite 
pattern of broadening and strengthening the 
basis of the economic life of Uganda and to 
help provide the resources which are needed 
for the development of social services and the 
raising of the standard of living of the people. 


During its seven years of existence the 
Corporation has responded to an increasing 
demand for information which has resulted in 
the examination of a large number of industrial 
and agricultural projects in which the Corp- 
oration might participate. Progress has been 
substantial, yet the potential is by no means 
exhausted. Opportunities for development in 
many industries which are either not yet 
covered by local enterprise or where existing 
producers are meeting only a fraction of the 
demand, include pig iron and steel production, 
chemicals, cosmetics, pharmaceuticals, fibre 
or particle board, furniture, matches, clothing, 
footwear, blankets, plastics and many others. 


In the field of agriculture, the scope for the 
development of plantation crops on commercial 
lines is considerable and the Corporation plays 
a large part in this through its subsidiary 
company, Agricultural Enterprises Limited. 
Collaboration is sought with African Local 
Governments, to whom the Company looks 
for the provision of land on lease and for 
investment in the projects. The greatest 
concentration at present is in the establishment 
of more tea estates with their complementary 
processing factories. Development in this 
field in the post war years has been substantial, 
the export of made tea already ranking fourth 
in value in the list of Uganda’s exports. 


In an effort further to broaden the country’s 
agricultural economy, experimental sections 
of cocoa seed on plantation scale are being 
established by the Corporation and private 
enterprise and great hopes for the success of 
this crop are entertained by the agriculturalists 
concerned. 


At Tororo, in Eastern Uganda, the Corp- 
oration maintains a Technical Department 
with fully equipped laboratories and a small- 
scale pilot plant. This Department is provid- 
ing a much-needed service by enabling 
advanced scientific investigation and research 
to be undertaken in Uganda where formerly 
all such work had to go overseas. 


Having at its disposal the necessary labor- 
atory facilities and experienced staff to cover 
a wide range of technical subjects, the facilities 
of the Department are available not only to 
local business-men and private individuals but 
to those persons contemplating investment 


in Uganda. Among the investigations which 
are currently being undertaken are testing and 
analysis of local raw materials and products, 
utilisation of by-products, fuel efficiency and 
general research as particularly applied to the 
country’s mineral wealth and agricultural 
potential. A comprehensive technical library 
is also maintained by the Department. The 
facilities available at Tororo constitute a 
balanced unit suitably equipped for efficient 
investigation with particular reference to 
local conditions. 


Having an equity capital of its own (now 
£64 million issued) the Corporation is able 
to assist in the provision of essential capital 
for industry where this is required, in addition 
to technical data. It also undertakes research 
into specific production and marketing 
problems and advises manufacturers in the 
selection of suitable sites and the types of 
construction for factories. The provision of 
part of the capital for an enterprise is not 
purely a financial matter; the aim is to associate 
in practical terms the people of the country 
with the development of Uganda and to get 
them to recognise that industry is not something 
apart but is an integral part of the country’s 
activities which plays a large role in their 
development. 


Investment in large scale manufacture is 
not always appropriate in a comparatively 
untested market and financial and technical 
assistance to the one-man business to provide 
a basis for logical and gradual expansion has 
not been overlooked. Four years ago the 
Corporation established a ‘“ Small Industries 
Development Fund” and a large number of 
applications for assistance from this fund have 
been examined. Since there are other public 
loan funds also available, the applications 
approved by the Corporation have been con- 
fined to those fulfilling certain definite criteria, 
the two most important being that an element 
of technical assistance (as distinct from purely 
financial) should be present and that the 
applicant has a definite, viable scheme which 
he is qualified to carry out. Amounts loaned 
have varied from a minimum of £250 to a 
maximum of several thousands. Among 
others, loans have been made to provide work- 
ing capital for an African market gardener, 
to buy equipment for a car-repair business 
and to install mining machinery. A rather 
different project being financed from the 
Small Industry Fund is the setting-up of a 
pottery-training workshop from which trained 
students will be given help, financial and tech- 
nical, at the end of their course, to set up in 
business on their own in different parts of the 
country. 


The Corporation now controls or is 
associated with twenty-two companies of

Specification and Tariffs 


Electricity supplied by the Uganda Electricity 
Board (U.E.B.) is alternating current at 240 
volts, single phase, or 415 volts, three phase, 
50 cycles. Industrialists and others con- 
templating the installation of electric motors 
may therefore work to these general specifica- 
tions. In cases where a large installation is 
contemplated, prior reference should be made 
to the U.E.B. 

The U.E.B.’s tariffs for electricity supplied 
from the Owen Falls Power Station fall into 
eleven main heads, viz: (1) DOMESTIC — 
Private residences only; (2) POWER, LOW 
VOLTAGE, MAXIMUM DEMAND RATE 
— Industrial and other motive power supplied 
at 415 volts or less; (3) POWER, FLAT 
RATE — Motive Power and/or heating where 
the maximum demand does not exceed 50 
kVA; (4) FLOOR AREA, BLOCK — Hotels, 
residential clubs, hospitals, cinemas, schools, 
etc; (5) FLOOR AREA, BLOCK — Rest- 
aurants only; (6) GENERAL, MAXIMUM 
DEMAND RATE Maximum demand 
exceeding 50 kVA but not available where 
domestic or maximum demand_power rates 
apply; (7) GENERAL, FLAT RATE — All 
purposes except street lighting and domestic; 
(8) ELECTRODE BOILER — Minimum 
loading, 30kW. Also available for approved 
industrial heating; (9) SECURITY LIGHT- 
ING; (10) STREET LIGHTING; 
(11) POWER, HIGH VOLTAGE, MAXI- 
MUM DEMAND RATE — Large industrial 
supplied at 11,000 volts or more. In the 
Mbarara District, a simplified tariff structure 
is in operation.

which six are engaged in agriculture, three in 
the hotel industry, controlling a total of eight 
hotels in the Protectorate, and the remainder 
covering a wide range in industry including 
copper mining, textiles, cement and asbestos 
cement products, enamel holloware, grain 
milling, fish processing, banking and finance 
and properties. 

If facts and figures have any real meaning 
or are capable of logical interpretation, they 
all lead to one conclusion — that in Uganda 
there are opportunities for an era of industrial 
and agricultural development perhaps second 
to none in the Colonial Empire.

Under the Uganda Electricity Board 
Ordinance (No. 29 of 1947) the U.E.B. “ have 
the sole right to generate, transmit, distribute, 
and/or supply electricity within the Protecto- 
rate.” Subject to the approval of the Director 
of Public Works, the U.E.B. is empowered 
to grant licences to generate and persons 
wishing to operate their own private generating 
plants must apply to the Board for a licence.

the Protectorate Government will have the 
effect of controlling the breeding of the 
“* mbwa ” fly in this area. The fly is responsible 
for large-scale blindness in Uganda’s riverain 
populations. 

These varied problems — representative of 
the many the Board encounters — present 
a chalienge which must be overcome in the 
electrification of Uganda. In the field of 
electricity supply, there is always something 
new and stimulating and the imminent 
ocmpletion of the Owen Falls scheme is but the 
first phase. 
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In 1858, the explorers Speke and Burton 
discovered Lake Victoria. Four years later 
on 28th July, 1862, Speke solved the riddle of 
centuries when he became the first white man 
to locate the source of the Nile. He named 
the waterfall, which was then the start of the 
great river’s 3,850 mile journey to the 
Mediterranean, the Ripon Falls — after the 
then President of the Royal Geographical 
Society. 


Many years later, in a draft prospectus of 
a proposed Uganda Development Company, 
the suggestion was made that the Ripon Falls 
be utilized to supply hydro-electric power. 
In 1908, Sir Winston Churchill, then Under- 
Secretary of State for Colonial Affairs, 
envisaged the harnessing for electricity 
generation of the rushing torrents at the Owen 
Falls, nearly two miles to the north of the Nile’s 
source. Before the hydro-electric project 
became reality, however, the growing economy 
of the country had to rely for its fuel require- 
ments largely on local wood and imported 
coal and oil. 


When Mr. — later Sir Charles — Westlake 
arrived in 1947 to undertake for the Uganda 
Government a survey of the prospects for 
a hydro-electric scheme, Uganda’s develop- 
ment had reached a stage which would have 
been inconceivable in the nineteenth century. 
He was able to recommend that a dam and 
power station be constructed at Owen Falls 
with an initial installed capacity of 45,000 kW, 
capable of expansion to 90,000 kW. These 
figures were later revised and the scheme as 
finally undertaken makes provision for an 
installed capacity of 150,000 kW. 


The Board entered into a contract for the 
major civil engineering works with a con- 
sortium known as the Owen Falls Construction 
Company. And so, towards the end of 1949, 
contractor’s staff began to arrive in Jinja 
and construction actually began the following 
year. Already, orders for the first 60,000 kW 
of hydro-electric plant had been placed with 
United Kingdom manufacturers. The Owen 
Falls scheme was on the way to reality at last. 


During the early years of the scheme, there 


was some scepticism as to whether the: 


electricity generated would ever be used. 
The question was a reasonable one, since the 
power which Owen Falls would provide far 
exceeded firm expectations of any correspond- 
ing growth in demand. Demand for power has 
developed — not as spectacularly perhaps as 
had been hoped, but it is steadily increasing.

The cement works at Tororo; the copper 
smelter at Jinja; and the textile factory at 
Njeru are major consumers whose develop- 
ment has been facilitated by abundant local 
power resources. There are encouraging 
signs in that new small industrial concerns are 
springing up where electricity is available, 
and uses new to Uganda, e.g. water pumping 
for irrigation purposes in sugar cane 
plantations, are being pioneered. The bulk 
supply to Kenya, commenced in January 1958, 
has added a new export to Uganda’s economy. 


By 1954, when Her Majesty the Queen 
formally inaugurated the Owen Falls Dam 
and Hydro-Electric Scheme, generation had 
already exceeded an annual figure of 60 
million units. This, in comparision with 
under 11 million units in 1949, was impressive 
— even to the critics. Today, with the largest 
urban centres and some of the richest 
agricultural districts enjoying _ electricity 
supplies, Uganda’s use of Owen Falls energy 
exceeds 200,000,000 units annually. Added 
to this is the 120,000,000 units currently 
transmitted to Kenya. The total load--on 
Owen Falls is 55,200 kW. Latest estimates 
indicate that by 1968, the resources of Owen 
Falls will be fully utilized. 


What is the Board doing to meet this 
contingency ? Will essential capital for 
future electrification be available? The 
answers to these questions are vital, for upon 
them largely depend the development of the 
country’s potential. Proposals have been 
made for a second dam at Bujagali, only 45 
miles downstream from Owen Falls, but this 
may cost £15 million. Meanwhile, the 
expenditure on Owen Falls and the associated 
transmission system is still not fully 
remunerative. Interest rates are high and the 
electrification of the country demands ex- 
penditure, only a small part of which as yet 
can be met from internal resources. The 
Board does what it can to raise capital locally 
by means of interest-bearing Bonds, guaranteed 
by the Uganda Government, but it is plain 
that overseas capital will still have a major 
part to play in large-scale future development. 
The attractiveness of Uganda for investment 
will, therefore, be an important influence in 
determining the course of the Board’s long-term 
projects. 


Although the surface has as yet only been 
scratched, the spread of electricity supplies 
is paying off in terms of higher productivity and 
standards of living. This is so, not only in

the towns, but also in the many rural areas 
which now enjoy the amenity of a supply of 
electricity. It is a particularly important 
point in a country such as Uganda, which is 
primarily dependent on produce. 

Of Uganda’s 27,000 consumers, over 3,000 
are in the industrial and commercial sector 
and domestic premises account for the rest. 
The furthest point supplied by transmission 
from Owen Falls is 320 miles away, in Nairobi, 
where the Kenya Power Co. dispose of the 
power they take from the Board at Tororo. 
To the west, Owen Falls electricity serves 
Masaka and the prosperous agricultural 
district round the town, whilst distribution 
schemes now cover other large areas of 
Buganda, Bugisu, Busoga, Bukedi and Teso. 
To the north-east, the supply extends to 
Soroti and by the end of 1959 work will be 
well advanced on a £100,000 project to electrify 
a large area around Kaberamaido. Over 
the Kenya border, in the vicinity of Busia, the 
Board will shortly give supplies direct to 
consumers, having been granted Distributing 
Licences for this purpose by the Kenya Govern- 
ment. In Ankole, a 750 kW hydro-electric 
plant at Kikagati, on the Kagera River, 
supplies Mbarara, as well as a mine 30 miles 
across the nearby Tanganyika border. 

In 1948, the number of miles of line in 
commission was 50: ten years later it was 
around 2,000. In 1948, there was local 
distribution round Kampala and Jinja town- 
ships only: now the supply system spreads 
across 360 miles of the Protectorate, and 
serves an area of 8,000 square miles. This is 
the result of a vigorous policy of expansion 
to utilize to the full the power available from 
the Nile. 

Future policy is to extend supplies to 
every part of the Protectorate where it is 
economically feasible; in fact, this is an 
obligation which the Board’s statute imposes 
upon it. One proposal is to construct a 4,00 
kW hydro-electric station at Karuma, where 
the Nile runs through the Murchison National 
Park. This project will make electricity 
available for Masindi and Hoima to the south, 
and Gulu and Lira to the north, but commence- 
ment is dependent on the availability of 
capital funds. Another hydro-electric project 
is being considered for the Muzizi River at 
the southern end of the Lake Albert escarp- 
ment, to supply Fort Portal and the new town 
of Kasese, Uganda’s western railhead, but 
it may be that instead this area will be supplied 
from the Owen Falls system via Kampala and 
Masaka. A third hydro-electric development 
is likely to be the provision of a power supply to 
Kabale from a 750 kW station to be installed 
about 9 miles from the town, on the Nyaki- 
zumba River. Provision for other small 
outlying townships is likely to be made by 
means of local thermal generation. Ultimate- 


jly, a Protectorate-wide grid is envisaged into 


which electricity will be fed from the various 
power stations in the country. 

Meanwhile, the Board is tackling the 
problem of popularising the uses of electricity, 
particularly in areas where the supply has 
recently been introduced. This is the work 
of a Commercial Department which is engaged 
in advising on problems connected with the 
electrification of home, shop, farm and 
factory. Consumer services are, in fact, 
being continually expanded as the need is 
felt or anticipated and new offices have been 
established over the last three years at Masaka, 
Mbarara, Mityana, Bombo, Kamuli and 
Soroti. In the larger towns, showrooms 
demonstrate a variety of electrical goods, 
while the Board’s sales vans cover rural 
districts, displaying similar wares and offering 
facilities for out-of-town consur..ers to pay 
their electricity bills. 

In the field of training, the Board can 
claim to be in the forefrcnt of non-Govern- 
ment employers. Under the direction of 
a Training Officer, a Training Centre with 
residential accommodation has been set up 
in the shadow of the Oven Falls Power 
Station. In these surrour.dings and under 
expert supervision, it is hopcd to train sufficient 
local artisans and technicians to meet the 
Board’s future requirements. 

The scope for wide training in the higher 
technical engineering grades is limited in East 
Africa, but the Board is playing its part by the 
provision of industrial experience in its 
particular sphere for both student and graduate 
engineers. One local African engineer is 
already on the Board’s senior staff and an 
African student, financed by a Board scholar- 
ship to Edinburgh University, is studying for 
a degree in Electrical Engineering.. The 
Board offers opportunities too for professional 
men in the accountancy and secretarial fields 
and the outlook for graduates is likely to 
improve still further as the Board’s activities 
become more widespread over the Protectorate. 

Research into operational problems affecting 
transmission and distribution systems is an 
important facet of the Board’s work. The 
measure of success in dealing with lightning 
interference — a prevalent difficulty in Uganda 
— can be gauged, for example, from the 
successful operation of the transmission line 
carrying the Kenya bulk supply. Miscellane- 
ous problems such as the checking of bush 
encroachment on overhead line routes and the 
elimination of water-borne bacteria, which 
have caused some damage to steel turbine 
components at Owen Falls, are of special 
tropical significance. Also in this category 
comes the difficulty of preventing fouling, by 
floating papyrus and other debris, of intake 
canals for hydro schemes. At Amenyi, 
near the proposed site of the Karuma hydro- 
electric scheme, a combined operation with

THE AFRICAN EXECUTIVE 


One of Uganda’s most pressing problems 
is to find good African executives. This need 
is felt by commerce, by the professions, and 
by Government. The senior clerk is not 
enough; there exists a great demand for the 
man who can direct the senior clerks. To fill 
these vacancies there is building up a consider- 
able force of young Africans who have secured 
qualifications, usually secretarial qualifications, 
some in the United Kingdom, some locally in 
Uganda, and some by correspondence course. 
These budding executives need organising and 
many more of them are required. 

ganda’s situation is such that time does 
not permit of the conventional method of 
training men to executive posts; the old step by 
step method, from office boy to managing 
director, will not suffice. A great deal of 
immediate thought and action is necessary to 
bring on these executives by the forcing 
method of intensive training; more facilities 
are required here in Uganda, facilities not only 
for the full-time student, but also for the 
student who is in employment but who would 
attend evening classes if these were available; 
such classes pose problems of transport and 
facilities for home study; the tax-wise aspect of 
the matter also needs attention and a properly 
organised income tax allowance system for 
employers who co-operated in training their 
African staff to executive positions could be 
most productive. 
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An African Student’s 
Impressions of England 


It is the ambition of the average young 
African today to go to England in search of 
higher education. In recent years, there has 
occured a considerable increase in the number 
of African students in Britain — an indication 
of the move towards western civilization in 
Africa. While many people from all parts 
of the world have gone to Britain for educa- 
tional purposes. one notices thousands of 
others in London taking part in all kinds of 
activities. Perhaps the present modern and 
easy means of transport and also the marked 
increase in the use of the English language are 
the two main factors contributing to the 
influx of foreigners into Britain. British col- 
leges, universities and the many commercial 
and industrial centres have always welcomed 
people of all races, and their willingness 
to do so has gone a long way in settling 
racial and international differences. 

The British Council a_ well-known 
cultural organisation — conducts courses 
of introduction to Britain for any students 
intending to proceed to the United Kingdom. 
Through lectures and films, the student is 
equipped with the necessary information of 
how the British people live. But on his 
arrival in England the student will learn 
many things by himself. For example, he 
will not fail to notice the numerous historical 
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AFRICAN STUDENT (cont'd) 


landmarks situated throughout the country, 
indicating the long period of experience 
through which the British people have passed 
in order to attain their present status in the 
world today. The new arrival will normally 
need to spend the first month learning his 
immediate surroundings. London has one 
of the most complicated net-work of streets, 
and with its population of 8 million people, 
it has impressed many visitors from Africa. 
The underground train system links most of 
the principal places of the city and its efficient 
service oughout the day reduces any 
possibility of serious traffic congestion on 
the streets. The countryside is not so thickly 
populated as one would expect. This is 
probably due to the fact that Britain, as an 
industrial country, needs more people in its 
factories and offices than on farms. 


The last two World Wars affected the 
country’s social set up in a number of respects. 
The position of women, for instance, is 
higher than that in many other countries due 
to the fact that, when the men went to join 
the army during wars, the women stayed at 
home and entered factories to take over what 
had been previously men’s jobs. Since then, 
it has come to be widely understood that 
they are capable of playing an active part in 
the social, economic and political life of the 
country. Today, thousands of housewives 
leave their homes every morning to go to 
work. Because of the many facilities available 
for higher education, the largest section of 
the community in Britain is literate and most 
people read daily newspapers. Parents always 
try to provide their children with adequate 
education and usually go to the extent of 
limiting the sizes of their families. The 
welfare state is another effect on the well- 
being of the general public and cannot pass 
unnoticed. It is because of its existence that 
very few people in England can be regarded 
as poor by Africans standards. The high 
rate of taxation makes it possible for the state 
to provide free services to the public in general 
and to help those in need. 


As a Student, the writer of this article lived 
in three English homes and in one Ghanaian 
home. The journey to England took place 
in September, 1955, when admission to the 
Balham and Tooting College of Commerce 
was obtained by the student, to study for the 
examinations of the Corporation of Secretaries. 
Accommodation was secured in Balham with 
a landlady on full-board terms i.e. bed, 
breakfast, and dinner were provided. A total 
of 14 students, representing 10 different 
nationalities, lodged in this house. Perhaps 
it might be of interest to illustrate an average 
day in the life of an African student in London. 
After breakfast, which used to be between 
7.30 a.m. and 8.30 a.m., the journey to the 


college by underground train took only about 
8 minutes allowing plenty of time for arrival 
there in time for the first lecture at 9.15 a.m, 
At 10.30 a.m. there was an interval of 15 
minutes during which the college canteen 
was open for the sale of tea. 


Lunch time was 12.30 p.m. and the facilities 
provided by the canteen used to be of great 
benefit to those who could not afford expensive 
midday meals in cafes outside the college 
grounds. The afternoon session began 
at 2.00 p.m. lasting for four hours with only 
one interval of 20 minutes in between; and 
at 6.00 p.m. the college closed. 


As in many other British homes, the evening 
meal was at 6.30 p.m. It was usually very 
difficult to concentrate on homework during 
the evenings because of the noise which many 
of the lodgers used to make, and it was for 
this reason that the British Council gave 
their help in obtaining much better accommo- 
dation in Streatham just before the 1955 
Christmas time. The new place was rather 
cold at this time of the year but there were 
adequate facilities for studying. The daiiy 
expenditure on the average amounted to three 
shulings which was quite reasonable in 
comparison with what many other students 
spent. The cost of board and lodging at 
Balham was £3 per week and only £2.10s, 
per week at the new place in Streatham. 
This made it easier to pay for the extra cost 
of heating throughout the winter months. 
London could be a lonely place at times, 
and some entertainment once a week was 
necessary. Table-tennis was a favourite game 
but weekly visits to one of the several picture 
houses in Tooting Broadway became regular 
later. The college used to conduct debates 
and discussions in which one could take 
part. Also visits to the various English 
families could be of some help. Most of the 
visits to such places as Cambridge, Bath, 
Guildford, Edinburgh and Keswick were 
arranged by the British Council and any 
students wishing to enjoy their holidays in 
groups had this opportunity to do so. 


After this student had sat for the first 
examinations a recommendation to the 
Kabaka’s Government was made by the 
Principal for a grant of a full scholarship. 
This grant was obtained and it then became 
possible to pursue the remaining part of the 
course until completion. There arose an 
opportunity to live with a Ghanaian family 
towards the end of the course. This happy 
family with four children was friendly with 
the local vicar whose house was always open 
to anyone of the family who wished to take 
part in the discussions which used to be held 
on Sunday evenings. The vacation period 
was one during which work on farms and 
in factories was usually secured. On 15th 
August, 1958, the writer left London by boat 
for Mombasa where a train for Uganda was 
caught. >,» |

The story of the Press in Uganda really 
begins about 70 years ago when the first 
printing press arrived in the country, a small 
hand-press imported by the Church Missionary 
Society. Mackay of the C.M.S. trained 
Africans to compose type and so on this 
little press the first printing began. The 
first newsprint was the C.M.S.’s ‘* Mengo 
Notes and News” (copies of which are still 
extant in the Uganda Society’s Library); this 
little paper, published from time to time, 
contained not only news of the Mission’s 
activities but also items of general interest 
and may therefore claim to be the first news- 
paper in Uganda. 

The first commercial newspaper to be 
published in the Protectorate was the Uganda 
Herald, established in 1912. For many years 
this was the only English-language paper 
published in Uganda but in the mid-thirties 
a rival appeared, the Uganda Guardian, but 
this lasted for little more than a year and 
then retired leaving the Uganda Herald in 
possession of the field; first as a weekly but 
latterly as a thrice weekly paper, appearing on 
Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays. After 
the second World War an enterprising African 
journalist started an English-language weekly; 
this had a brief but merry life and folded up 
after a number of court cases. An Asian- 
owned daily newspaper, of four small pages, 
also appeared but did not last very long. 


At the beginning of 1955 the East African 
Standard group, publishers for many years 
of daily papers in Nairobi, Mombasa and 
Dar-es-Salaam, entered the Uganda field with 
the first full-size daily newspaper to be printed 
in the Protectorate, the Uganda Argus. Five 
months later the Uganda Herald withdrew 
from the scene, after forty-three years’ con- 
tinuous publication. 


The depression of the early thirties saw the 
first vernacular newspaper, Matalisi, a Luganda 
weekly published by the proprietors of the 
Uganda Herald. - Soon afterwards the C.M.S. 
and the White Fathers began publication of 
Luganda periodicals, Ebifa and Munno 
respectively. Shortly before the second World 
War the first African-owned newspapers made 
their appearance and since the war many 
more have come into existence so that today 
there are abcut a dozen of them. 


These first African-owned papers suffered— 
as many of them still do to-day—from poor 


equipment and inexperienced editorial staff 
but, as the industry has developed, a few 
proprietors have purchased modern type 
machinery and a number of African journalists 
have attended courses overseas, mainly in 
the United Kingdom. There are to-day two 
African-owned daily vernacular newspapers 
with circulations of upwards of 10,000 copies 
each; having to some extent surmounted their 
production problems, these papers are having 
a considerable impact on their readers and 
proving a useful medium for mass newspaper 
advertising, an approach which to date has 
been little used on the African public. Several 
other vernacular publications, some still 
very much in their infant stages, are doing 
their best under adverse conditions to feed the 
demands of the people for reading matter, 
demands which are considerable. 


As this article goes to press, elaborate 
preparations are being made by an old-time 
African newspaper man to launch a couple of 
daily newspapers, one in English and one in 
Luganda. Most up-to-date machinery has 
already arrived and by the end of 1959 Uganda 
may for the first time be reading newspapers, 
owned and produced solely by local African 
enterprise, under the most modern conditions. 


The Uganda Argus, however, remains so far 
the only English-language daily on the market 
and is now fully established, enjoying a regular 
circulation of slightly over 10,000 copies daily. 
It is produced by trained technicians with the 
aid of modern equipment and methods, 
including a proper process section, and has 
on its staff a well-trained and experienced band 
of journalists. It has already gone a long way 
towards overcoming the problem of dis- 
tribution—a problem of the utmost gravity 
for a newspaper in a country which has no 
night newspaper trains—and today reaches 
the farthest parts of Uganda within twenty 
four hours of publication. 


This brief note on the Press in Uganda has 
dealt only with the commercial press and has 
made no reference to the various publications 
put out by Government through its Informa- 
tion Department; details of these activities 
may be obtained from the information Dept., 
Box 142, Kampala, A full list of newspapers 
published in Uganda will be found at the back 
of this Directory, on page 42 of the Classified 
Trades.

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The geographical position of Uganda makes 


it especially dependent on good lines o! 
communication with the outside world. 
Being situated in the midst of Africa’s great 
lakes and astride the Nile, full use has been 
made of the water system to develop com- 
munications with neighbouring territories—the 
Congo, the Sudan, Kenya and Tanganyika. 
This water transport has now been linked up 
with and absorbed by the railway system of 
East Africa. 


The railway link between Uganda and the 
Coast was mooted in 1891 in order to facilitate 
the suppression of the slave trade which by the 
time the railway had reached Lake Victoria in 
1901, had in fact already disappeared. The 
railhead remained at Kisumu, where it con- 
nected with the lake steamers, but in 1928 an 
extension to the north brought the line to 
Jinja. A further extension to Kampala was 
made in 1931, with another branch from 
Tororo to Soroti. An extension of the railway 
westwards from Kampala, via Mityana, to 
Kasese to serve the copper mines of the 
Ruwenzori Mountains was opened in 1956. 


“* Uganda’s road system is famous the 
world over.” So wrote an_ enlightened 
American a few years ago in an American 
Geographical Society publication. The system 
owed its inception to the necessity of marketing 
the cotton crop. Earth roads built by 
communal labour for the movement of 
hamali carts, drawn by hand or bullock, have 
developed into the present network of roads 
which carry all types of traffic. All main 
roads are the direct responsibility of the 
Protectorate Government, while secondary 
toads are maintained by African Local 
Authorities. 


It was only in 1930-31 that the first 
prelim’nary air flights up the Nile to Uganda 
tock place. Now, however, there is a network 
of airlines throughout Africa. Being on the 
direct air rcute between England and South 
Africa, Uganda has been well served by land 
planes and fiying-boats, The latter are 
no longer operating in these territories, 
having been replaced by the large passenger 
air-liners of to-day. Entebbe, a first-class 
airport, has been described as “‘ the Clapham 
Junction of Africa”. epee ae ; 


For travellers who prefer the slower tempo 


f | of ocean voyages, there are adequate connec- 


tions with steamers sailing from and to 
Mombasa, a port served by all the leading 
merchant lines. 

Commynications in Uganda now include 
532 miles of single track (1 metre gauge) 
railway, 1,418 miles of lake steamer services, 
8,643 miles of motor-bus services, and 7,450 
miles of motor roads. Uganda is in touch 
by telephone with Kenya and the Coast; 
and radio-telephonic communication can be 
effected with Europe. 

An East African Railway Map and a Gazetteer 
Map of Uganda will be found in the Map 
case at the back of this Directory.

From Jinja it is about 
1} hours steady driving to Kampala. Simi-

plan to leave Kampala by road not later than 
16.30 to pick up the down mail at Jinja 
at 18.15. Accommodation should be reserved 
well in advance with the Station Master, 
Kampala or Jinja. Bedding can be hired 
from the Train Attendants at a charge of 
Shs.4/- for use on one unbroken journey.

Lake Victoria Circular Tour: This pleasant 
trip takes seven days and the round trip 
including meals and a stay of two nights in 
the Kisumu Hotel costs Shs.330/-. Passengers 
leave Port Bell at noon on Wednesdays, 
arriving Kisumu 09.00 Thursday. After two 
nights stay at the hotel the journey is continued 
on the ‘“ Rusinga” leaving for Musoma at 
16.30 on Saturday, arriving there 07.30 
Sunday, leaving the same day at noon, calling 
at Mwanza on Monday, leaving there at 
18.00 and, after calls at Bukoba, Bukakata 
and Entebbe, arriving at Port Bell at 09.15 on 
Wednesday.

following Monday via Entebbe, Bukakata, 
Bukoba, Mwanza and Musoma.

Murchison Falls and Nimule. This interes- 
ting tour combines a peaceful voyage from 
Namasagali on Lake Kioga, a visit to Mur- 
chison Falls, thence by paddle steamer to 
Nimule on the Sudan Border at an inclusive 
cost of Shs.540/-. Travellers making this 
trip leave Kampala by train at 06.30 on 
Tuesdays, arriving Namasagali at 13.15 
in time for lunch aboard the steamer “‘Grant” 
or “Stanley”. At 14.00 hours the steamer 
leaves for Masindi Port arriving there at 
07.00 the following morning. After break- 
fast motor buses convey the traveller to the 
Railway Hotel at Masindi Town (3 miles) 
and, after lunch at the Hotel, by bus to 
Butiaba (45 miles) arriving there at 16.00 
At Butiaba the motor launch “ Murchison 
(cabin accommodation for eight) or the 
“* Livingstone” (cabin accommodation for 
six) conveys the passengers to the Murchison 
Falls, arriving at the Falls at about 09.00 the 
next morning. A walk to the top of the 
Falls can be made before the launch makes 
the return journey at 11.30. On the return 
jou-rey the tra eller has; the opportunity of 
seeing game at close hand. 


On arrival at Pakwach, Passengers transfer 
to the paddle steamer ‘“‘Lugard II” which 
leaves at 22.00 hours on Thursday for Nimule, 
calling at Rhino Camp and a number of 
small piers en route to Nimule where the 
steamer arrives at 07.00 on Saturday. Leaving 
Nimule at 13.00 the same day the Lugard II 
arrives Pakwach at 17.00 on Sunday when 
the passengers transfer to the s.s. “Robert 
Coryndon” for the journey to Butiaba arriving 
there at 06.30 on Monday. The journey 
is completed by road from Butiaba to Masindi 
Town (lunch in the hotel) and on to Masindi 
Port to connect with the steamer for Nama- 
sagali which leaves at 18.00 on Mondays 
arriving Namasagali 15.00 on Tuesdays 
and thence by train to Kampala arriving 
on Wednesday morning. 


Lake Kioga, Albert and Nimule. Similar 
tour to the above with the exception of the 
visit to Murchison Falls; inclusive cost 
Shs. 380/- from Kampala. 


Lake Kioga, Eastern Ports. A long week- 
end of much charm and with an “ out of this 
world’? atmosphere may be enjoyed by 
taking the round trip on the s.w. “* Grant” 
sailing from Namasagali (55 miles north of 
Jinja) at 17.00 every other Friday (the first 
trip in 1960 being on Friday, 8th January) 


and returning to Namasagali at 08.00, the 
following Monday. The inclusive fare from 
Namasagali is Shs.90/-. 


THE MURCHISON FALLS 


The diesel launches ‘“ Murchison” and 
“ Livingstone” with cabin accommodation 
for eight and six passengers respectively are 
available for hire on Lake Albert to parties 
of not more than eight and six persons wishing 
to visit the Murchison Falls. 


The vessels are normally anchored at 
Butiaba, the Railways Marine Headquarters 
on Lake Albert, from which point the return 
trip of 130 miles to the Falls can be made 
comfortably within twenty-four hours. The 
most satisfactory arrangement is to hire the 
vessel from 20.00 hours to 20.00 hours, which 
allows approximately three hours at the Falls 
before midday. A game scout is provided 
to guide and protect passengers visiting the 
Murchison Falls, but the Railways do not 
accept responsibility for the safety of pass- 
engers whilst ashore. 


The hire charges are as follows: For 
Parties not exceeding four passengers: Shs. 
500/- for the first twenty-four consecutive 
hours or part thereof. Shs. 125/- for each 
succeeding six consecutive hours or part 
thereof; for each additional passenger up to 
eight in the M. L. “ Murchison” or six in the 
M. L. “Livingstone.” Shs.100/- for the 
first twenty-four consecutive hours or part 
thereof, Shs.25/- for each succeeding six 
consecutive hours or part thereof. The hire 
charges include the provision of bedding, 
linen and towels, but exclude catering. Cater- 
ing will be provided if required on payment 
of extra charges: Adults for 24 hours...... 
Shs.20/-, Children under 16 ...... Shs.13/50 


SUDAN AND EGYPT 


The E. A. R. & H. in association with 
the Sudan Railways and the Egyptian State 
Railways maintain a through service from 
Mombasa via Nairobi, Tororo, Mbulamuti, 
Namasagali, Masindi Port, Butiaba_ and 
Nimule to Khartoum and onwards to Cairo. 
The connecting service from Kampala leaves 
at 06.30 on Tuesdays. An alternative route 
is to proceed by road (an E. A. R. & H car 
can be hired) to Butiaba to connect with the 
railway steamer leaving there at 10.30 Thurs- 
days. Timings for the full trip from Kampala 
to Cairo are:— 1st day — Kampala dep.

the trip excluding drinks and incidentals. 


BELGIAN CONGO 


From Kampala the traveller may go by 
E. A. R. & H train and steamer service the 
whole way to the Belgian Congo, but it is 
quickest to proceed first by road via Hoima 
to Butiaba (167 miles from Kampala). At 
Butiaba the E. A. R. & H. steamer service 
is available either to Mahagi (N. E Congo) or 
to Kasenyi (for Bunia). Steamers leave 
Butiaba at 10.30 every second Thursday for 
Mahagi via Pakwach, arriving and departing 
Mahagi the following morning and reaching 
Butiaba on return the next day (Friday). 
Departure dates as from Ist January 1960 
from Butiaba for Mahagi are on Thursday, 
14th January 1960 and fortnightly thereafter 
Fares: Single — 1st Shs.71/80; 2nd Shs.51/19. 
Return — Ist Shs.129/30; 2nd Shs.93/50. 


Sailings from Kasenyi leave Butiaba at 
21.00 every second Friday, arriving Kasenyi 
06.00 Saturday, leaving there the same day at 
12.00 and reaching Butiaba on return at 19.00 
that evening. Departure dates from Butiaba 
are Friday, 8th January 1960 and fortnightly 
thereafter.

The Western and South Western Congo can 
be reached by rail from Kampala to Kasese 
and thence by road; or wholly by road from 
Kampala via Masaka, Mbarara and Kabale.

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MOTOR VEHICLES 


The registration and operation of motor 
vehicles in Uganda is governed by the Traffic 
Ordinance and Traffic Regulations, 1951, 
obtainable from the Government Printer, 
Entebbe, price Shs.5/-. The following are 
brief notes only on the matters involved. 

Driving Licences are renewable annually, 
cost Shs.10/- on first application and Shs.10/- 
yearly thereafter, expiring 12 months after 
issue and not on 3ist December. A first 
application must be supported by three small 
portrait (passport style) photographs of the 
applicant and a driving test may be required. 
The minimum age for the holder of a motor- 
cycle licence is 16, for a motor-car 18, and a 
lorry or other vehicle 21 years. A licence 
issued in Uganda is valid in all the adjoining 
territories: see below. 


Vehicle Tax is based essentially on net 
unladen weight of a vehicle. An ordinary 
petrol driven private car costs Shs.6/- per cwt. 
of net (unladen) weight (increasing to Shs.10/- 
for each cwt. in excess of 30 cwt) and an 
ordinary diesel driven private car costs Shs.15/- 
per cwt. of net (unladen) weight (increasing 
to Shs.20/- for each cwt. in excess of 30 cwt.); 
so that a 10 h.p. car will cost about Shs.120/- 
(petrol) or Shs.300/- (diesel) annually in tax, 
a 12-14 h.p. car about Shs.132/- (petrol) or 
Shs.330/- (diesel) and larger cars between 
Shs.150/- to Shs.220/- (petrol) or Shs.375/- to 
Shs.530/- (diesel). Lorries are taxed at the 
same rate as private cars, so that the average 
3-ton capacity lorry will cost about Shs.380/- 
(petrol) or Shs.850/- (diesel) per annum. 
Motor cycles are taxed at the flat rate of 
Shs.30/- (without side car) and Shs.50/- 
(with side car) per annum. There are special 
rates for omnibuses, tractors, etc. An 
ordinary private car taxed in Uganda is not 
again taxable (while holding a valid licence) 
when circulating in any of the adjoining 
territories; this privilege may or may not be 
extended to commercial vehicles, omnibuses, 
taxis, etc. and enquiries should be made to 
the Licensing Authority of the Territory 
concerned. 


Registration Numbers in Uganda now 
follow the three-letter/three-number system, 
although some of the old single and double 
letter series remain in use. The current 
series with the place to which each group 
relates is as follows, the old series being shown 
to the right of the place name in brackets.

In Kenya the registration letters also follow 
the new three-letter/three-number system, 
with “K” as the first letter in each case, 
although some of the old single and double 
letter registrations are still in use but are 
gradually becoming extinct. Tanganyika has 
not yet adopted the three-letter system but 
continues to work on the old single and double- 
letter basis, mainly double letters. 


Speed Limits in Uganda vary according 
to type of vehicle. The absolute maximum 
* anywhere in the Protectorate for a private car 
or a motor-cycle is 55 m.p.h. A commercial 
vehicle (and this includes all lorries up to 
8,500 Ibs. weight) is limited to 30 m.p.h. while 
a heavy vehicle (over 8,500 Ibs.) is restricted 
to20m.p.h. A peculiar (but highly important) 
limit is that of 20 m.p.h. on all vehicles belong- 
ing to produce sellers when carrying sellers 
of seed cotton or their agents. There are 
various special limits in towns and at other 
points, all clearly distinguished by road signs. 
No person may drive a motor vehicle in any 
municipality, township, or trading centre at 
a speed greater than 30 m.p.h. 


Insurance against third party risks is com- 
pulsory and no vehicle will be licensed unless 
a certificate of third party insurance is 
produced. Most B.E.A. 
do not give cover outside Kenya, Uganda, 
Tanganyika and Zanzibar: motorists proceed- 
ing to the Belgian Congo or other adjacent 
territories are advised to verify the position 
with their insurance company. Cars can be 
bought in East Africa for delivery in the 
United Kingdom and the insurance can 
be effected through the East African office 
of the buyer’s insurance company.

Lighting-up time in Uganda and throughout 
B.E.A. is apparently nowhere legally defined 
but is stated to be ‘‘ during the hours of dark- 
ness.” 


Adjoiming Territories: A vehicle registered 
in any one of the under-mentioned territories 
may circulate freely in all of the other 
territories named (valid driving and vehicle 
licenses are good throughout), provided the 
vehicle is equipped with the appropriate 
territorial letter plate. By virtue of the 
International Road Convention, Geneva, 1949, 
distinguishing signs for the 4 East African 
territories are : EAK...KENYA; EAU... 
UGANDA; EAT. .. TANGANYIKA; EAZ. 
ZANZIBAR. _ The old single letters, K, T, 
and Z are no longer recognized. Other signs 
agreed by the Convention are: NR. ... 
NORTHERN RHODESIA; NP...NYASA- 
LAND; SR...SOUTHERN RHODESIA; 
CB...BELGIAN CONGO. ~ 


Belgian Congo. Any vehicle registered 
in East Africa will be issued a permit for 
fifteen days by the Customs Officer at the 
Port of Entry. This permit covers trips to 
the neighbouring districts of the Belgian 
Congo and Ruanda-Urundi, it is similar to 
the facilities accorded to the tourists. Persons 
from East Africa wishing to go beyond these 
limits require a regular visa and a triptyque 
or ‘carnet de passage’ for their cars, The* 
latter are issued by the East African Auto- 
mobile Association. The Customs Officers 
at the border use their discretion when issuing 
such permits and should they not be satisfied 
with the declaration of the traveller, they may 
refuse entry withouta visa and proper docu- 
ment for the vehicle. Motorists proceeding 
to the Belgian Congo and/or Ruanda-Urundi 
will be well advised to check the current 
regulations with the Belgian Consul, Box 
2543, Kampala. 


International Driving Permits for use outside 
the adjoining territories (as listed above) 
may be obtained on payment of Shs.10/- 
and the submission of two photographs by 
holders of valid B.E.A. driving licences on 
application to any licensing officer or to the 
R.E.A.A.A., Nairobi and Kampala. 


Fuel and Oil: , Petrol, ‘diesel fuel, and 
lubricating oil are widely available throughout 
B.E.A., in Uganda there being seldom more 
than 50 miles between each filling station. 
Distances between fuel points are in some 
cases greater in Kenya, and in parts of Tanga- 
nyika there may be several hundred miles 
between filling stations. 


Motor Spares including tyres and tubes are 
readily available for all the leading makes 
from dealers and agents in all the principal 
centres.

es SKYLINE, 
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It has been found throughout the world 
that as the human race develops and multiplies 
it is not possible for man to live side by side 
with natural wild life: one or the other has 
to give way. This was the case in Uganda, 
which in certain areas was the home of thou- 
sands of elephants and other dangerous game. 
A Department for Elephant Control was 
therefore inaugurated in 1925 to keep these 
marauders of villages and cultivation within 
certain bounds. From this beginning the 
Game Department has developped into a much 
larger Game and Fisheries Department 
(Box 4, Entebbe), and a series of Game 
Reserves, Sanctuaries, and National Parks 
have been established, within which no shooting 
may take place. 

Game Reserves are located as follows: Toro 
(or Semliki) Game Reserve, south of Lake 
Albert; Kazinga Game Reserve consisting of 
several small areas north of the Kazinga 
Channel surrounded by the National Park; 
Kigezi Game Reserve south of Lake Edward; 
Kidepo Reserve in North Karamoja. 

Sanctuaries are located: for Gorillas on 
the Uganda-Congo boundary in Mufumbiro 
mountains; for white rhinoceros in the West 
Nile and also in Madi; for elephants on the 
whole right bank of Albert Nile; for elephants 
and hippos in Bunyoro; for situtunga on 
Nkosi Island in Lake Victoria; for all animals 
in Masha, in Ankole, at Entebbe and in the 
Debasien Game Sanctuary in South Karamoja. 
There are bird sanctuaries in Busoga and 
Kigezi. 

Licences for shooting game outside the 
Game Reserves may be obtained on payment 
of the following fees: Visitor’s (full) £50; 
fourteen days £5. Resident’s (full) £7.10s.; 
fourteen days £2. Bird Licence 20/-. Visitor’s 
First Elephant £30; Visitor’s Second Elephant 
£60; Resident’s First Elephant £15; Resident’s 
Second Elephant £30. One black rhinoceros 
£10. Professional Hunter’s Licence £5. The 
number of animals permitted to be shot 
on a licence may be ascertained when the 
licence is bought. Licences for elephant and 
black rhinoceros are only issued to those who 
have held a full licence for at least a year, 
unless -they are persons accompanied by a 
professional hunter, or persons of proved 
experience in hunting big game. 

Protected Game. The following game may 
not be hunted without a Governor’s permit: 
gorilla, chimpanzee, roan (in certain areas), 


greater kudu (in certain areas), white rhino- 
ceros, hippo (in certain areas), heron, egrets, 
whaleheaded stork, marabou stork, greater and 
lesser flamingo, secretary bird, vulture, ground 
hornbill, owl, giant eland, aard wolf, pangolin, 
colobus monkey, yellow-backed duiker, 
cueetal giraffe, klipspringer, mountain reed- 
yuck. 


_ Game Animals most sought after to be found 
in Uganda are: buffalo, lion, leopard, hippo- 
tamus, situtunga, eland, waterbuck, harte- 
it, topi, roan, oryx, lesser kudu, Grant’s 
gazelle, impala, bushbuck, reedbuck, oribi, 
duiker (common, red and blue), dik-dik, zebra, 
wart-hog. There is also quite good duck, 
francolin and guinea fowl shooting in certain 
areas, 


Tusks. There are still some elephants in 
Uganda with warrantable tusks. The really 
large tuskers are hard to find, but the Bunypro- 
Acholi-N. Buganda and West Nile areas 
contain many bulls with fair ivory. Uganda 
record tusks — weight 372 Ib. (together). 
From time to time heavy ivory is still obtained. 
In 1947 six elephants with tusks of 100 Ib. or 
over were obtained. One pair weighing 147 
Ib. and 124 lb; another pair weighing 131 Ib. 
and 118 lb. In 1949 seven tusks of 100 Ib. 
or over, and four of 90 Ib or over were obtained. 
In 1944 a pair of tusks weighing 328 lb. were 
obtained in Kigezi. All these are, however, 
very exceptional. : 


Gorillas. The Gorilla is found on the 
Bufumbira Volcanoes and in the impenetrable 
Forest on the Congo border in the South 
West of Uganda. They live in small family 
groups, feeding particularly on the young 
bamboo shoots, and are shy and retiring, 
though a European miner recently accustomed 
an old male to come daily to a certain spot 
and play a game of “ peep-bo” with him. 
Recent reports are that the species is keeping 
up its numbers. 


Firearms. All firearms imported into the 
country must be declared to the Customs 
authorities and licensed. Firearms licences 
obtained in Kenya, Tanganyika, Nyasaland 
or Zanzibar are valid in Uganda, provided 
they are registered and endorsed in Uganda 
by an Administrative Officer or the Police. 
A yearly licence, expiring 31st December, 
costing Shs.10/-, is required in Uganda in

Under Ordinance No. 3 of 1952 Uganda 
established two National Parks; (1) Queen 
Elizabeth National Park and (2) Murchison 
Falls | National Park. The Parks are 
administered by a Board of Trustees through 
the Director and Chief Warden, Box 22, 
Lake Katwe, Uganda. 


Queen Elizabeth Park. This Park, of some 
756 square miles in area, lies in the western 
arm of the Rift and embraces Lake George, 
Lake Edward, their connecting link, the 
Kazinga Channel, and the crater area in the 
foothills at the southern end of the great 
Ruwenzori range —- the Mountains of the 
Moon. North and south of Lake Edward 
arms of this Park encircle the Lake to the 
Congo border, where they join the great 
Belgian Park, the Parc National Albert. 


The whole area includes a fascinating variety 
of scenery: mountains, craters, lakes, open 
park-lands, heavy forest. A great variety 
of game abounds and the Park is a stronghold 
of the larger animals: elephant, buffalo, 
hippopotamus are well-distributed and in 
large numbers; waterbuck, bushbuck, topi, 
Uganda kob (depicted in the drawing at the 
head of this article), reedbuck and duiker are 
plentiful; warthog, bushpig, and giant forest 
hog are all found in their various habitats. 
Chimpanzees, baboons, colabus, vervet and 
copper-tailed monkeys are all present, with the 
wide variety of smaller beasts common to 
East Africa. By night the roar of lions, the 
grunt of leopards, and the weird laughter of 
hyaenas are common sounds. The bird life 
is plentiful and ornithologists will find much 
good material, both land and water birds. 


Over 300 miles of sight-seeing tracks have 
been built through the Park and more are 
planned to open up areas hitherto practically 
unexplored. Comfortable launches ply the 
waters of the Lakes and are available for private 
charter or organised cruises. From these 
launches photographs of elephant, buffalo, 
and hippo can be taken in perfect safety at 
close range. Eight-seater buses tour the Park 
on request. The base for these operations 
is Mweya Safari Lodge. 


Mweya Safari Lodge, built on the Mweya 
Peninsular where the Kazinga Channel enters 


superb views.

The Lodge is built in log-cabin style with high-

pitched papyrus thatched roofs, the 
accommodation comprising six comfortable 
cottages, each with two double bedrooms, 
with bath, hot and cold water, flush sanitation 
and electric light; there is also a block of six 
single rooms and further block of eight double 
rooms, all complete with bath, toilet, etc. 
The whole Lodge is fully equipped and 
Offers restaurant facilities. There are also 
facilities for campers bringing their own tentage 
and food. : 

All bookings and reservations for 
accommodation must be made in advance. 
Letters and telegrams should be addressed 
to The Manager, Mweya Safari Lodge, 
P.O. Queen Elizabeth Park, Telegrams: 
Simba, Lake Katwe. Visitors should plan 
to arrive at the Lodge by 6.30 p.m. as motoring 
in the Park is forbidden after dark. 


Murchison Falls Park. This Park, of ‘an 
area of nearly 1,000 sq. miles, situated in 
northern Uganda, embraces both banks. of 
the Victoria Nile, the northern shore of Lake 
Albert, and the eastern bank of the Albert 
Nile as far north as Pakwach. The great 
scenic attraction of this Park is the Murchison 
falls themselves. In addition to the fauna 
listed in the Queen Elizabeth Park, other 
species are present in the Murchison area 
including black rhinoceros, oribi, giraffe, 
crocodiles and hartebeeste. An added 
attraction is fishing for the great Nile Perch, 
a fish which has been known to run up to 280 
Ibs. Some 150 miles of tracks have already 
been opened up in this hitherto trackless and 
uninhabited area and more are planned. 
Road transport and launch services are avail- 
able on the same basis as for the Queen Eliza- 
beth Park. For the Murchison Falls Park 
the operational base is Paraa Safari Lodge. 


The East African Railways and Habours 
run charter tours from Butiaba on Lake Albert 
with their two comfortable launches “The 
Murchison” and “The Livingstone,” with 
cabin accommodation for eight and six persons 
respectively. The launches may be chartered 
through the Railway Organisation.

Paraa Safari Lodge has been built on con- 
crete blocks with papyrus thatched roof on 
the Northern Bank of the Victoria Nile about 
six. miles below the Murchison Falls. 
Accommodation (fifty beds) is provided mainly 
in double roomed cottages, each room with its 
own bathroom and toilet. As at Mweya, 
restaurant facilities are provided. There 
are also facilities for campers bringing their 
own tentage and food. Visitors to Murchison 
Falls arriving from Kampala via Masindi 
are warned that there is a ferry across the Nile, 
within the Park, 54 miles from Masindi, which 
closes at 6.30 p.m. Motoring after dark is 
forbidden in the park. All bookings and 
reservations for accommodation must be 
made in advance, to The Manager, Paraa 
Safari Lodge, P.O. Murchison Falls Park, Tele-

How to get there. To those who have little 
time to spare, air travel is recommended. 
Each Park has an airfield and scheduled and

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IMMIGRATION 


There are two main ways of entering 
Uganda: (1) the land route from Kenya by 
road or rail and (2) by air from all points 
linked by air services to Entebbe Airport. 
Travellers crossing the land frontiers from 
Kenya do not need any papers to enable them 
to clear the point of entry but they must 
Teport to the Uganda Police upon arrival. 
Air passengers of other than East African 
domicile must have an Entry Permit to secure 
clearance on arrival at Entebbe; for an East 
African resident an Inter-territorial Pass is 
sufficient. Failure to carry the necessary 
papers will lead to delay, irritation, and the 
payment of special entry fees at Entebbe: 
this applies also to the Uganda resident 
returning to Uganda. A summary of the 
immigration regulations follows: 


Permission to enter the Protectorate of 
Uganda falls under two heads :—(1) Immigrants 
who intend to become permanent residents, 
and persons born in Uganda who in certain 
circumstances are entitled to the grant of an 
Entry Permit, and (2) Persons who seek to 
enter temporarily for a period which may 
not exceed four years. 


Entry permits are granted to the following 
persons upon application to the Principal 
Immigration Officer, Kampala: (1) A_ per- 
manent resident of Uganda; (2) A person who 
holds a Certificate of Permanent Residence 
endorsed upon his passport by the Principal 
Immigration Officer of Kenya, Tanganyika 
or Zanzibar and who was resident in any of 
these territories on Ist August, 1948; (3) A 
person who (a) is in the service of the Govern- 
ment, the High Commission, or any other 
institution or organisation approved for this 
purpose by the Chief Secretary, and (b) is 
a person or class of person whom the Chief 
Secretary has authorised the Principal Im- 
migration Officer to grant an Entry Permit. 
(4) A person who has been granted one of 
Certificates “‘B-H”’ inclusive by the Immigration 
Control Board. These Certificates, denoted 
by letters as shown, may be granted to a person 
wishing to engage: B- in Agriculture and/or 
animal husbandry, minimum Capital £4,000; 
C - in the mining industry, minimum Capital 
£2,000; D — on his own account in either 
business, trade or profession, minimum Capital 
£4,000; E in manufacture, minimum 
Capital £10,000; F — in profession as doctor, 
dentist, lawyer or pharmacist, sufficient 
Capital to set up or an assured income is 
required; or G — to a person who has been 
offered and has accepted employment with 
a view to permanent residence; or H — to 
persons of independent means. It is the 
usual practice for applicants in category G — to 
obtain first a Temporary Employment Pass 
which may be granted upon the application 


| of an employer. 


This is valid for an initial 
period not exceeding four years but may 
be extended for a further like period. 
Should the applicant wish to remain in the 
Protectorate, the Board will consider an 
application for permanent stay under a Class 
“G” Certificate. The applicant must satisfy 
the Immigration Authorities that occupation 
of a permanent nature is assured and that 
his intended pursuit will not be to the prejudice 
of the local inhabitants generally. Each 
application is dealt with on its own merits. 


An appeal may be made to the High Court 
by any person whose claim to an Entry Permit 
on the grounds of being a permanent resident 
is refused or to the Immigration Appeals 
Tribunal presided over by a High Court 
Judge against a refusal by the Immigration 
Control Board to grant a Certificate of the 
“B-H” category. The outcome of these 
appeals is final. Appeals to the Appeals 
Tribunal must be made within 60 days and 
those to the High Court within 30 days and 
must be addressed to the Registrar at the High 
Court, P.O. Box 85, Kampala. The Deputy 
Principal Immigration Officer, P.O. Box 1365, 
Kampala, will guide and advise applicants 
on what constitutes proof of qualifications 
and capital required for the issue of an Enity 

ermit. 


Immigration Passes, on the other hand, 
are granted at the absolute discretion of the 
Principal Immigration Officer. A Transit 
Pass is valid for one month from date of arrival 
in the Protectorate and is issued provided 
the applicant is in possession of an authority 
to enter the country of final destination, and 
of a visa or visas to enter or transit countries 
enroute. A Visitor’s Pass is granted to bona 
fide visitors who wish to enter the Protectorate 
on holiday, or travel, or temporarily to carry 
on business, trade or profession, or to 
investigate the possibilities of settlement. In 
the latter case, the applicant must satisfy 
the Principal Immigration Officer that he 
possesses all the elements required by the 
Immigration Control Board when he will be 
applying for an Entry Permit under one of the 
B-H classes. Such a Pass is valid for 3 months 
and may be extended by further periods of 3 
months to one year only. A visitor is not 
permitted to take up any form of employment 
without the written permission of the Principal 
Immigration Officer. Pupils’ Passes are only 
granted provided the Director of Education 
is satisfied that accommodation exists at the 
proposed school. Special Passes are rarely 
granted and then only to allow persons entering 
the Protectorate an opportunity to apply for 
an Entry Permit or other Pass. Special 
Passes are valid for two months and in some 
cases may be extended to a further two months.

Eastern and Central Uganda. In_ the 
Eastern Province, on the border of Kenya and 
Uganda, a new luxury hotel has been completed 
at Mbale. From here a new road_ runs 
round the north face of Mount Elgon, offering 
fine views and a visit to the well-known Sipi 
Falls. There is trout fishing to be enjoyed 
in the area while to the North a new game 
reserve is being developed in Southern Kara- 
moja where roam herds of giraffe, roan 
antelope and the rare maneless zebra. A 
visit to Mount Elgon can be combined with 
a stay in Kampala or Entebbe on Lake 
Victoria, where the opportunity can be taken 


of experiencing a steamer trip round the 
second largest lake in the World. There is 
a fine hotel at Entebbe and a choice of three 
hotels in Kampala. At Jinja, fifty miles 
east of Kampala, is the world-famous Owen 
Falls Dam at the head waters of the Nile. 
Here, there is also a lakeside hotel and good 
fishing in superb surroundings. 

Further details regarding these tourist 
attractions will be found elsewhere in this 
Directory, notably in the articles on National 
Parks and on Game; reference should also 
be made to the section dealing with the 
Railways where detailed information on the 
various lake steamer trips will be found.

In exceptional circumstances these Passes 
are also granted to render lawful a person’s 
presence in the Protectorate, to enable him to 
appeal, following his having been deemed 
a prohibited immigrant or against refusal to 
grant a pass or permit. Dependent’s 
Pass is issued to enable the wife and/or child- 
ren of a resident or temporary employee to 


enter the Protectorate. The applicant should 
prove his ability to support and provide 
adequate accommodation for his dependents 
and to continue to do so. -

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HOLIDAYS IN UGANDA 


Sound advice to the intending holiday- 
maker is: Do not try to do too much in too 
short a time. Visitors who come from far 
afield, from the U. S. A. and other distant 
parts, who may not be able to pay another 
visit to Africa, may have to rush their safari. 
But for those from places not so far distant, 
and particularly from other parts of Africa 
and, it is to be hoped from the United King- 
dom with really cheap air return fares in 
prospect, there is always another time. 


Uganda is a land of infinite variety: moun- 
tains, downland, low-lying plains, lakes, 
waterfalls, forests, open savannah, and a range 
of altitude from about the 1,800 ft. level on 
Lake Albert to the heights of Ruwenzori, 
all offer an entrancing and ever-changing 
picture; in and through it all run the game for 
which East Africa is renowned, Uganda 
cannot offer artificial amenities but for those 
who wish to watch and photograph wild 
animals, birds, trees and flowering shrubs in 
surroundings of great and unspoiled beauty 
it has no equal. 


The approaches to the territory are well 
organised whether the visitor comes by air 
through the fine airport at Entebbe; by rail 
from Mombasa and Nairobi; by road from 
Kenya, Tanganyika or the Belgian Congo; 
or by Lake steamer from Kenya, Tanganyika 
or the Sudan. Within the country the roads 
are generally excellent. Much is being done 
to bring about a steady improvement in 
internal communication for the benefit of 
tourists, and during the last year or two 
considerable expansion in hotel accommoda- 
tion has taken place, with further facilities 
planned. In this short article it is proposed 
to give brief notes on some of the most 
popular holiday areas. 


South-Western Uganda. For this area the 
centre is Kabale not far from the border 
with the Belgian-Congo. There is a most 
comfortable hotel at Kabale — The White 
Horse Inn — at an altitude of 6,000 feet. 
From here excursions may be made to nume- 
rous beauty spots within easy distance on 
roads of good standard. Here there are 
gem-like lakes set in surroundings of ever- 
green mcuntain scenery against the back- 
ground of the Birunga group of volcanoes, 
eight of them rising to nearly 15,000 feet, 
aleng the Uganda/Congo borcer. The view 
from the Kanaba Gap, 37 miles from Kabale, 
is one of the finest in Africa. At Kisoro, 
15 miles beyond the Gap, there is a safari 
lodge from which comfortable retreat one or 
other of the volcanoes can be climbed and 
there is always the possibility of meeting a 
gorilla, 


A week or two in the Kabale area can 
include or be followed by a visit to the Belgian 
Congo, via Rutshuru or Astrida, to Lake 
Kivu where at Goma there is a “ plage” style 
watering place in the continental fashion; 
this Congo trip may also take in a run down 
to Bukavu at the southern end of Lake Kivu 
and a tour of the Parc National Albert, the 
great game reserve. u 

The Ruwenzori Mountains. Less than a 
day’s drive to the north from Kabale is the 
Queen Elizabeth National Park. Here is 
a most comfortable and well equipped safari 
lodge from which the tourist can proceed 
daily to vantage points, either on land or water, 
where game and bird life of every description 
can be watched in safety and at leisure. From 
the lodge, views can be obtained of the seven- 
teen thousand foot peaks of the Ruwenzori 
Mountains. A few days can pleasantly be 
spent at Fort Portal, in the foothills, where 
there are two good hotels. The distance 
from the Park is about seventy miles by-the 
main road, but if they have not already been 
visited from the Lodge the crater lakes should 
here be taken in by means of a heady but 
perfectly motorable track which follows the 
lips of the craters giving the most striking 
views and the sight of much game. 


At Kasese, not far north of where this 
track meets the main road, is the railhead of 
the western extension of the Uganda Railway. 
Here, up in the mountains on the road to 
the Kilembe Mines an hotel has been built 
overlooking the fine golf course recently 
opened by the company operating the mines. 
While at Fort Portal visits should be paid to 
the hot springs and the local pygmies; and 
the Semliki Flats where more game is to be 
seen. The more energetic will want to 
investigate the mountain. 


Murchison Falls. From Fort Portal a 
two hundred mile drive to Kampala could 
complete this visit, but for those with plenty 
of time to spare another holiday area of a 
different character is within easy reach of 
Fort Portal to the north, and the visitor 
will be well advised either to include this in 
his visit or plan to return another time. 
For it is here, in another National Park, that 
the famous Murchison Falls can be seen and 
a most comfortable stay at Paraa Lodge can 
be enjoyed. The area abounds with elephant, 
crocodile, hippo, buffalo, and many types of 
der and antelope. Keen fishermen . have 
a fine playground and a visit to the West Nile 
district may be repaid with a sight of the 
rare white rhino. A steamer excursion 
down the Nile to Nimule, in the Sudan, and 
back is an unforgettable experience which 
gives added variety to the holiday, while, 
some seventy miles to the north-east of Paraa,

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THE CLIMATE OF UGANDA

In considering the climate of a country 
such as Uganda one does not think in terms of 
summer or winter (these terms have no real 
meaning near the Equator), but rather in 
terms of rainy and dry seasons. As compared 
to its neighbours, Kenya and Tanganyika, 
Uganda does not show such great extremes 
of climate, most of the country having a mean 
annual rainfall of over 40 inches, with the 
driest areas falling to about 30 inches and the 
wettest areas (except for the mountains) 
receiving about 60 inches. 


The rainy seasons in Uganda can be 
explained by the northward movement of 
a rain belt across Tropical Africa. This belt 
reaches its northern limit in July and its 
southern limit in January, and its passage 
results in the extreme north of Uganda 
experiencing a single rainy season from April 
to September whereas the southern part of 
the Protectorate has two rainy seasons, mid- 
March to May and September to November. 
In most districts the ‘“ dry” months are not 
completely dry, and some rain is usually 
experienced in all months. January and 
February may, however, sometimes be almost 
rainless in the Northern Province and June 
and July are usually very dry in the Ankole 
district of the Western Province. It should 
also be remembered that rainfall in the 
tropics is very variable and very local; not 
only can one place experience a heavy shower 
whereas a place a few miles away remains dry, 
but yearly totals for any place may range 
considerably on either side of the average. 


Near the northwestern shores of Lake 
Victoria early morning thunder-storms are 
very common throughout the year, and in 
most inland districts afternoon thunderstorms 
occur during the rainy seasons. These storms 
may be accompanied by very heavy rain, 
and often by strong local winds, but hail 
is quite uncommon except on the Ruwenzoris 
and Mount Elgon. 


The seasonal variation of temperature is 
small in Uganda, most districts showing 
a difference of only about 5 degrees Fahren- 
heit between the mean temperature of the 
warmest and the coolest months. The highest 
temperatures generally occur in January or 
February when afternoon temperatures quite 
often exceed 90 degrees F. but night temper- 
atures seldom fall much below 60 degrees F. 
except at the more elevated places such as 
Kabale (over 6,000 ft. a.m.s.l.) where temp- 
eratures below 50 degrees F, are common. 


The normal daily range of temperature (i.e. 
between the minimum temperature in the 
early morning and the afternoon maximum) 
is about 20 degrees F. although at Entebbe 
(due to the influence of Lake Victoria) it is 
only about 15 degrees F. It is this small 
diurnal variation of temperature which tends 
to make Uganda’s climate rather relaxing. 


The tables opposite give some useful statistics 
for each province of Uganda, and a map is 
also provided (page 151) showing the mean 
annual rainfall for Uganda, with diagrams 
to indicate the monthly distribution at typical 
Stations. 


More detailed information, including up 
to date weather reports and forecasts, can be 
obtained from the East African Meteorological 
Department, P.O. Box 3, Entebbe, whose 
Regional Headquarters for Uganda are situated 
at Entebbe Airport.

HEALTH HAZARDS AND 
PRECAUTIONS 


General conditions in Uganda vary widely, 
with extremes of altitude and degrees of 
urbanisation. For example, risk of contract- 
ing malaria exists throughout Uganda. 
Malaria is, however, more prevalent in some 
places. The risk is less in well developed 
urban areas and at high altitudes e.g. Kabale. 
For the traveller, malaria and the fiy-borne 
and water-borne diseases are the hazards 
to be taken seriously. 


The Sun: Individual susceptibility varies. 
For head protection a panama type or light 
felt hat is all that most people use. Sun 
helments are unnecessary in Uganda. 
Sunburn, to the unacclimatised, can be very 
troublesome and sun-bathing should be in- 
dulged in with caution and for the unaccli- 
matised only for short periods in the begin- 
ning. Dark glasses protect against glare 
headache, especially on long drives. 


Malaria: At altitudes above 5,500 ft. 
(for example, Kabale), the malaria risk is 
lessened but not altogether negligible. The 
new resident should take local medical advice 
as to the malaria risk in his neighbourhood. 
The visitor continually on the move should 
take a reliable prophylactic (e.g. Proguanil 
or Paludrine, 0.1 gramme daily) regularly, 
wherever he is staying, and continue prophy- 
laxis for at least a month after his return to a 
non-malarial region; and while in a known 
malarial region or when in any doubt about 
this he should make it a practice to wear slacks 
and long sleeves in the evening, and to sleep 
under a mosquito net.

Water-borne Diseases: The piped water 
supply in the lake shore towns can be regarded 
as safe, direct from the tap. Anywhere else 
and particularly in trains and country hotels, 
drinking water may be suspect and only close 
supervision by the staff responsible can 
ensure safe supplies. Little reliance should 
be placed on filters unless they are kept 
thoroughly clean (especially the rubber 
washers). This precaution is probably less 
necessary today particularly where it is possi- 
ble to obtain supplies of milk in sealed con- 
tainers. Milk should be boiled everywhere. 
Everywhere in the tropics, contamination of 
food and drink by flies, and by unwitting 
human carriers of typhoid and dysentery 
(cooks, servants, vendors), is a risk greater 
than in temperate climates; this can be 
diminished by domestic supervision and clean- 
liness and careful marketing, but is often 
outside one’s control as a guest or traveller. 
Effective drugs are readily available at all 
Medical units for the treatment of dysentery. 
It is important to drink large quantities of 
water while taking these drugs. TAB in- 
oculation within two years gives good pro- 
tection against typhoid; and annual one-dose 
reinoculation will maintain immunity in- 
definitely. 


Bilharzia (Schistosomiasis): Bilharzia may 
be contracted by wading in water where 
there are infected snails. Bilharzia may also 
be contracted by drinking infected water. 
Larval worms escape from the snails and 
penetrate the skin of the feet. Two forms, 
the bladder and the intestinal, are prevalent in 
certain areas, particularly in parts of Lango 
and West Nile Districts where a_ large 
proportion of the local population is infected. 
In such areas occupations or recreations 
involving boating or wading (duck shooting, 
for example) carry the risk of infection. 

Hookworm: A cause of anaemia and 
debility especially among the poorly nourished 
sections of the indigenous population, The 
larvae of the hookworm hatch and survive 
in soil contaminated by excreta, and penetrate 
the skin of the feet. The risk to visitors is 
slight, and if they avoid walking barefoot 
around native habitations, it is nil. 

Chigoes (Jiggers): These can be a nuisance 
and a torment. The chigger is a species of 
flea, the female of which burrows into the 
skin of the toe, usually around the nail, and 
as it enlarges sets up intense itching. Dry 
sandy soil near dwellings or workplaces, or 
the dusty floors of outhouses are likely places 
of infestation, particularly for the barefooted 
or the wearer of sandals. African servants 
are expert jigger extractors and the operation 
can safely be left to them. Dab with Dettol 


(or paraffin will do) after the jigger is removed. | 


Mango Worm: (Tumbu Fly) This in- 
festation is characterised by a crop of spots 


growing to the size of small boils, with intense 
itching, especially at night. Eventually each 
boil discharges a small maggot, after which 
itching stops and it quickly heals. The adult 
fly lays its eggs on shirts or bedlinen laid out 
to dry after laundering. Clothes should be 
dried on a line and well ironed. 


Relapsing Fever is transmitted by the 
bite of a species of “ soft” tick, which infests 
cracks in mud floors and house walls. It is 
most prevalent in Western Uganda, including 
parts of Toro and Masaka and Ankole 
districts. Not a serious risk for the traveller, 
unless living rough and sleeping in old native 
dwellings or camp sites. But this disease may 
be contracted by his servants, or driver, on 
safari. A blood infestion, causing violent 
bouts of fever, which may last several days 
and recur at intervals for some weeks. This 
fever remains quite unaffected by malaria 
treatment, 


Sleeping Sickness (Human trypanosomiasis) : 
Species of tsetse flies which can transmit this 
or cattle trypanosomiasis occur over large 
tracts of the Protectorate. The areas where 
human sleeping sickness occurs at present 
are not extensive. Particulars regarding travel 
and residential restrictions in such areas can 
be obtained from the District Commissioners. 
Cattle trypanosomiasis, by taking away 
employment and milk and meat supplies, is the 
greater menace to human well-being. There is 
a Government Tsetse Contro! Department 
and much research is being devoted to these 
problems. (See special article in Agriculture, 
Commerce, Industry section of this book). 


Yellow Fever: Mosquitoes, capable of 
transmitting Yellow Fever, occur in most 
parts of Uganda. Cases among Europeans have 
occurred in the past and everybody is advised 
to be inoculated against this disease. In- 
oculation is compulsory for travellers who 
are leaving declared infected areas (for example 
Uganda) and travelling to a number of 
declared receptive areas (for example Egypt, 
India, Pakistan and South Africa). However, 
as mentioned above all travellers are advised 
to be inoculated. Re-inoculation should take 
place every six years. A mild form of “ jungle” 
yelow fever is known to exist in certain remote 
areas but outbreaks in the centres of population 
have never occurred in Uganda. The risk 
of contracting yellow fever in Uganda is at 
present negligible, and inoculation is an 
efficient protection. 


Small Pox is endemic in East Africa and 
local outbreaks occur from time to time. 
A fair proportion of the indigenous population 
in most areas is vaccinated. Protection by 
vaccination is an essential precaution for all 
travellers and residents, and should be renewed 
every three years. 


Leprosy: Leprosy occurs in most parts 
of Uganda. The risk to travellers is negligible, 
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EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES 


There are Government or grant aided 
schools for all communities. For Europeans 
there are Government Primary Schools at 
Kampala (2), Entebbe, Jinja and Mbale 
and grant aided schools at Mbarara, Fort 
Portal, Gulu, Kilembe, Masaka, Tororo and 
Kabale. Only at the last of these are there 
any boarding facilities and children whose 
parents live outside the range of these schools 
are assisted by a Government subsidy to send 
their children to Kenya or elsewhere in the 
Commonwealth. Similar assistance is given 
at the Secondary level as there are no Secon- 
dary Schools in Uganda for European 


Asian Schools. There are 6 Government 
Senior Secondary Schools at Kampala 
(2), Jinja, Mbale, Masaka, and Soroti. There 
are 12 Government Primary Schools and 91 
aided Primary Schools in all the more impor- 
tant trading centres throughout the Protegto- 
rate. The larger of these Primary Schools 
provide an 8 years course. 


African Education. For Africans there 
are 4 Government Senior Secondary Schools 
at Fort Portal, Gulu, Mbarara and Kabale. 
There are 15 grant aided Senior Secondary 
Schools and 181 Junior Secondary Schools. 
There are also a number of Primary Secondary 
Schools of which 531 provide the full range of 
Primary education up to Class 6. 


Technical Education. 
of technical education is the Kampala Tech- 
nical Institute which is designed ultimately 
to provide technician and advanced trade 
courses. At the Muljibhai Madhvani Commer- 
cial College which is now part of the Kampala 
Technical Institute courses are provided 
leading to the London Chamber of Commerce 
Certificate and the Chartered Institute of 
Secretaries Certificate. There are Govern- 
ment Technical Schools at Fort Portal, 
Mbale, Lira, Jinja and Soroti. In addition 
to which there are 6 grant aided Technica] 
Schools run by the Voluntary Agencies and 
one by the Buganda Government. All 
these Technical Schools provide a 3 years 
course followed by a 2 years apprenticeship. 
There are also a growing number of Rural 
Trade Schools training craftsmen at a lower 
level. 


Training Colleges. There are 33 Training 
Colleges for teachers. Of these one is for 
Asians, four are for African Junior Secondary 
Teachers, two for Domestic Science Teachers 
and the rest train men and women for the 
staffs of African Primary Schools.

THE UGANDA SOCIETY 


The Uganda Society, originating as the 
Uganda Literary and Scientific Society in 
1923, was reconstituted in 1933 with head- 
quarters at Kampala, with objects of promoting 
interest among residents in Uganda in literary, 
scientific and general cultural subjects, and 
especially in matters connected with Uganda. 
Its_ official organ is THE UGANDA 
JOURNAL where the Society collects 
and publishes information which may add to 
the store of knowledge of Uganda and puts 
on record that which in the course of time 
might be lost. In addition the Society from 
time to time publishes books on Uganda. 
M. B. Nsimbi’s ‘Amannya amaganda n’ennono 
zaago’ and P. H. Greenwood’s ‘Fishes of 
Uganda’ are examples in the last two years 
and these books are available from the Society. 

The Society also maintains an excellent 
library of books, manuscripts and maps on 
Africa generally and Uganda in particular. 
At present the book collection numbers 
approximately 2,000 volumes, and the library 
is constantly being expanded by new acquisi- 
tions. Lectures and discussions on matters 
of common interest are frequently arranged, 
thus maintaining personal contact between 
members. The Society’s rooms are in 
‘Nakasero Road, Kampala, and contain, besides 
the library, a reading room where members 
are provided with comfortable accommodation 
for reading, study and writing. As soon as 
the new cultural centre opens in Kampala, 
probably early in 1960, the Scciety will move 
its activities to these new premises. 

Membership is open to persons of all races 
without distinction of class, creed or colour. 
The annual subscription is Shs.30/- single and 
Shs.40/- double; it entitles members to receive 
free copies of the half-yearly Journal, to use 
the rooms, and borrow from the library on 
payment of a returnable library deposit of 
Shs.20/-. Associate membership at Shs.2/50 
a year gives admission to lectures and use 
of the library only. Further information 
about the Uganda Society may be obtained 
from the Honorary Secretary, Private Bag.

is an inter-territorial autonomous institution 
and is joined by special relationship to London 
University. The students take external degrees 
of that University. Courses are offered in 
Arts, Agriculture, Education, Medicine, 
Science, Social Science and Veterinary Science. 

The above facilities have been listed 
racially as in the past education has been 
organised entirely on a racial basis. In 1956 
however the first Primary School open to 
children of all races was started at Entebbe, 
and the following year Government accepted 
a policy of integration. In many of the 
schools listed above there are small numbers 
of children from communities other than that 
for which the school was built. z 
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AIR SERVICES 


Since regular air services with England 
were inaugurated in 1931 the routes and 
schedules have been changed from time to 
time, the type of aircraft alternating between 
landplanes to Entebbe and flying boats to 
Port Bell, the latter ceasing operations in 
1949. In 1952 the world’s first “ jetliner” 
Comet service was inaugurated between 
London and South Africa, calling at Entebbe. 
Subsequently, when the Comets were grounded 
in 1954, Argonauts took over the U.K. 
East African Service and Constellations 
served the route South to East Africa. There 
is an intricate system of internal air routes 
in East Africa, mostly based on Nairobi. 
The operating authority for the majority of 
the internal services within East Africa is 
East African Airways Corporation (a state- 
owned organisation) with headquarters in 
Nairobi and branch offices in Kampala, 
Mombasa, Dar es Salaam and other principal 
towns. The Corporation is also agent for Bri- 
tish Overseas Airways Corporation and takes 
care of the latter’s affairs throughout East 
Africa. The following are the most important 
air routes operating into and out of Entebbe 
Airport. 


Entebbe-Nairobi. There is a service every- 
day, including Sundays, between Entebbe 
and Nairobi. The single fare Entebbe — 
Nairobi is Shs. 310/- and return fare is Shs. 
558/- but by the special Business Excursion 
(valid for 4 days) the flight from Entebbe to 
Nairobi_and back to Entebbe costs Shs.360/- 
only. East African Airways offer a wide 
range of other special rates, such as Holiday 
Excursions, Family Travel Plan, Student’s 
Concessions, etc. The timetable on the 
Entebbe to Nairobi route is varied from time 
to time and it is therefore preferable not to 
print in this article the current timings but to 
give an indication of the general framework 
upon which the timetables are constructed. 
The starting point of the service is basically 
Nairobi, the greatest number of flights in 
the week leaving Nairobi at 07.30 hours and 
arriving at Entebbe sometime between 09.30 
and 11.00 hours, three or four flights in the 
week go via Kisumu and Jinja and the remain- 
ing four or three flights are direct from Nairobi 
to Entebbe, the transit time in the latter 
case being approx. 2 hours. There are 
also about three flights in the week leaving 
Nairobi after luncheon, one of these being 
a late flight leaving Nairobi at 1915 hours. 
In the reverse direction, from Entebbe to 
Nairobi, the tendency is for the aircraft to 
leave Entebbe at some time after 12 noon, 
probably between 1230 and 1600 hours, 
but there are usually three days in the week 
when an early start can be made from Entebbe, 
probably between 0800 and 1030 hours. 
For those who wish to make a quick day 
return trip from Nairobi to Entebbe and in 


reverse from Entebbe to Nairobi, there is 
usually one day in the week when this can be 
done. At the date this article is compiled, 
it is possible to leave Nairobi at 0730 hours 
on Monday, arrive Entebbe 0935, and leave 
Entebbe again the same day at 1510 hours due 
back in Nairobi at 1825 hours. Uganda is 
somewhat more favoured in this way, it 
being possible to leave Entebbe at 0855 
hours on Thursday, arrive Nairobi at 1020, 
stay all day in Nairobi until return flight 
to Entebbe leaves Nairobi at 1915 hours, 
due Entebbe 2035 hours (in this case the 
Entebbe/Nairobi/Entebbe trip is made on 
the fast through service from London to 
Nairobi). 


Current timings can be obtained on applica- 
tion to any E.A.A. or B.O.A.C. office or to 
any recognised travel agent. 


In the following details of the various other 
services mentioned, the times quoted are 
shown mainly with the intention of enabling 
to reader to get a general idea of the timings 
available; it must not be taken for granted 
that when these words are read the timetables 
mentioned below will be in operation. 


Entebbe — Nairobi via Tororo. For those 
who wish to call at Tororo and/or Kitale 
and Eldoret, there is a service once a week, 
on Saturdays, leaving Entebbe at 0800, 
Tororo at 0930, Kitale at 1025, Eldoret 
1115, arriving Nairobi at 1250 hours. In 
reverse departure is on Tuesday from Nairobi 
at 1330 hours, Eldoret at 1525, Kitale at 
1615, Tororo at 1710 and reaches Entebbe at 
1820 hours. 


Entebbe — Nairobi via Mwanza and Musoma. 
A service leaves Entebbe at 1420 hours on 
Tuesdays, Mwanza 1550, Musoma 1655 
and arrives Nairobi at 1820 hours. In 
reverse, departure is on Saturdays from Nai- 
robi at 0730, Musoma at 0925, Mwanza at 
1040, arriving Entebbe 1150 hours. 


Uganda Internal Services: An all Uganda 
circuit is operated by E.A.A., leaving Entebbe 
every Friday at 0700, Soroti 0845, Lira 0950, 
Gulu 1050, Arua 1230, Murchison Falls 
1335, and returning to Entebbe at 1515 hours. 
Wednesdays the service works in the reverse, 
leaving Entebbe at 0700, Murchison Falls at 
0900, Arua at 1005, Gulu at 1125, Lira at 
1245, Soroti at 1345, and back at Entebbe 
at 1510 hours. 


Caspair Lake Circuit. A service operated 
by Caspair Limited makes the circuit of Lake 
Victoria on Mondays, Tuesdays, Thursdays 
and Fridays, leaving Entebbe at 0900 hours. 
{On Mondays and Tuesdays the route is 
Entebbe-Bukoba-Mwanza-Ukerewe and back 


via Mwanza and Bukoba. The plane returns

at 1800 hours. On Thursdays the route is 
Bukoba-Geita-Mwanza and back via Bukoba. 
The plane returns at 1500 hours. On Fridays 
the route is Bukoba-Mwanza and back via 
Geita and Bukoba. The plane returns at 
1500 hours. 


Entebbe — London. There are _ four 
passenger services weekly by B.O.A.C. and 
East African Airways from Entebbe to 
London and the same number from London 
to Entebbe, all of which are combined Tourist 
and First Class services. There is also one 
service Johannesburg — London which passes 
through Entebbe. In addition, there are 
Coach Class services operated by East African 
Airways once weekly and Hunting/Airwork 
twice weekly between East Africa and the 
United Kingdom. Departures from Entebbe: 
East African Airways Sundays, Hunting/Air- 
work Wednesdays and Saturdays; and from 
London in the reverse direction, East African 
Airways Tuesdays, Hunting/Airwork Thurs- 
days and, Mondays. Fares are: Entebbe/ 
London E.A.A. and B.O.A.C. first class £188 
singles, £338 8.0. return, Tourist £125 
single, £225 return. E.A.A. and Hunting/Air- 
work Coach Class, £108 single and £194 8. 0. 
return. Children between 2 and 12 years of 
of age travel at half rates; infants under 2 
years at 10% of the fare. 


B.O.A.C. and E.A.A._ services, which 
employ pressurised aircraft, make the journey 
from Entebbe via Khartoum, and Rome to 
London in just under 17 hours; for example an 
aircraft leaving Entebbe at 2120 hours (Uganda 
time) will stop at Khartoum at 2355 hours 
(Sudan time), at Rome at 0640 hours and 
arrive London Airport at 0945 hours G.M.T. 


The E.A.A. Coach Canadair leaves Entebbe 
at 1645 hours on Sundays and stops are made 
at Khartoum and Benina and the service 
arrives at London Airport at 1040 hours the 
following day. On the return journey 
departures from London are at 1330 hours on 
Tuesdays again via Benina and Khartoum, 
arriving Entebbe 1150 hours on Wednesdays. 


The Safari Service is operated with the 
latest Viscount 800 series, fully pressurised 
aircraft. The Safari Service departs from 
Nairobi on Tuesday and Thursday evenings, 
transitting Entebbe at 2130 and 2325, arriving 
in London at 1535 and 1645 on Wednesday 
and Friday. 


The return flights leave the United Kingdom 
on Monday and Wednesday arriving Entebbe 
at 1500 on Tuesday and 0705 on Thursday 
and at Nairobi at 1715 and 0910. 


Entebbe Rome London. Italian 
Airlines (Alitalia) operate a weekly service 
with first and tourist class accommodation 


between Entebbe and Europe. The outward 
flight leaves Entebbe at 2030 every Sunday 
evening, arriving at Khartoum at 2345 Athens 
at 0710 the following morning and at Rome 
at 1000. The ALITALIA service for London 
leaves Rome at 1100 daily and connections 
are provided to all parts of Europe. South- 
bound the flight leaves Rome at 2020 on 
Monday and via the same route arrives at 
Entebbe at 1330 every Tuesday. Fares to 
Europe are the same as for B.O.A.C. 


Entebbe — Johannesburg. ALITALIA pro- 
vide the only service between Entebbe and 
Johannesburg (via Salisbury) leaving every 
Tuesday at 1420 and arriving Johannesburg 
at 2145 the same day. In the reverse direction 
the service departs Johannesburg at 1010 on 
Sundays and arrives at Entebbe via Salisbury 
at 1930. The adult tourist single fare Entebbe 
— Johannesburg is Shs. 1320/-. 


Entebbe — Nairobi — Karachi — Bombay. 
For travel to the East, regular services are 
available from Nairobi. Air India Interna- 
tional (A.I.I.) maintain two services a week in 
either direction between Nairobi and Bombay. 
Every Tuesday the service leaves Nairobi 
at 2100.stopping at Aden 0150 on Wednesday, 
arrives at Bombay at 1215. The service cn 
Saturday leaves Nairobi at 2000 stops at 
Aden at 0050 on Monday, at Karachi at 0955 
and arrives at Bombay at 1350. The west- 
ward flights are made every Monday and 
Friday. FARES: Ist Class Single, £122. 8s, 
return £220 .7s. Tourist Class; single £80.17 
return £145.11. East African Airways (E.A.A.) 
maintain one service a week in either direction. 
Every Thursday the plane leaving Nairobi 
at 2145 arrives at Aden at 0245 on Friday, 
at Karachi at 1230 and at Bombay at 1630. 
The Westward journey is made every Saturday, 
the plane leaving Bombay at 2100, Karachi 
at 2359, Aden at 0605 arriving Nairobi 
at 1055 hours on Sunday. Fare: Tourist 
Class Nairobi/Bombay Single £80.17s, return 
£145.11s. 


Baggage Allowances. By B.O.A.C. and 
E.A.A. First Class Entebbe-London the 
baggage allowance is 30 kilos (66 Ibs.) per 
passenger; by Tourist the allowance is 20 kilos 
(44 Ibs.). By E.A.A. and Hunting/Airwork 
Coach Class the allowance is 20 kilos (44 Ibs.). 
In all cases infants under 2 receive no baggage 
allowance, but children from 2 to 12 are 
allowed full weight. By Air India Interna- 
tional first class baggage allowance is 66 lbs. 
and tourist class is 44 lbs. E.A.A. Tourist 
Class is 44 Ibs. 


Medical Requirements. Passengers on the 
Entebbe — London route require to have 
valid Yellow Fever certificates which must 
certify clearance for Yellow Fever at a date 
not less than 12 days nor more than 6 years 
before the date of flight. For smallpox, 
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certificates must be within the range of not 
less than 10 days nor more than 3 years before 
the flight date. Passengers should take 
care to check up on these two certificates as 


failure to produce the necessary certificates | 


may result in great personal and financial 
inconvenience. 


Air Freight. There is a regular air freight 
service between Entebbe and London and 
vice versa. Transit time may be put at from 
4 to 6 days. The rate Entebbe — London 
is Shs. 13/90 per kilo, while in reverse the rate 
from London to Entebbe is Shs. 24/2d. per 
kilo. Freight is calculated at Shs. 13/90 for 
the first kilo and thereafter at 4 kilo breaks. 
There is a bulk discount at 25% on all consign- 
ments over 45 kilos. There is also a service 
from Entebbe to Johannesburg at Shs. 9/50 
per kilo. 


It is emphasised that the foregoing are 
brief notes only on the Air Services offering 
in Uganda and that intending passengers 
should get into touch with East African 
Airways, B.O.A.C., or any recognised Travel 
Agent to find out’ latest timings (which are 
liable to alteration at short notice), to check on 
current baggage, medical and other require- 
ments, and to secure confirmation of all 
other details pertaining to the flight proposed.

FLYING CLUB 


A flourishing flying club exists in Uganda 
with headquarters at the International Airport 
of Entebbe and, in co-operation with other 
interested parties, helps to promote the more 
extensive use of light aircraft as a means of 
travelling within the Protectorate and to 
neighbouring territories. Good landing strips 
are maintained by the Government at the 
majority of up-country stations, and the Queen 
Elizabeth and Murchison Falls National Parks 
are made very easily accessible, both being 
served by nearby airstrips. 

The Uganda Flying Club owns its own 
aircraft which make frequent journeys within 
East Africa, being available for hire to members 
and, in conjunction with others, engages in 
flying instruction. Frequent air rallies are 
held at Entebbe Airport which provide a 
measure of entertainment for the general 
public. There is a strong European member- 
ship, ably supported by keen Asian aviators, 
who await the admission of the first African 
members of the Club, who will be more than 
welcome. The Club House is open twice 
weekly — on Tuesdays between 6 p.m. and 
10 p.m. and all day on Sundays.

BOXING 


Boxing is a sport in which a high standard 
of attainment has already been reached in 
Uganda. Its popularity, both as a spectacle 
and as a vigorous exercise, is increasing. At 
present there are 17 clubs affiliated to the 
Uganda Amateur Boxing Association. The 
two main annual events are the U.A.B.A. 
Open Championships and the inter-territorial 
contest versus Kenya for the Millington- 
Drake trophy, currently held by Uganda. 
In addition, there are the Junior and Novices’ 
Tournaments. 

During 1959 a promising revival of inter- 
club competition was inaugurated by two lead- 
ing clubs, Kampala A.B.C. and Namilyango 
College A.B.C. The year has been note- 
worthy, too, for the visit of a leading American 
boxing coach, Mr. Eddie LaFond, who 
achieved a high degree of success not only in 
coaching but in adding coaching skills to local 
coaches’ techniques. The Association is pre- 
paring to meet the increased demand from 
schools and clubs for coaching facilities. 
So far, the greatest individual success by a 
Uganda boxer is that of Tom Kawere, Kampala 
A.B.C., who happily concluded many years of 
unique achievement in Uganda competitions 
by winning the welterweights’ silver medal in 
the sixth Empire and Commonwealth Games 
at Cardiff in 1958. There are several ex- 
perienced youngsters determined to emulate 
his performance, and the Association is 
confident that by stepping-up the number 
and quality of competitions it is pointing the 
way to Rome for prospective medallists in the 
1960 Olympic Games.

CRICKET 


In 1952 the Uganda Cricket Association, 
Box 644, Kampala was formed with the 
primary object of arranging inter-territorial 
cricket matches between teams representative 
of Uganda, Kenya and Tanganyika. The 
Association is managed by an Advisory Board 
composed of representatrves of the Uganda 
Kobs, the Uganda Asian Sports Association, 
and the African Cricket Club. Matches 
against Kenya and Tanganyika are played 
annually, and against Zanzibar occasionally. 


A touring team from Pakistan under the 
aegis of the Pakistan Cricket Writers Club 
visited East Africa in 1956 and played Uganda 
in August of that year. A team from India 
under the aegis of the Sunder Cricket Club 
visited East Africa in 1957 and played a 
match against Uganda in September of that 
year. An M.C.C. team under the captaincy 
of F. R. Brown visited East Africa in the 


| winter of 1957/58 and played against Uganda 


in January, 1958. The South African Asian- 
African cricketers visited East Africa in 
1958 and played against Uganda at the end 
of August that year. All these tourists 
inflicted convincing defeats on Uganda but 
the experience was of considerable value for 
young Uganda cricketers. 


Major competitions held annually are the 
League competitions between 23 Clubs for 
the Lowis Cup, and the inter-provincial 
competition between ‘the four provinces of 
the Protectorate for the Sazen Cup. Most 
important of all is the Quadrangular cricket 
tournament in which teams representative of 
the Europeans, British Asians, Goans and 
Africans annually compete for the Narandas 
Rajaram Shield. 1954 saw the introduction 
of cricket to the. Nakivubo Stadium where 
players and spectators alike enjoyed the 
nearest approach to an English country 
ground yet seen in East Africa. 


In 1959 there was a further important 
change when the headquarters of the Uganda 
Sports Union were opened by Her Majesty 
Queen Elizabeth the Queen Mother on the 
20th February, 1959. These headquarters 
include a first class cricket ground, stands, 
changing rooms, score box, broadcasting 
box and Club House. 


Cricket in Uganda owes much to the 
coaching of Mr. W. R. Watkins, Senior 
M.C.C. Coach, during his annual visit of 
three weeks for the last 11 years. It also 


‘owes a good deal to the Uganda Cricket 


Umpires Association formed in 1955 which 
has established and maintained standards of 
umpiring which are greatly appreciated by 
players, 
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THE UGANDA MUSEUM 


Founded in 1908, the Museum now plays an / 
increasingly major role in the cultural life of 
Uganda. Standing in its own 8 acre gardens 
on Kira Road, some one and half miles from 
the town centre overlooking the Kitante valley, 
it is one of the most striking buildings in the 
Kampala landscape. 


The Museum is administered by a Board of 
Trustees including representatives from the 
Protectorate Government, Makerere College, 
the Kabaka’s Government, the Municipal 
Council and the Uganda Society. The Staff 
includes, a Curator (Archaeologist), Ethno- 
logist, Senior Technical Officer, Museum 
Assistants and a Secretary. 


The first Museum opened on Lugard’s Fort 
in 1910 and housed specimens sent in by the 
administration and the Kabaka’s government. 
This original building still stands. From 1942 
until 1952 the Museum was situated in the 
Margaret Trowell School of Fine Art at 
Makerere College. The present Museum 
owes much to the industry and skill of Margaret 
Trowell, who was responsible for substantially 
building up the collections between 1939 and 
1947. From 1947 until 1957 Dr. K. P. Wachs- 
mann, an eminent African musicologist, 
imparted a musical flavour to the Museum for 
which it is renowned throughout Africa. 
Trained musicians act as attegpdants and the 
music of the different peoples and of the differ- 
ent instruments of Uganda is a familiar sound 
in the Museum. Demonstrations of music 
and Baganda dancing are available to the public 
on demand to the head-attendant. 


Though Ethnology and Musicology were 
amongst the earliest specializations of the 
Museum, in recent years the archaeological 
and palaeontological collections have ‘been 
rapidly built up and at the present time the 
Museum is the headquarters of archaeological 
research in Uganda. Excavations are con- 
ducted annually by the Museum and training 
is given in field work to student volunteers. 


-The Museum itself consists of a large exhibi- 
tion hall and several smaller halls, offices, and 
workshops. In the Hall of Man in which 
the permanent exhibition is nearing completion, 
one glimpses a little of the recent past of 
Uganda and learns of the peopling of the 
country and the origins of its kingdoms. 
From this ethnohistorical introduction, the 
traditional life of Uganda is presented in 
attractive fluorescent lit cases with dioramas 
and models showing how man lived in Uganda 
some fifty to a hundred years ago. The crafts, ; 
the industries, the recreations, the clothes, 
the religious, the magical, and the daily lives of 
‘yesterday’ are allillustrated. Imposing amon- 
gst the cases are the reconstructions of the royal ! 
shrines of the Kabakas of Buganda and the 


Omukamas of Bunyoro and a life size Na- 
kaima, priestess of the spirit of smallpox. 
A sprarate small room deals with the Stone 
Agé whilst large displays are arranged in the 
domed gallery showing Human Evolution and 
something of the fossil finds from Uganda. 
In the Music Gallery where the musicians play 
in a specially designed pit, all the instruments 
of Uganda can be seen in a 30 foot long show- 
case. Whilst on the opposing wall is the only 
Official collection of East African Coinage. 


For the student, a study basement contains 
large collections of ethnographical material, 
much of which was collected over fifty years 
ago. A large collection of snakes and of birds 


!caught and shot by Captain Pitman is also 


housed in the basement together with other 
Natural History specimens which are not 
normally on exhibition. 


The Museum conducts a limited educational 
programme and school visits are a regular 
feature of the Museum day. Lectures are 
organized in collaboration with the Extra- 
Mural Department of Makerere College. 
In March 1959 a new Folk Museum was opened 
at Soroti for the Iteso and a further Folk 
Museum has been launched in Ankole, which 
will shortly be opened. 


Over a thousand visitors a week, of whom 
over 70% are Africans, visit the Museum and 
during the ‘Museum Season’ from October Ist 
to the end of April temporary exhibitions are 
held in the galleries and lectures and films 
organized in the lecture room which seats some 
50 people. Details of events in the Museum 
and of recent important discoveries and acces- 
sions can be found in Museum Notes issued 
quarterly at 2/- post free. The Museum also 
publishes Occasional Papers, the most recent of 
which is ‘‘ Discovering Africa’s Past,” being 
a series of public lectures held in the Museum 
in March 1959. Older Occasional Papers 
include ‘‘ Folk Musicians in Uganda ” — 3/-; 
“Wall Patterns on Hima Huts” — 3/-; 
“A Handbook of the Museums and Libraries 
of Uganda” — 2/50; whilst an account of 
recent important fossils finds from Karamoja 
is in course of preparation. ‘* Tribal Crafts of 
Uganda ” by K. M. Trowell and K. P. Wachs- 
mann, on sale at the Museum for 55/-, is a fully 
illustrated catalogue of the Ethnographical and 
Musicological Collections. The Museum at 
present serves as the secretariat for the Muse- 
ums Association of Middle Africa. 


Open daily including Sundays (with the 
exception of Good Friday and Christmas Day) 
from 10 a.m, to 1! p.m. and from 2p.m.to 
6 p.m admission is free. The Museum also 
possesses a small reference library and hasa 
record library of folk music including record- 
ings specially made by the Museum from 
which discs can be loared on special request 
to the Curator. Further information may be 
obtained, from the Curator, P.O. Box 365, 
Kampala—Telephone Kampala 4714. 
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UGANDA NATIONAL THEATRE 


In the centre of Kampala, across the way 
from the new Parliament Buildings, stands the 
recently-completed National Theatre and Cul- 
tural Centre. The need for a building which 
could house the many cultural societies of 
Uganda had been felt for many years, and a 
National Theatre had long been planned, 
so that when Sir Andrew Cohen called together 
representatives of all races in August, 1955, 
there was an immediate response from the 
many people interested in the project from all 
over the Protectorate. Interim Trustees were 
appointed and Government voted £60,000 
towards the cost of building. Dramatic 
Societies gave plays and concerts to swell the 
fund; sums ranging from £5,000 to ten shillings 
were given by people from all over Uganda; 
and prominent amongst the generous donors 
were the late Aga Khan and Mr. N. K. Mehta. 
The building was opened on 2nd December, 
1959, by H.E. the Governor of Uganda, Sir 
Frederick Crawford. 

The Centre provides excellent Headquarters 
for the leading voluntary organisations in 
Uganda, including the Uganda Foundation 
for the Blind; Uganda Branch of the 
British Red Cross Society; Toc H and Women’s 
Toc H; Uganda Council of Voluntary Social 
Services and Youth Council; and the Uganda 
Council of Women. The Uganda Society has 
an impressive room for its learned gatherings, 
and good accommodation for its unique 
library and archives. In a useful suite of 
offices appropriate to its many activities is the 
British Council which not only assists the 
promotion of the Arts in Uganda by the pro- 
vision of books, periodicals, films and so on 


but has been prominent in fostering the devel- 
opment of Drama in the Protectorate. On 
the top floor there is a large, pleasant studio 
where the Parimal Art Academy has room to 
train its young students in the arts of Indian 
Dance and Drama. Adjacent to the theatre, 
on the ground floor, is a spacious Green Room 
which may be hired by suitable organisations 
for rehearsals, meetings, lectures, recitals, 
and social events. And to emphasise that 
this is a place where all who enjoy the Arts may 
meet in comfortable and congenial surround- 
ings there is an attractive Fine Arts Club in 
the building: membership is open to all 
interested in the Arts and enquiries should 
be addressed to the Secretary, at the National 
Theatre, Box 3187, Kampala. 


But the pride of the Centre lies in its theatre 
which is comfortable and seats about four 
hundred people: its spacious foyer and large 
licensed bar provide welcome amenities 
whilst a clever use of natural ventilation 
ensures a cool auditorium. There is pro- 
vision for Art Exhibitions in the foyers. 
The stage is large and probably the best- 
equipped in East Africa and there are excellent 
facilities for the many flourishing amateur 
societies, and it is planned to attract an 
increasing number of professional companies 
from overseas. Eventually a National Theatre 
company of artists of all races will be formed 
to perform not only in the National ‘Theatre 
but to tour the main centres in Uganda and 
even further afield. The theatre is under the 
Direction of Mr. Maxwell Jackson who has 
had a long experience with many of the best 
| companies in England as a producer, manager 
and actor. :

20/- of the Trade Charge (i.e. the 
value of the contents) or part, 50 cents; for 
each additional Shs. 5/- or part, Sc. The 
despatch fee is paid by affixing to the parcel 
postage stamps to the value of the fee. Inland 
C.O.D. packets are delivered to the addressees 
free of charge but for packets received from 
other origins a delivery fee of 50c per package 
is payable; this is in addition to the Trade 
Charge payable to the Post Office on behalf 
of the sender and to any other inward charges, 
such as customs duty, which may arise. 


Registration and Insurance. Letters may 
be registered to Inland and most Overseas 
Destinations at a fee of 60c. Parcels may 
be registered only for inland destinations 
within East Africa; if posted for places 
outside East Africa a Certificate of Posting 
is issued. Insurance facilities are available 
in certain instances. 


Postal and Money Orders. The majority 
of East African Post Offices issue British 
Postal Orders (and this is a very convenient 
method of settling small accounts payable 
elsewhere within the Commonwealth). Deno- 
minations and poundage are as follows: 
Postal Orders for values of 6d and 1/- cost 
an extra 20c. poundage in addition to the face 
value; for 1/6. 2/-, 2/6d, 3/-, 4/- and 5/- the 
poundage is 30c.; for 7/6d, 10/-, 15/- and 
£1, poundage is 50c; for £2, £3, and £4 
postal orders the poundage is 80c. Money 
orders to maximum of £40 are available 
at certain Postal Offices. 


Inland Telegrams. Rates are as follows: 
Plain Language or Code at 30c. per word 
with a minimum of Shs. 3/- per message. 
Press Telegrams at Shs. 3/- for a minimum 
of 40 words, each additional 10 words or 
part, 65 cents. 


Commonwealth and Foreign Cables. The 
following classes of cables and telegrams 
are available: (1) Ordinary (plain language) 
at 15 letters per word or in secret languages 
(i.e. code or cypher) at 5 letters per word;

Specimen services 
are: To Great Britain between 12 noon and 
7.15 p.m. daily at Shs. 60/- plus Shs. 4/- for 
a “report charge” (i.e. the equivalent of a 
personal call on the ordinary telephone 
system); to South Africa between 9.30 a.m. 
and 11.0 a.m. daily at 37.6d. plus Shs. 4/- 
report charge; to U.S.A. from 12. noon 
to 7.15 p.m. daily at Shs. 75/- plus 
Shs. 4/- report charge. All times stated 
are local East African times and the charge 
in each case is for a minimum call of 3 minutes. 
Calls should be booked as early as possible, 
preferably on the preceding day. 


Frequency of Mails. Inland mails are 
despatched daily from Kampala and from 
almost every other Post Office in Uganda; 
full details can be obtained from any Post 
Office. Surface Mails to neighbouring terri- 
tories: Daily from Kampala at 7.00 am. to 
Kisumu, Eldoret Kitale, Nakuru, Nairobi, 
Mombasa, all in Kenya: for the the Sudan 
(Khartoum and Juba) surface mails leave 


Kampala only once fortnightly on Wednesday 

7.0 am. Mails leave Kampala daily 8.0 am. 
for Bukoba in Tanganyika, and for Mwanza 
at 2.0 p.m. on Tuesdays and Fridays and 
at 8.30 a.m. on Thursdays. Mail for Bunia 
in the Belgian Congo leaves daily at 4.0 p.m. 
and at 2.0 p.m. on Sundays. 


Overseas surface Mails leave Kampala 
daily at 7.00 a.m. Air Mails (time liable to 
frequent changes) leave Kampala daily for 
overseas as follows: To the United Kingdom 
Europe, U.S.A. and Canada on Sunday at 
3.0 p.m.; Monday at 12.30 p.m.; Tuesday at 
6.30 p.m., Wednesday at 1.30 p.m.; Thursday 
at 6.30 p.m.; Friday at 1.30 p.m.; Saturday at 
6.30 p.m. To most other overseas countries 
and to Nairobi and onwards in Kenya/ 
Tanganyika the air mail closes daily except 
Thursday at Kampala; times vary but for 
practical purposes it may be said that a 
letter posted by 12 noon will catch that day’s 
outgoing air mail. 


Post Office Savings Bank. Accounts may 
be opened with the Post Office Savings Bank 
for a minimum of Shs. |/- up to a maximum of 
Shs. 50,000/- (£2,500). Interest is calculated 
at the rate of 2% per annum. Withdrawals 
on demand up to a maximum of Shs. 200/- 
may be effected at any East African Post 
Office which transacts Savings Bank business 
on presentstion of the relative Savings Book 
with sufficient proof of identity, or in case of 
need the maximum may be increased to 
Shs. 400/- on telegraphic demand. With- 
drawals for larger sums are made by means 
of a withdrawal notice which the customer 
completes and forwards to the Postmaster 
General, Nairobi, who then (the account 
being in funds for the required amount 
issues a Warrant which the customer presents) 
with his Savings Book at the Post Office 
where payment is to be made. 


N.B. It is always advisable to verify the 
foregoing details. All Post Office Counters 
carry the latest information.

In the following pages will be found details 
of the Companies entered in the files of the 
Uganda Registrar of Companies as at 30th 
June, 1959. The Registrar maintains three 
series of files: (1) Private Companies incorpo- 


rated in Uganda, (2) Public Companies 
incorporated in Uganda, and (3) Foreign 
Companies, i.e. companies incorporated out- 
side Uganda but registered in the Protectorate 
and carrying on business in Uganda. 


This Directory presents the information in 
two separate sections: (1) Companies in- 
corporated in Uganda and (2) Companies 
incorporated outside Uganda; and lists 
companies in alphabetical order within those 
sections. In the case of Uganda registered 
Companies, where a company is a public 
company the File No. is prefixed with the 
letter “P”; companies not so marked are 
private companies. No distinction between 
private and public companies is made in 
he case of foreign regis trations. 


For Uganda companies the information is 
arranged in the following order: NAME OF 
COMPANY, Stréet Address, P.O. Box No. 
(Box), Town; Date of Incorporation/File No.: 
Authorized Capital (AC), Issued and Fully 
Paid Capital (IFP), Authorized Issued and 
Fully Paid Capital (AIFP); Names of the 
Directors. For foreign companies are record- 


ed only the company’s name, address in 
Uganda and the company’s file number. 


The problem of what to do alphabetically 
with the suffix “‘ THE ” in a company’s name 
and where to place initials or first names suffix- 
ed has been treated as follows; “THE” is 
shown in brackets at the end of the company’s 
name, e.g. THE UGANDA Co. (AFRICA) 
LTD., becomes UGANDA Co. (AFRICA) 
LTD. (THE). Initials are bracketed im- 
mediately after the operative name, e.g. G. R. 
HANSRAJ (MBALE) LTD.; becomes HAN- 
SRAJ(G.R.) (MBALE) LTD. Where a name 
is composed of a first name followed by one or 
more other names, the alphabetical reference 
is to the first name, e.g. BHOGILAL PATEL 
& CO. LTD. is indexed under “B” for 
BHOGILAL and not under Patel. 


Directors names as a general rule in the 
case of Europeans are shown with initials and 
surname only; for African and Asian directors 
the first name followed by the next initial(s) 
and the surname are often given; and for 

ie 3. 


directors bearing the name Patel the first name 
is usually shown. Readérs who wish to as- 
certain the full name of any director may 
do so on reference to the DIRECTORY OF 
UGANDA DIRECTORS which is printed 
at the end of this Company Register. 


Any member of the public who wishes to 
examine the file of any company registered in 
Uganda may do so upon application to the 
Registrar of Companies, 1 Pilkington Rd., 
Box 251, Kampala, upon payment of Shs.1/- 
for each file inspected. Files may not be 
removed from the Registry but must be 
inspected on the premises during normal 
office hours. When applying for a file it will 
assist the Registrar’s office if the company’s 
file number (see the second item in the entries 
below) is quoted in addition to the name of 
he company concerned. 


Every endeavour has been made to ensure 
that the information presented is accurate and 
complete. Details of each Company were 
first extracted from the Registrar’s files, the 
information obtained being recapitulated on a 
separate form for each Company and this form 
was then posted to the Company for checking 
and return, Despite these precautions, there 
ate gaps in the record and, where such gaps 
occur, the reader is requested to note that the 
fault of omission does not lie with the 
publishers of this volume. 


Although the information is contained 
elsewhere in this Directory, it is not out of 
place to remind those who transfer shares in a 
Uganda registered company that the relative 
share transfer must be stamped with Uganda 
revenue stamps. It frequently happens that 
share transfers covering such transactions when 
executed in Kenya or Tanganyika are stamped 
with Kenya or Tanganyika revenue stamps 
before presentation to the Uganda registered 
company for registration: such stamping is 
invalid and these transfers must be stamped 
with Uganda revenue stamps, which may be 
either stamps embossed by the Stamping Office 
in Kampala or adhesive stamps, the latter being 
more convenient and more generally used. 
While on this point, for ease of reference it is 
repeated that in round figures the Uganda 
stamp duty on a share transfer is at the rate of 
one-quarter per cent of the consideration 
money.

The List of Classified Trades, published in 
the previous edition of this Directory, and 
compiled in association with the Department 
of Commerce, to whom due acknowledgement 
is given for assistance rendered in preparing 
this current edition, was split into four main 
sections (1) Primary Producers, Crop Pro- 
cessers, Exporters of Produce, Local Manu- 
facturers ; (2) Importers, Wholesalers, Retailers; 
(3) Commercial and Sundry Services; (4) 
Professional and Associations. 


Experience has shown that this sub-division 
tends to be confusing and thai the simplest 
and easiest method of reference is to list 
activities strictly in alphabetical order and this 
method is followed with the Lists now pre- 
sented.

Interested parties who require further 
information, such as street address, telephone 
number, telegraphic address, may find these 
details in most cases referring to the 
Telephone Directory issued by the Post Office; 
details of the structure of a limited company 
may be secured on reference to the Company 
Register published in the preeeans & section 
of this Directory.. 


In classifications of this nature there are 
inevitably a number of duplications; for 
example, practically all the names appearing as 
Motor Vehicles Agents are repeated under the 
heading of Engineering; many Petrol stations 
also appear under the heading Garages & Ser- 
vice Stations; and so on.
